To  Hon.  Ephraim  M.  Wright,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Insurance  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  First 
Annual  Report:  — 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  to  establish  a  Board  of  Insurance 
Commissioners,  the  undersigned  entered  upon  their  duties  in 
the  month  of  April  last. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  Commissioners  shall  keep  and  pre- 
serve in  a  permanent  form,  a  full  record  of  the  proceedings, 
including  a  concise  statement  of  the  condition  of  each  company 
visited  or  examined  bv  them. 

PLAN   OP   INQUIRY   AND    MODE   OF   EXAMINATION. 

In  compliance  with  this  requirement,  the  Commissioners,  in 
the  exercise  of  their  best  skill  and  judgment,  prepared  such  in- 
terrogatories as  would  serve  to  elicit  the  true  condition  of  the 
several  companies,  which  it  was  their  duty  to  examine. 

After  a  full  and  thorough  examination,  it  has  been  their  cus- 
tom to  require  them  to  answer  in  writing,  the  interrogatories 
proposed,  attested  by  the  signatures  and  oaths  of  the  President 
and  Secretary. 

These  interrogatories,  when  thus  answered  and  verified,  have

been  recorded  in  permanent  books,  which  are  kept  at  the  office 
of  the  Board,  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  public. 

The  companies  have  been  visited  by  the  Commissioners,  with- 
out previous  notice  to  the  officers.  This  rule,  adopted  for  pru- 
dential reasons,  has  better  enabled  us  to  notice ,  practices  of 
doubtful  legality,  and  any  omission  of  statute  requirements. 
In  the  examination  of  the  several  offices,  the  Board  has  gen- 
erally instituted  careful  inquiries  concerning  the  Charter,  By- 
Laws,  and  mode  of  organization.  The  records  of  the  Directors 
and  books  of  the  company  have  been  studiously  examined,  and 
all  departures  from  the  correct  line  of  duty  noticed  and  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  officers. 

The  assets  have  invariably  been  called  for,  and  the  stocks, 
bonds,  mortgages  and  other  securities,  have  passed  through  the 
hands  of  one  or  more  of  the  Commissioners,  who  have  carefully 
considered  them,  and  required  in  the  official  return,  a  sworn 
answer  to  the  par  value,  market  value,  and  value  on  ledger,  per 
share.  By  this  personal  and  official  examination,  the  Commis- 
sioners confidently  believe  that  they  have  had  better  opportu- 
nity to  test  the  soundness  of  a  company,  and  ascertain  its  means 
of  meeting  its  liabilities. 

THE   PRESENT  INSURANCE   LAWS   OF   MASSACHUSETTS. 

It  is  apparent  to  the  minds  of  the  Commissioners,  that  the 
existing  Insurance  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  are  too  imperfect 
and  incomplete,  to  throw  around  the  system  of  insurance  that 
safeguard  which  the  public  security  demands.  Many  of  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  of  1854,  abound  in  errors  and  discrep- 
ancies. 

The  Commissioners  would  further  state,  that,  under  an  Order 
of  the  Senate,  passed  April  24,  1855,  referring  to  them  all  pa- 
pers concerning  alterations  and  changes  in  the  present  Insurance 
Laws,  they  are  now  engaged  in  examining  the  same,  and 
preparing  a  bill  which  they  shall  submit  to  the  legislature,  in 
the  course  of  the  coming  session.  They  hope  to  be  able  to 
remedy  existing  evils,  and  digest  and  codify  a  ^general  act, 
which  shall  tend  to  harmonize  conflicting  interests,  and  meet 
the  wants  of  the  public. 
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INSURANCE   COMPANIES    WITH   SPECIFIC    CAPITAL. 

The  amount  of  property  belonging  to  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, insured  in  stock  companies,  is  not  far  from  two 
hundred  millions  of  dollars. 

There  are  thirty-four  offices  in  the  State,  of  which  nineteen 
are  located  in  Boston.  The  aggregate  amount  of  capital  may 
be  reckoned  at  seven  millions  of  dollars.  The  Boston  offices 
alone  have  a  capital  of  over  five  million  dollars.  The  securi- 
ties and  assets  are  generally  invested  in  bank  and  railroad 
stocks,  railroad  bonds,  and  mortgages  on  real  estate,  and  are 
managed  with  prudence  and  discretion. 

The  Commissioners  have  the  satisfaction,  generally,  of  report- 
ing that  the  funds  of  these  institutions  are  judiciously  secured, 
although  many  companies,  like  individuals,  have  lost  by  the 
depreciation  of  railroad  bonds  and  stocks.  In  an  examination 
of  the  returns  of  these  companies,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  marine 
department  of  insurance  has  suffered  severely,  in  comparison 
with  former  times.  It  is,  however,  due  to  those  companies  to 
say,  that  the  past  two  years  have  been  seasons  of  unparalleled 
losses.  The  terrible  disasters  at  sea,  on  the  rivers  and  lakes, 
have  almost  prostrated  some  companies,  and  swept  from  them 
the  accumulated  profits  of  years,  as  well  as  a  portion  of  their 
capital.  But  they  have,  with  an  occasional  exception,  stood  up 
under  the  shock,  and  met  their  losses  with  promptitude.  As 
an  evidence  of  the  general  healthy  condition  of  these  companies, 
the  Commissioners  are  gratified  to  state,  that,  in  no  instance 
within  their  knowledge,  since  the  organization  of  the  Board, 
have  they  failed  to  respond  to  an  honest  loss. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  general  application  of  this 
remark  has  reference  only  to  existing  insurance  offices.  In  the 
history  of  the  past,  the  record  is  not  so  fair  and  honorable. 
The  disgraceful  failure,  and  hopeless  bankruptcy  of  the  late 
Metropolitan  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  of  Boston, 
impaired  the  confidence  of  the  community  to  such  a  degree, 
that  time  and  experience  will  only  restore  it.  With  this  gen- 
eral view  of  the  character  and  condition  of  insurance  com- 
panies, chartered  in  this  Commonwealth,  with  specific  capital, 
the  undersigned  will  venture  but  a  single  suggestion. 
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What  is  most  important  for  the  successful  management  oi 
this  class  of  offices,  is  character,  capacity  and  skill  on  the  part 
of  the  underwriter.  While  it  is  true  that  losses  have  occurred, 
which  the  best  judgment  and  sagacity  could  not  avert,  the  Com- 
missioners have  noticed  instances  where  proper  discrimination 
has  not  been  exercised  as  to  the  amount  of  the  risk,  and  the 
character  of  the  application  for  insurance.  This  is  doubtless 
owing,  either  to  a  want  of  judgment,  or  to  the  spirit  of  rivalry 
and  competition.  When  our  maritime  commerce  increases  so 
fast,  that  the  list  of  able  seamen  and  educated  officers  cannot 
keep  pace  with  its  growth,  it  is  especially  the  duty  of  the  under- 
writer that  he  should  inquire  into  the  character  of  the  officer, 
whether  in  charge  of  a  vessel  of  the  smaller  coasting  class,  or 
of  one  of  two  thousand  tons  burden. 

A  merchant,  in  selling  his  goods  on  credit,  relies  almost 
wholly  on  the  character  of  his  customer.  So  should  the  under- 
writer, in  writing  a  policy,  depend  quite  as  much  on  the  char- 
acter of  the  insured,  as  upon  the  perils  of  the  sea.  At  all 
events,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  better  part  of  common  prudence, 
not  to  depart  from  old  and  tried  rules. 

Insurance  companies  are  chartered  for  the  public  good.  With 
wise  and  discreet  management,  they  afford  a  safeguard  against 
the  contingencies  of  the  maritime  and  commercial  world,  dis- 
pensing their  countless  blessings,  and  affording  security  to  those 
engaged  in  the  multiplied  avocations  of  life. 

MUTUAL     MARINE,     AND   MUTUAL    FIRE   AND   MARINE    INSURANCE 

COMPANIES. 

The  amount  of  property  insured  in  Mutual  Marine,  and  Mu- 
tual Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Companies,  is  about  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  millions  of  dollars.  This  amount  is  divided 
among  thirteen  companies.  The  laws  regulating  this  class  of 
companies  are  as  follows  : — 

"  No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  a  Mutual  Marine  Insurance 
Company,  until  the  members  thereof  shall  have  signed  an  agree- 
ment substantially  as  follows,  viz. : — 

"  The  subscribers,  members  of  the  M.  M.  Company,  severally 
agree  to  pay  said  company,  on  demand,  the  sums  set  against 
their  names,  or  such  parts  thereof,  as  may  be  called  in  for  the 
use  of  the  company,  in  money  or  promissory  notes,  and  when 
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two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  if  the  company  is  in  Boston,  or 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  if  elsewhere,  has  been  subscribed,  and 
the  president  and  directors  have  certified  that  the  subscribers 
are  known  to  them,  and  they  believe  them  solvent  and  able  to 
pay  their  subscriptions,  policies  may  be  issued ;  and  subsequent 
certificates  shall  be  certified  in  the  same  manner. 

"  The  subscription  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
whether  paid  in  money  or  notes,  shall  be  taken  for  premiums 
for  insurance  thereafter,  to  be  effected  for  the  subscribers  by 
the  company,  and  shall  be  held  for  losses  of  the  company  as 
they  accrue.  The  notes  shall  be  payable  within  one  year  from 
date,  shall  be  deemed  part  of  the  capital,  and  may  be  collected 
or  negotiated  for  the  benefit  of  the  company. 

"  Any  company  may,  instead  of  the  subscription,  commence 
business  with  guaranty  stock,  of  not  less  than  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  paid  in  and  invested,  and  may  pay,  as  a  dividend  upon 
said  stock,  the  same  per  cent,  of  profits  as  shall  be  declared  an 
earned  premium,  and  may  pay  the  principal  of  the  stock  when 
the  net  profits  shall  be  sufficient  to  replace  the  stock,  and  shall 
have  been  invested. " 

The  Commissioners  cannot  omit  to  express  the  opinion,  that 
companies  doing  business  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  law, 
are  not  required  to  provide  sufficient  protection  to  the  insured. 
In  case  of  a  company  starting  with  a  subscription,  the  practice 
of  some  is  to  rest  entirely  upon  the  original  subscription,  while 
other  companies  take  notes  payable  in  one  year,  of  each  indivi- 
dual subscriber ;  in  either  case,  the  usual  custom  is  to  credit 
the  subscription  or  notes  to  the  members'  account,  and  charge 
them  any  premium  for  insurance  effected  by  them. 

Suppose  a  company  formed  by  one  hundred  individuals,  each 
subscribing  or  giving  a  note,  payable  in  one  year,  for  $2,000  ; 
this  represents  the  capital  or  security  upon  which  the  company 
is  based.  Each  of  these  persons  may,  within  one  month,  effect 
insurance  with  the  company,  the  premiums  upon  which  will 
absorb  the  whole  amount  of  their  notes,  leaving  the  company 
with  no  other  resources,  and  in  case  of  losses  there  will  be  no 
available  cash  funds,  as  the  notes  have  not  matured.  Money 
must  be  raised  by  discount  of  these  notes,  or  the  payment  of 
losses  must  be  postponed.  When  providing  for  the  safety  of 
policy  holders  in  joint  stock  companies,  the  law  requires  a  fixed 
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capital  to  be  paid  in,  and  directs  its  mode  of  investment.  It 
would  seem  proper  that  in  Mutual  Marine  Companies,  in  which 
policies  are  issued  for  large  amounts,  there  should  be  some  other 
safeguard  than  the  single  notes  of  its  members.  The  entire 
business  of  the  company  should  not  be  done  upon  credit,  upon 
individual  security,  and  on  longer  time  than  is  usual  in  other 
business  transactions.  It  may  be  remarked,  that  premium  notes 
are  taken  on  such  insurance  as  is  effected  by  those  who  are  not 
on  the  subscription  list ;  but  this  does  not  obviate  the  propriety 
of  having  a  fund  to  resort  to,  in  case  the  premiums  should  be 
inadequate  to  meet  the  losses,  or  the  subscribers'  notes,  or  the 
premium  notes  should  not  prove  good. 

The  Commissioners  have  had  occasion  to  notice  the  want  of 
some  further  security  to  the  insured,  from  an  examination  of 
the  organization  and  operation  of  the  Massachusetts  Mutual 
Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  of  Ipswich. 

This  company  has  been  obliged  to  suspend  its  business,  leav- 
ing losses  unprovided  for,  with  a  subscription  from  which  there 
is  little  hope  of  realizing  but  a  small  amount.  It  would  not  be 
just  to  judge  of  all  the  companies  by  the  last  named  instance, 
for  bad  management,  if  not  bad  faith,  may  have  contributed  to 
its  untimely  end.  In  favorable  contrast  with  this  company, 
instances  are  believed  to  exist,  where  companies,  reduced  to  in- 
solvency by  most  unusual  marine  disasters,  have  been  restored 
to  public  confidence  by  the  honorable  efforts  and  personal  pecu- 
niary sacrifice  of  its  members.  While  such  conduct  is  worthy 
of  high  commendation,  it  is  important  that  the  law  should  pro- 
vide a  remedy  against  such  as  may  not  follow  so  good  an 
example. 

The  other  mode  provided  by  law,  of  substituting  a  guaranty 
stock  for  a  subscription,  would  afford  more  security  if  the  sum 
was  sufficient.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  is  regarded  insufficient 
capital  for  a  joint  stock  fire  insurance  company ;  and  as  marine 
risks  average  of  a  larger  amount  than  fire,  and  the  hazard  quite 
as  great,  the  capital  which  should  be  required  to  guarantee  the 
security  of  a  marine  company,  ought  to  be  quite  as  large  as  for 
a  fire  company. 

From  the  foregoing  views,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  existing 
law  bearing  upon  this  class  of  insurance,  is  not  free  from  grave 
defects.     The  form  of  return  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
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is  unsatisfactory  and  imperfect.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  object  of  requiring  returns  from  insurance  companies  was 
no  doubt  intended  to  elicit  such  information  as  would  enable 
any  one  who  was  an  accountant,  by  its  tabular  statement,  to 
find  out  its  true  standing.  This  can  be  ascertained,  if  its  tabu- 
lar account  be  correctly  framed,  and  its  return  honestly  made 
by  its  officers,  agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

The  existing  tabular  return  required  from  Mutual  Marine, 
and  Mutual  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Companies,  based  on 
subscription  notes,  or  on  subscription  notes  and  premium  notes 
combined,  are  so  incomplete  that  no  one  could  tell  whether  or 
not  such  companies  were  strong  or  weak. 

The  Commissioners  would  therefore  recommend  an  alteration 
in  the  form  of  return  from  all  such  companies,  so  as  more  effec- 
tually to  find  their  liabilities,  as  well  as  to  ascertain  the  value 
of  their  scrip,  issued  as  profit.  For  instance,  suppose  one  of 
the  companies  to  have  one  thousand  dollars  invested  in  bank 
stocks,  and  had  issued  scrip  certificates  of  profit  to  like  amount, 
such  scrip  would  be  worth  par.  But  suppose  another  state  of 
things,  viz.,  that  such  company,  at  any  given  period,  to  have 
made  a  profit  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  invested  it,  and 
issued  scrip  for  a  like  amount,  but  next  day  losses  occur  which 
oblige  the  company  to  sell  one-half  of  their  investment,  the 
value  of  the  scrip  would  be  only  fifty  per  cent.  ;  therefore,  un- 
less the  amount  of  scrip  issued,  combined  with  other  liabilities, 
is  disclosed,  the  value  of  the  scrip  cannot  be  computed,  nor 
can  the  soundness  of  any  such  company  be  known,  unless  it 
makes  a  return  of  all  the  premiums  charged  to  individual  ac- 
counts for  risks  outstanding,  in  offset  for  subscription  notes 
credited  to  such  individuals ;  all  premiums  thus  charged  lessen 
the  value  of  the  notes  exactly  to  the  same  extent.  The  whole 
security,  so  far  as  subscription  notes  are  considered  security, 
would  be  gone,  as  they  would  thus  at  once  be  changed  to  pre- 
mium notes,  and  legally  could  not  be  deemed  of  any  value, 
until  after  the  risks  had  terminated.  And  in  this  same  propor- 
tion, as  the  original  or  any  subsequent  notes  may  be  absorbed 
by  hazards  placed  against  the  same  by  those  that  gave  them, 
must  be  considered  only  as  premium  notes,  and  of  no  value  until 
the  risks  for  which  they  were  given  are  absolutely  terminated. 

If  the  foregoing  views  are  correct,  the  Commissioners  would

suggest  a  new  form  of  return  which  will  better  elicit  this  infor- 
mation, as  well  as  that  relation  to  the  value  of  scrip  certificates 
issued  for  dividends  based  on  profits, 

MUTUAL   FIRE   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

The  number  of  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies  incorpo- 
rated and  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth  is  sixty-four. 
The  amount  insured  by  said  companies  is  about  one  hundred 
and  ninety  millions  of  dollars. 

Finding  that  the  number  of  mutual  companies  was  greater 
than  any  other,  and  their  relative  location  more  remote,  it  was 
thought  expedient  to  give  them  the  earliest  attention.  Thus 
far  they  have  occupied  the  larger  share  of  the  time  of  the  Com- 
missioners. 

The  amount  insured  in  mutual  companies  exceeds  that  in 
either  of  the  other  modes  of  insurance.  The  owners  of  farm 
and  village  property  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  very  gen- 
erally resort  to  this  mode  of  insurance.  If  properly  and  pru- 
dently managed,  a  mutual  company  affords  the  safest  and 
cheapest  protection  to  the  insured ;  for  every  additional  risk 
increases  the  security  of  all,  as  thereby  a  premium  note  is  added 
to  the  assets  of  the  company ;  when  in  a  joint  stock  company, 
the  specific  capital  remains  the  same,  let  the  total  amount  at 
risk  be  ever  so  great.  As  a  general  rule,  the  Commissioners 
have  observed  that  those  mutual  companies  which  were  earliest 
established,  have  baen  most  successful ;  not  that  they  have  more 
at  risk  than  companies  which  have  been  more  recently  organ- 
ized, but  the  former  seem  to  have  originated  in  the  necessity  for 
such  institutions  in  the  immediate  vicinity  in  which  they  are 
located,  and  the  range  of  their  business  is  so  limited  that  the 
officers  can  judge  better  of  the  character  of  the  members,  as 
well  as  of  the  risks. 

The  number  of  companies  incorporated  within  the  last  ten 
years,  appears  to  have  been  far  greater  than  the  wants  or  even 
the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  required.  The 
result  has  been,  that  several  of  the  companies  have  never  been 
organized  ;  some,  after  going  into  operation,  have  found  it  pru- 
dent to  cease  doing  business,  and  become  united  with  other  exist- 
ing companies,  and  some  continue  their  organization,  but  are 
in  a  very  feeble  financial  condition.     An  unhealthy  and  reckless 
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competition  in  the  business  of  insurance  in  this,  as  well  as  other 
States,  has  tended  to  render  the  public  less  safe,  and  the  busi- 
ness less  reputable. 

In  the  earlier  history  of  insurance,  the  business  was  conducted 
more  immediately  by  the  officers  of  the  companies ;  but  of  late, 
the  custom  of  employing  the  aid  of  incompetent  and  irrespon- 
sible agents  has,  in  too  many  cases  been  adopted.  Such  agents, 
occupying  an  equivocal  position  between  the  insurers  and  the 
insured,  often  succeed  in  deceiving  both.  It  has  proved  a  great 
source  of  mischief,  that  companies  have  provided  these  strolling 
and  importunate  persons  with  blanks  and  other  documents, 
from  which  the  unskilled  and  unsuspecting  would  reasonably 
infer  that  they  were  the  accredited  agents  of  the  companies, 
when  by  some  stealthy  and  blind  provision  in  the  application, 
policy  or  by-laws,  they  disclaim  any  binding  effect  of  the  doings 
of  the  agent,  and  make  the  applicant  unknowingly  admit  that 
this  officious  individual  is  his  chosen  agent.  The  deceit  re- 
mains undiscovered  till  a  loss  occurs,  then  the  claimant  is  con- 
fronted by  the  provisions  which  vacate  his  policy.  It  is  of  no 
avail  that  he  says  to  the  company,  "  You  sent  a  man  to  me 
soliciting  my  risk,  he  examined  it,  filled  the  application,  assured 
me  all  was  right,  took  the  premium,  and  sent  me  a  policy." 
Ail  these  circumstances  avail  him  nothing ;  the  officers  of  the 
company  point  out  from  among  the  pages  of  by-laws  annexed 
to  the  policy,  which  the  sufferer  had  no  opportunity  of  seeing 
before  he  paid  his  money  to  the  agent  upon  his  application, 
some  obscure  but  fatal  provision  or  condition  Avhich  technically 
avoids  the  payment  of  the  loss.  The  judicial  tribunals  can 
afford  no  relief,  as  the  by-laws  are  binding  upon  the  parties. 
Instances  of  this  kind  are  of  almost  daily  occurrence,  as  the 
transactions  in  our  courts  will  disclose. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  the  power  as  now  given 
and  exercised  by  mutual  insurance  companies,  of  making  nu- 
merous conditions,  stipulations  and  provisions  in  the  form  of 
by-laws,  is  a  source  of  very  great  evil.  Notwithstanding  the 
similarity  of  business,  there  is  an  astonishing  variety  of  codes 
in  the  companies  visited  by  them,  and  they  cannot  but  notice 
that  some  of  them  are  framed  with  great  adroitness,  and  con- 
tain such  articles  as  no  prudent  person  would  be  likely  to  consent 
to,  with  a  full  understanding  of  their  legal  effect. 
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The  fact  seems  to  be  overlooked,  that  a  Mutual  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company  is  simply  an  association  or  partnership  of  indi- 
viduals to  protect  each  other  from  losses  by  fire,  which  it  might 
be  inconvenient  for  them  to  bear  individually.  To  accomplish 
this  purpose,  they  become  incorporated.  The  charter,  policy 
and  by-laws  constitute  their  articles  of  copartnership.  In  equal 
justice  to  all,  they  should  be  intelligible,  fair  and  just.  Nor 
should  such  of  the  partners  as  are  selected  to  manage  the  busi- 
ness of  the  "firm,"  under  the  style  of  president  and  directors, 
be  allowed  to  overreach  the  unsuspicious  and  confiding  mem- 
bers, by  the  introduction  of  such  articles  and  conditions  as  in 
case  of  loss  render  the  association  a  burden  rather  than  a 
blessing. 

The  Commissioners  have  noticed  among  the  by-laws  of  several 
mutual  companies,  conditions  that  the  claims  for  losses  shall  be 
barred,  if  suits  are  not  commenced  within  a  stated  time,  or 
within  the  county  where  the  company  is  located,  thus  controll- 
ing the  statute  of  limitations,  or  the  principles  of  law,  govern- 
ing the  enforcement  of  claims  against  other  corporations.  The 
policy  of  such  restrictions  seems  quite  questionable,  even  if 
their  adoption  shall  be  sustained  by  our  judicial  tribunals. 
Another  provision  is  to  be  found,  to  the  effect  that  in  case  of 
loss  or  damage,  the  directors,  within  a  reasonable  time,  may  re- 
build, repair  or  replace  the  property  lost  or  damaged,  and  when 
they  rebuild  or  replace  any  whole  subject  or  item  of  insurance, 
the  insured  shall  contribute  one-third  of  the  expense  ;  provided, 
that  when  that  company  are  the  only  insurers,  the  insured  shall 
not  be  bound  to  contribute  an  amount  greater  than  one-half 
the  amount  of  the  insurance  thereon,  but  if  there  be  other  in- 
surers who,  for  any  cause,  do  not  contribute  their  full  share  in 
such  rebuilding  or  replacing,  then  the  insured  shall  himself 
contribute  such  further  portion  of  the  expense  as  himself  and 
such  insurers  would  have  to  bear,  were  they  to  unite  in  the 
contribution  to  the  amount  of  their  full  share.  It  is  difficult 
to  believe  that  the  members  of  a  mutual  company,  with  a  full 
understanding  of  their  practical  effect,  would  consent  to  so 
stringent  provisions,  which  in  many  cases  might  defeat  the  whole 
purpose  of  their  procuring  insurance.  It  is  the  usual  custom 
of  mutual  companies  to  protect  themselves  in  the  outset  against 
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over-insurance  of  property,  by  limiting  their  risk  to  two-thirds 
of  its   estimated  value. 

Suppose  a  policy  issued  under  this  regulation,  for  $2,000, 
on  a  dwelling-house  valued  at  $3,000,  and  a  total  loss  occurs. 
Instead  of  paying  the  $2,000,  the  directors  elect  to  rebuild 
and  compel  the  insured  to  contribute  one-third  of  the  expense, 
or  $1,000.  This  he  may  not  be  able  to  do,  having  exhausted 
his  means  in  the  original  construction  of  his  house.  He  prefers 
to  receive  the  $2,000  covered  by  insurance,  and  erect  a  house 
suited  to  his  reduced  means,  but  he  is  entirely  subject  to  the 
power  of  the  directors,  and  must  lose  the  whole  benefit  of  his 
insurance,  unless  he  furnishes  them  security  for  the  payment  of 
his  contribution  to  the  expense  of  rebuilding.  In  this  predica- 
ment he  will  probably  receive  some  overture  from  the  directors 
for  a  compromise,  and  will  be  obliged  to  accept  such  sum  as 
they  may  condescend  to  bestow.  The  power  given  to  directors 
to  rebuild  and  enforce  contributions,  may  also  be  considered  in 
its  effect  upon  parties  having  a  collateral  interest  in  a  policy. 
It  is  the  usual  custom,  when  real  estate  on  which  buildings  are 
located  is  mortgaged,  to  require  an  assignment  of  the  policy  as 
collateral  security.  In  cases  where  the  buildings  constitute  a 
large  portion  of  the  value  of  the  estate,  the  validity  of  the  in- 
surance is  an  important  consideration  to  the  mortgagee.  If  in 
case  of  loss  by  fire,  the  mortgagee  is  required  to  make  an  ad- 
vance in  the  shape  of  contribution  to  rebuild,  instead  of  receiv- 
ing the  amount  insured,  the  policy  will  prove  an  incumbrance, 
rather  than  a  securit}7-  to  him.  Managers  of  savings  banks,  and 
of  other  public  institutions,  having  funds  invested  and  policies 
of  insurance  as  collateral,  may  find  it  expedient  to  examine 
with  careful  scrutiny  the  by-laws  and  conditions  annexed  to 
such  policies. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  so  great  variance  in  the  policy 
and  by-laws  of  the  numerous  mutual  companies  chartered  by 
this  Commonwealth,  the  Commissioners  entertain  the  hope  that 
some  measures  may  be  devised  by  the  legislature  to  restrict  and 
restrain  companies  from  adopting  and  enforcing  by-laws  so 
manifestly  illiberal  and  unfair,  if  not  in  conflict  with  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Mutual  companies  are 
all  designed  for  the  same  purpose,  and  there  can  be  no  good 
i;eason  why  they  should  not  be  governed  by  the  same  general 
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rules  and  regulations.  With  a  view  of  creating  a  proper 
uniformity  in  this  system  of  insurance,  the  Commissioners  would 
suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  legislature,  the  expediency 
of  enacting  a  form  of  a  policy,  embracing1  all  the  necessary  and 
proper  conditions  of  a  fair  and  equitable  contract  between  the 
parties.  This  instrument,  when  either  party  was  obliged  to  re- 
sort to  legal  measures  for  its  enforcement,  would,  like  other 
contracts,  receive  interpretation  and  construction  from  our  legal 
tribunals,  and  not  be  rendered  nugatory  by  craftily  devised  by- 
laws thereto  annexed.  It  may  be  urged  against  this  recom- 
mendation, that  to  make  the  change,  would  subject  to  incon- 
venience such  companies  as  were  already  established,  and  had 
conducted  their  business  with  equity  and  fairness.  It  would 
not  necessarily  affect  existing  policies,  but  at  their  expiration 
they  could  be  renewed  in  the  new  form,  or  at  the  election  of 
the  insured,  be  exchanged  for  the  new  form  before  they  expired. 

A  diversity  in  the  practice  of  mutual  companies  has  been  ob- 
served in  relation  to  the  amount  of  cash  premium  required  at 
the  time  of  issuing  a  policy ;  some  companies  taking  only  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  probable  current  expenses,  relying  upon 
assessments  of  the  deposit  notes  to  meet  losses,  while  other 
companies  require  a  larger  cash  premium,  adequate  to  pay 
losses  and  expenses.  The  latter  mode  has  proved  to  be  more 
acceptable  to  the  public,  as  it  avoids  the  perplexity  and  expense 
of  collecting  small  sums  in  frequent  assessments,  and  enables 
the  company  to  adjust  its  losses  with  less  delay.  Several 
companies  have  changed  to  A\\q  latter  system  within  a  few 
years. 

By  comparison  of  the  charters  incorporating,  and  laws  regu- 
lating mutual  companies  for  more  than  half  a  century,  the 
Commissioners  notice  a  gradual  relaxation  in  regard  to  the 
amount  required  to  be  subscribed  to  be  insured  before  com- 
mencing business.  Among  the  earliest  charters  granted,  one  in 
1798  provides  that  "no  policy  of  insurance  shall  be  made  by 
said  corporation,  until  the  sum  subscribed  by  the  associates  to 
be  insured  shall  amount  to  two  millions  of  dollars ." 

The  compliance  with  this  requirement  gave  evidence  that 
such  an  institution  was  wanted,  and  the  advance  cash  premium 
even  upon  this  amount  of  risks,  was  considered  none  too  firm  a 
foundation  on  which  to  issue  policies,  for  the  charter  further 
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required  that  of  the  cash  premiums  received,  after  paying 
losses  and  expenses,  the  sum  of  $10,000  should  be  appropriated 
to  a  reserved  fund. 

This  company  has  continued  with  constant  success  to  the 
present  time,  and  may  now  be  considered  the  strongest  institu- 
tion of  the  kind  in  this  Commonwealth. 

As  the  cities  and  towns  increased,  there  would  be  less  diffi- 
culty in  any  new  company  obtaining  a  reasonable  amount  of 
risks,  before  commencing  business  ;  but  of  late  years  the  limit 
prescribed  by  statute  has  been  so  small  as  to  be  almost  wholly 
useless  in  affording  any  reliable  basis  for  business.  The  present 
law  requires  that  $100,000  shall  be  subscribed  to  be  insured ; 
this  amount  would  produce  $1,000  cash  premium,  and  perhaps 
$2,000  in  deposit  notes.  The  expenses,  books,  printing  and 
office  furniture,  would  nearly  require  the  amount  received  in 
cash.  A  single  loss,  therefore,  would  call  for  an  assessment 
which  might  exhaust  the  absolute  and  contingent  resources  of 
the  company.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  amount  now 
required  to  be  subscribed  is  insufficient,  or  that  if  the  sum  had 
never  been  reduced  below  $500,000,  the  number  of  companies 
chartered  would  have  been  much  less,  and  the  convenience  and 
security  of  the  public  quite  as  much  regarded. 

As  evidence  of  the  fact  that  more  mutual  companies  have 
been  incorporated  than  the  wants  of  this  Commonwealth  re- 
quired, the  Commissioners  notice  that  the  legislature  has  been 
called  upon,  from  time  to  time,  within  the  last  six  years,  to  en- 
large the  limits  in  which  companies  are  authorized  to  do  busi- 
ness, until  all  the  New  England  States,  New  York,  New  Jersey 
and  Pennsylvania,  have  been  included.  It  was  the  policy  and 
practice  of  the  earlier  institutions  of  this  kind,  to  take  the  name 
of,  and  to  confine  their  business  to,  the  county  in  which  they 
were  located,  as  the  Berkshire,  Bristol,  Essex,  Franklin,  Hamp- 
shire, Middlesex,  Norfolk  and  Worcester ;  and  such  as  have 
substantially  adhered  to  this  practice  are  now  found  to  be  in  a 
sound  and  healthy  condition.  Aside  from  the  additional  ex- 
pense and  uncertainty  of  transacting  business  in  other  States, 
which  must  be  done  through  the  aid  of  agents,  the  members 
residing  in  this  Commonwealth  may  suffer  prejudice  thereby, 
from  the  fact  that  the  provisions  of  our  law  creating  a  lien  upon 
the  real  and  personal  estate  insured,  for  the  payment  of  the  de-

posit  note  and  contingent  liability  to  further  assessment,  cannot 
legally  be  enforced  on  the  property  of  members  in  other  States 
where  no  such  provisions  of  law  exist. 

Within  a  very  few  years  companies  have  been  chartered, 
combining  the  stock  and  mutual  system.  Such  companies  have 
usually  commenced  upon  the  mutual  plan,  and  by  an  additional 
act,  engrafted  the  stock  plan.  Before  issuing  policies  on  the 
latter  plan,  a  guarantee  capital  of  $50,000  is  required  to  be 
paid  in,  and  the  stockholders  in  this  capital  usually  receive  cer- 
tificates of  stock,  guaranteeing  the  holder  a  semi-annual  dividend 
of  four  per  cent.  This  dividend  is  not  contingent  upon  the 
success  of  the  stock  department,  for  a  by-law  is  usually  inserted 
in  the  mutual  department,  making  the  absolute  and  contingent 
funds  of  that  branch  liable  to  pay  the  dividends  on  guarantee 
capital,  and  to  make  good  any  reduction  in  the  amount  of  said 
capital.  A  close  examination  of  this  mixed  system,  will  show 
that  a  member  of  a  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  before  he 
is  aware  of  it,  will  find  himself  engaged  in,  and  responsible  for, 
the  success  of  the  stock  business,  as  his  cash  premium  and  de- 
posit notes  are  liable  to  sustain  the  guarantee  capital,  and  pay 
the  dividends  thereon,  while  the  holders  of  the  shares  of  this 
capital  are  sure  of  their  dividends.  It  is  practically  a  loan  of 
$50,000,  at  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  which  to  carry  on 
the  stock  department. 

The  Commissioners  have  not  found  any  particular  instance 
in  which  the  members  in  the  mutual  department  have  been 
prejudiced  by  the  union  above  mentioned,  but  they  feel  justified 
in  the  belief  that  no  more  such  companies  should  be  incorpo- 
rated. The  officers  of  those  which  have  been  visited  by  the 
Commissioners,  express  the  opinion  that  the  stock  and  mutual 
business  would  be  more  satisfactorily  conducted  under  separate 
charters. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  returns  made  by  mutual  com- 
panies will  disclose  the  fact,  that  among  the  most  alarming  dan- 
gers which  threaten  to  destroy  their  success,  is  the  enormous 
and  extravagant  amount  paid  out  for  expenses,  principally  in 
the  form  of  salaries  and  commissions  to  agents — in  some  cases 
exceeding  even  the  amount  paid  for  losses,  and,  in  one  or  more 
instances,  more  than  the  whole  cash  premium  received.  The 
prudent  attention  of  the  public  is  invited  to  this  subject,  as 
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affording  one  important  test  of  the  solvency  and  proper  manage- 
ment of  a  company.  Whenever  abuses  of  this  nature  are  found 
to  exist,  it  is  useless  to  expect  a  remedy  at  the  hands  of  the 
immediate  officers  and  directors  ;  the  reform  must  proceed  from 
some  energetic  action  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
pany. In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  a  more 
general  and  punctual  attendance  of  the  members  at  the  annual 
meetings,  and  a  more  thorough  understanding  of  the  condition 
and  management  of  the  company,  would  serve  to  prevent  or 
detect  many  evils  which  are  known  to  exist. 

Injustice  to  a  majority  of  the  companies,  it  should  be  stated, 
that,  in  relation  to  the  item  of  expenses,  the  most  economical 
can  find  no  reason  for  complaint.  Such  are  among  the  earliest 
organized,  and  have  been  conducted,  in  many  instances,  with 
merely  nominal  expense  to  the  members,  and  generally,  with 
commendable  regard  to  prudence  and  fidelity. 

The  Commissioners  have  had  occasion  to  notice  that  mutual 
companies  suffer  prejudice  from  a  prevalent  impression  that 
they  are  more  likely  than  others  to  resist  the  payment  of  losses, 
by  litigation.  Without  attempting  to  determine  the  truth  of 
this  impression,  the  records  of  our  courts  will  show  more  cases 
for  determining  the  rights  of  members  of  Mutual  Insurance 
Companies  than  the  nature  and  object  of  such  associations 
would  seem  to  demand.  In  some  courts,  the  names  upon  the- 
docket  are  but  a  transcript  from  the  "  loss  book  "  of  some  pug- 
nacious insurance  company,  whose  officers,  having  appropriated 
its  available  assets  in  payment  of  their  own  salaries,  arc  reluctant 
to  order  an  assessment  upon  its  members,  for  fear  it  will  dis- 
close the  condition  of  the  company. 

In  consequence  of  complaints  among  members,  that  the  prac- 
tice of  insuring  the  most  hazardous  and  the  least  hazardous 
property  in  the  same  company,  operated  to  the  great  disadvan- 
tage of  those  members  whose  property  was  of  the  safer  class, 
the  law  provides  that  the  "Directors  of  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Companies  may  divide  the  property  into  four  classes.  The 
policy  shall  designate  the  class,  and  the  assessments  shall  be 
made  upon  premium  and  deposit  notes  belonging  to  the  class  in 
which  the  loss  occurs ;  provided,  that  no  policy  shall  be  issued 
in  a  separate  class,  until  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
subscribed  to  be  insured  in  that  class.  The  expenses  of  the 
3* 
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company,  not  strictly  applicable  to  either  class,  shall  be  appor- 
tioned to  each  class,  according  to  the  amount  of  premiums ;  and 
in  a  division  of  the  funds  and  returns  of  premium  and  deposits, 
each  member  is  entitled  to  receive  his  proportion  of  the  funds 
belonging  to  the  class  in  which  he  was  insured." 

A  few  companies  have  adopted  the  provisions  of  this  law,  and 
have  perhaps  secured  to  the  members  the  benefits  it  was  de- 
signed to  afford.  In  some  instances  the  Commissioners  have 
noticed,  that  the  funds  of  one  class  have  been  loaned  to,  or  ap- 
propriated to  the  payment  of  losses  in  some  less  successful  class, 
rather  than  to  assess  the  deposit  notes  of  the  class  in  which  the 
losses  occurred.  This  practice  is  believed  to  be  wholly  unwar- 
rantable, and  tending  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  division  into 
classes.  It  is  not  justified  by  the  expectation  of  being  able  to 
restore  the  sum  borrowed  from  future  premiums,  or  future  as- 
sessments of  the  borrowing  class.  The  assessments  should  be 
made  in  each  class  when  the  payment  of  losses  requires  the 
funds  to  be  provided.  The  funds  of  the  separate  classes  should 
be  kept  and  invested  as  distinct  as  if  each  was  acting  under  a 
separate  charter.  It  is  the  custom  of  some  companies  to  borrow 
money  for  payment  of  losses,  of  banks  or  individuals  upon  the 
company's  note.  This  would  seem  to  be  improper  where  clas- 
sifications exist,  as  the  holder  of  a  note,  given  in  the  corporate 
name  of  the  company,  might  secure  it  upon  any  assets  of  the 
company,  whether  they  belonged  to  the  class  for  which  the 
money  was  borrowed  or  not.  Instances  may  occur  where  the 
absolute  and  conditional  funds  of  one  class  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  pay  all  claims  against  it.  In  such  cases  funds  borrowed  of  a 
more  fortunate  class  could  not  be  restored. 

Every  prudent  person,  before  procuring  insurance  in  a  mutual 
company,  wishes  to  know  the  immediate  cost  and  contingent 
liability.  The  only  restriction  imposed  by  law  is,  that  "  no 
member  shall  be  liable  to  pay  more  than  double  the  amount  of 
his  premium  and  deposit. 

This  restriction  is  of  no  practical  benefit,  while  the  amount 
of  premium  and  deposit  note  is  under  the  control  of  the  com- 
pany. The  relative  amount  of  the  premium  and  deposit  note, 
differs  materially  in  the  various  companies.  A  large  proportion 
of  companies  have  seldom  or  never  had  occasion  to  resort  to 
the  deposit  note,  but  have  returned  at  the  expiration  of  policies, 
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a  large  per  cent,  of  the  cash  premium  originally  paid,  while 
instances  exist  of  assessments,  which  have  exhausted  the  whole 
cash  premium,  the  whole  deposit  note  and  the  contingent  lia- 
bility, amounting  to  double  the  premium  and  deposit  note. 
Such  cases  are  not  likely  to  occur,  except  from  incapacity  and 
mismanagement  of  the  officers  and  directors  ;  therefore  it  might 
be  expedient  by  some  means  to  protect  the  public  from  such 
extortionate  assessments,  by  reducing  the  contingent  liability, 
and  limiting  the  deposit  note. 

FOREIGN   INSURANCE    COMPANIES. 

Foreign  insurance  companies,  or  those  chartered  in  other 
States,  and  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth,  will  be  the 
subject  of  special  comment.  As  early  as  possible  after  receiv- 
ing their  appointment,  the  Commissioners  proceeded  to  the 
work  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  foreign  offices  having  agen- 
cies in  Massachusetts  in  violation  of  law. 

Upon  examination,  it  was  ascertained  that  no  less  that  fifteen 
companies  were  illegally  in  our  midst,  competing  for  insurance 
and  premiums.  Vigorous  and  active  measures  were  at  once 
taken,  and  those  companies  were  compelled  to  abandon  their 
agencies,  and  withdraw  from  the  State.  A  few  of  them  resisted 
stoutly  the  action  of  the  Board,  but  finally  yielded,  and  returned 
within  their  own  limits. 

The  Act  of  1854,  bearing  on  the  subject  of  foreign  insurance, 
requires  a  brief  notice.  On  an  examination  of  the  law,  it  will 
be  seen  that,  in  addition  to  the  several  requirements  relating  to 
the  appointment  of  agents,  filing  of  certificates,  and  giving  of 
bonds  with  conditions  to  accept  service  of  all  lawful  processes, 
and  the  payment  of  taxes,  it  is  provided,  "  that  no  foreign  in- 
surance company,  by  their  agent  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall 
insure  property  in  this  Commonwealth,  or  contract  for  insur- 
ance, with  any  resident  in  this  Commonwealth,  unless  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  the  company  amounts  to  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  all  of  which  sums  shall  have  been  paid  in  and  invested, 
exclusive  of  stockholders'  obligations  of  any  description,  and  the 
debts  of  the  company."  It  would  seem,  at  first  glance,  that 
this  provision  of  the  statute  was  sufficiently  stringent  to  guard 
against  fraud  and  imposition.  But  instances  have  occurred  in 
which  the  Commissioners  have  noticed  gross  departures  from 
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the  correct  line  of  duty,  and  unwarrantable  attempts  on  the 
part  of  some  foreign  corporations  to  evade  our  law,  and  force 
themselves  upon  the  public. 

Not  only  have  some  returns  been  submitted  to  the  Board, 
setting  forth  the  fact  of  a  compliance  with  the  law,  inasmuch 
as  the  companies  possessed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in- 
vested in  real  estate,  but  the  officers  have  visited  the  Board  in 
person,  pledging  their  honor  and  integrity  as  men,  to  the  truth 
and  accuracy  of  their  sworn  statements.  In  several  cases  it  has 
appeared,  on  investigation,  that  the  statements  were  false,  and 
the  assets  of  the  company  nearly  worthless. 

As  an  instance  of  fraud  and  double  dealing  by  a  foreign  com- 
pany, in  evasion  of  the  law  of  this  Commonwealth,  it  may  be 
useful  to  advert  briefly  to  the  history  of  the  late  "  Webster  Fire 
Insurance  Company  of  the  city  of  New  York." 

This  company  was  started  in  April,  1854,  with  a  reputed  paid 
up  capital  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  Mas- 
sachusetts was  selected  as  the  field -of  its  avarice  and  splendor. 
The  Commissioners,  finding  an  agency  established  in  Boston, 
required  the  agent  to  furnish  answers  to  interrogatories,  respect- 
ing the  responsibility  of  the  company.  A  blank  form  of  return 
was  sent  to  the  company  to  fill  up,  which  was  immediately  re- 
turned, signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  president  and  secretary. 
By  their  statement,  it  was  made  to  appear  that  the  com- 
pany had  a  capital  of  $150,000,  consisting  of  $61,811  invest- 
ed in  bonds  and  mortgages,  and  $88,189  in  cash  deposited 
in  bank.  A  schedule  of  the  mortgages,  and  a  description  of  the 
property,  was  required,  which  subsequently  led  to  a  full  dis- 
closure of  their  contemplated  operations. 

To  further  their  plan  of  organization,  and  persuade  the  Com- 
missioners into  the  belief  that  the  company  was  sound,  the 
opinion  of  the  Comptroller  of  New  York  was  cited  as  evidence 
of  the  fact.  On  inquiry  of  this  officer,  he  did  not  corroborate 
the  statements  of  its  secretary. 

During  this  official  investigation,  the  agent  of  the  company 
in  Boston  was  notified  to  suspend  issuing  policies,  until  some 
decisive  steps  were  taken  towards  ascertaining  the  solvency  of 
the  company.  In  the  mean  time,  a  special  commissioner  was 
appointed  by  the  Comptroller  of  New  York,  to  institute  an  in- 
vestigation into  the  financial  affairs  of  the  company.  The  result 
has  been  made  known,  and  is  now  a  matter  of  record. 
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From  the  testimony  taken,  it  was  shown,  that  the  cash  item 
of  $61,811,  before  alluded  to,  was  deposited  in  bank,  and  that 
the  sum  was  drawn  out  on  the  same  day.  It  remained  just 
long  enough  to  enable  the  officers  to  swear  by  it.  The  bonds 
and  mortgages,  amounting  to  $88,189,  alleged  to  having  been 
owned  by  the  company,  were,  for  the  most  part,  utterly  value- 
less. The  mortgagor  had  but  a  mere  shadow  of  a  title  to  the 
fee  of  the  land,  as  the  statute  of  limitations,  and  the  adverse  pos- 
session, being  regarded  as  a  conclusive  bar  to  any  claim  by  him. 

The  principal  part  of  the  assets  was  a  perfect  sham,  put  in 
only  to  swell  the  amount  of  assets,  and  enable  the  officers  to 
impose  upon  a  too  credulous  public.  But  the  bubble  burst. 
Through  the  instrumentality  of  the  proper  authorities,  the 
company  was  dissolved,  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

Such  is  a  brief  but  truthful  history  of  the  "  Webster  Fire 
Insurance  Company  of  the  city  of  New  York."  In  fraud  and 
folly  it  will  rank  side  by  side  with  the  "  Metropolitan  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance  Company  of  Boston." 

The  Commissioners  indulge  the  hope,  that  these  observations 
will  not  tend  to  cast  reproach  on  all  foreign  companies  doing 
business  in  this  State.  In  passing  judgment  upon  them,  we  are 
bound  to  discriminate  between  the  good  and  the  bad,  and  enable 
the  public  to  distinguish  the  one  from  the  other.  Some  of  these 
companies  we  deem  worthy  of  public  patronage.  They  are  con- 
ducted with  excellent  management,  and  with  every  regard  to 
the  public  safety.  But  there  are  those  which  can  hardly  be 
considered  as  secure  and  healthy,  although  apparently  in  work- 
ing order.  They  seem  to  have  been  got  up  more  for  individual 
emolument  than  the  public  good,  and  are  managed  without  that 
skill,  economy  and  experience,  which  are  so  essential  and  im- 
portant to  the  successful  development  of  those  beneficial  results 
which  should  flow  from  well  regulated  institutions.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  affirm,  that,  in  the  performance  of  our  duty,  we 
have  endeavored,  by  all  legitimate  means,  to  arrive  at  the  true 
position  of  every  foreign  office,  before  expressing  an  opinion  of 
its  character.  All  the  proper  information,  including  the  returns, 
are  registered  at  the  office,  and  at  all  times  open  to  the  public. 
This  system  is  invariably  followed  and  attended  with  good  results. 
In  adopting  this  practice,  we  have  seen  and  can  testify  to  its 
public  utility  and  individual  advantage. 
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It  may  not  be  amiss  to  observe  that  persons  should  be  ex- 
tremely cautious  about  insuring  in  foreign  offices,  unless  they 
are  satisfied,  from  a  careful  and  personal  examination,  either 
by  themselves,  or  through  some  competent  adviser,  that  they 
are  perfectly  solvent.  And  if,  with  the  sources  of  information 
within  their  reach,  for  ascertaining  the  true  standing  and  con- 
dition of  foreign  companies,  such  persons  are  entrapped  and 
decoyed  into  them,  they  can  blame  no  one  but  themselves,  for 
they  have  been  warned  of  the  danger,  and  know  that  by  their 
own  persistency  they  suffer  themselves  to  become  the  dupes  of 
some  mercenary  and  dishonest  agent. 

In  regard  to  the  present  law  relating  to  foreign  insurance 
companies,  it  seems  fitting  that  the  legislature  should  adopt 
some  changes,  whereby  the  Commissioners  may  be  invested 
with  more  authority,  and  have  given  them  a  more  summary 
mode  of  disposing  of  such  cases  as  are  found  to  be  at  variance 
with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law.  While  the  undersigned 
would  regret  any  more  responsibility  than  now  devolves  upon 
them,  they  apprehend  that  some  additional  legislation  is  wanted 
to  provide  for  the  better  security  of  the  public. 

Recent  experience  teaches  us  that  further  checks  are  desirable. 
It  is  needless  to  remark  that  the  Commissioners  would  shrink 
from  any  suggestions  which  might  be  regarded  as  impolitic, 
illiberal  and  unjust ;  still,  they  do  not  consider  that  additional 
restraints  by  law  would  be  a  bar  to  the  introduction  of  such 
foreign  companies  as  are  sound  and  reliable,  but  would  operate 
as  a  safeguard  and  check  upon  those  that  come  into  the  State 
for  purposes  of  private  speculation. 

The  Commissioners  may  more  properly  embody  such  sugges- 
tions on  this  subject,  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient,  in  their 
report  upon  an  Order  of  the  two  branches  of  the  last  legislature 
referring  to  said  Board  certain  petitions  and  other  matters  re- 
lating to  the  subject  of  insurance. 

LIFE    INSURANCE. 

The  department  of  Life  Insurance  has  not  been  overlooked, 
although  most  of  the  time  of  the  Commissioners  has  been 
employed  in  the  examination  of  Fire  and  Marine  Companies. 
This  subject  will  soon  engage  their  attention ;  and  in  the  next 
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Report  they  hope  to  be  able  to  submit  to  the  legislature  some 
practical  suggestions  upon  the  operation  and  utility  of  the 
system,  as  established  in  this  country.  The  subject,  though 
comparatively  new,  has  been  long  discussed  and  much  can- 
vassed. It  has  engaged  the  particular  attention  of  the  English 
Parliament,  where  the  whole  theory  and  science  has  received 
the  fullest  and  most  elaborate  discussion.  In  this  country, 
these  institutions  are  of  comparative  recent  origin  *  but  in  Eng- 
land they  have  existed  for  more  than  a  century.  Their  nature 
and  design  are  so  little  understood  by  the  great  mass  of  the 
people,  that  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  disabuse  the  public  mind 
from  popular  delusion  and  prejudice.  But  so  soon  as  the  prin- 
ciples are  thoroughly  understood,  and  their  benefits  better 
appreciated,  it  will  be  found  that  the  value  and  necessities  of 
the  system  are  beyond  contradiction. 

The  annual  reports  which  come  to  us  bear  abundant  testi- 
mony that  the  Life  Insurance  department  has  been  steady  and 
progressive.  Notwithstanding  the  severe  losses  which  many  of 
our  companies  met  with  last  autumn,  by  reason  of  the  yellow 
fever  at  Portsmouth  and  Norfolk,  and  other  desolating  and 
death-dealing  calamities,  periling  and  destroying  life,  they 
have  generally  met  every  claim  upon  them,  and  carried  joy 
and  gladness  to  many  an  afflicted  family. 

If,  then,  Life  Insurance  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  meet  the 
Avants  of  all  classes  of  the  community,  and  its  advocates  and 
friends  can  mark  its  steady  and  progressive  advancement,  the 
only  question  to  be  considered  is,  whether  any  additional 
legislation  is  wanted  to  establish  Life  Companies  upon  a  more 
sound,  independent  and  substantial  basis.  This  question, 
though  demanding  serious  and  earnest  attention,  for  reasons 
before  stated,  the  Commissioners  hesitate  to  propose  any  changes 
not  demanded  by  the  public  wants.  The  present  law  comes 
up  to  the  standard  of  legislation  adopted  in  other  States,  and 
we  can  see  no  immediate  necessity  for  anticipating  evils  not 
warranted  at  the  present  time. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Appendix  that  returns  have  been 
received  from  all  Foreign  Life  Companies  doing  business  in  this 
Commonwealth.  From  these  official  statements,  the  public 
will  be  able  to  judge  of  the  securities  held  by  each  company, 
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the  amount  at  risk,  and  the  amount  of  losses  during  the  past 
year,  paid  and  unpaid,  reported  and  not  yet  due. 

The  form  of  return  submitted  to  these  companies,  and 
attested  by  the  signatures  and  oaths  of  their  officers,  is  addi- 
tional to  the  one  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  now 
required  by  law. 

It  is  thought  that  the  one  now  adopted  by  this  Board  is 
sufficiently  minute  to  disclose  the  standing  and  condition  of 
such  companies  as  answer  the  interrogatories  embraced  in  it.

The  undersigned,  the  Board  of  Insurance  Commissioners,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  following  Order  of  the  Senate,  to  wit : — 

COMMONWEALTH    OF    MASSACHUSETTS. 

In  Senate,  April  24,  1855. 
"Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Insurance  Commissioners  be  requested  to  make  an 
investigation  into  the  business  transactions  and  present  condition  of  the  Metro- 
politan Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company  of  Boston ;  the  legality  of  its  past 
business  and  the  cause  of  its  insolvency,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth be  directed  to  notify  said  Commissioners  of  the  passage  of  this  Order. 
Also,  to  cause  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  to  be  printed," 

Respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  in  pursuance  of  said  Order,  they  proceeded  to  the  examina- 
tion of  the  past  business  transactions  of  said  company,  and  the  cause 
of  its  insolvency.  The  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  company 
have  afforded  the  Commissioners  no  true  index  and  guide  to  its 
standing  and  condition. 

They  h  ive  been  compelled  to  take  ex  parte  statements  and  gather 
information  from  other  sources  than  was  to  be  gained  from  the  official 
records.  The  accounts,  investments,  and  business  transactions,  have 
been  kept  with  so  little  regard  to  accuracy  and  truth,  that  it  has  been 
difficult  and  perplexing  to  follow  through  its  wicked  and  eventful  his- 
tory. The  Commissioners  would  state  at  the  outset,  although  not  in 
4* 
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accordance  with  the  strict  line  of  official  inquiry,  for  them  to  com- 
ment with  severity  upon  the  character  of  this  institution,  yet  they 
cannot  forbear  the  opinion,  that  in  its  inception,  its  history,  in  illegal 
transactions  and  gross  violation  of  the  law,  in  shameless  fraud  and 
wanton  deception,  it  has  develoj>ed  a  system  of  financial  corruption 
almost  without  a  parallel. 

A  credulous  and  deluded  public  has  been  betrayed  by  its  false 
statements,  and  many  an  honest  person  been  robbed  of  his  money  to 
swell  the  coffers  of  its  officers  and  accredited  agents.  Without  dis- 
secting too  minutely  its  character,  the  undersigned  cannot  refrain 
from  noticing  a  few  important  facts  relating  to  its  early  organization. 
As  will  be  subsequently  seen,  the  company  was  started  without  any 
capital,  although  pretending  to  have  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
paid  in  and  invested  according  to  law. 

The  first  inquiry  which  naturally  suggests  itself  is,  how  was  the 
company  organized  ?  The  following  statement  of  facts  will  furnish  a 
conclusive  answer  to  the  Order  of  the  Senate  : — 

The  charter  was  granted  February  19,  1853,  to  Eben  Cutler, 
Charles  Scudder  and  R.  W.  Holman,  of  Boston.  It  is  proper  to  state, 
that  Mr.  Scudder  does  not  appear  to  have  been  connected  with  the 
organization  of  the  company.  The  principal  persons  in  interest,  in 
its  organization,  seem  to  have  been  citizens  of  other  States.  Luther 
Monson,  the  president,  from  Canaan,  Connecticut,  was  aided  and 
advised  by  one  James  A.  Requa,  of  New  York  city.  This  gentleman 
is  an  insurance  broker  by  profession.  He  was  the  friend  and  associate 
of  Monson,  and  a  principal  actor  with  him  in  the  organization  of  the 
company.  Subsequently  he  appears  as  its  agent  in  New  York  city, 
prosecuting  a  large  and  successful  business,  and  receiving  on  the 
amount  of  premiums  taken  a  commission  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
books  of  the  company  now  show  him  to  be  a  debtor  to  the  amount  of 
twenty-two  thousand  dollars. 

The  amount  of  capital  stock  was  fixed  at  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  with  liberty 
to  increase  the  same  to  any  amount,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  The  company  commenced  business  May  5,  1858. 
Luther  Monson  was  chosen  president.  This  gentleman  was  wholly 
unknown  to  any  of  the  Boston  directors  ;  he  was  introduced  to  them 
by  Mr.  Requa,  as  one  eminently  fitted  to  fill  the  office,  and  it  was 
principally  through  Mr.  Requa's  urgent  solicitations  that  he  wras 
elected. 

The  Commissioners  regret  to  say,  that  subsequent  transactions  fully 
confirm  the  impression  that  the  company  was  designed  for  private 
benefit  rather  than  for  public  good. 
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From  the  testimony  of  the  late  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  W.  Thayer,  it 
appears  that  Monson  agreed  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  company, 
with  the  understanding  that  he  should  have  the  entire  control  of  the 
funds,  and  further  agreed  that  he  and  his  friends  would  furnish  the 
whole  capital  stock.  They  did  furnish  it  so  far  as  their  names  appear 
on  the  books  of  the  company,  but  the  Commissioners  venture  the 
assertion,  that  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  capital  subscribed  was 
actually  paid  in. 

The  records  show  that  twenty-three  names  were  entered  as  original 
subscribers  ;   they  are  as  follows,  to  wit :  —

The  simple  fact  that  the  above  named  subscribers,  residing  in  other 
States,  or  at  the  most  remote  points  in  this  State  from  the  location  of 
the  office,  should  come  into  State  Street,  and  start  an  Insurance 
Company  without  one  dollar  of  subscription  from  the  city  of  Boston, 
is  sufficient  to  satisfy  prudent  men  that  their  purposes  were  specula- 
tion. 

In  the  organization  of  the  company,  we  find  certain  citizens  of 
Boston  named  among  the  directors ;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  one 
of  them  owned  a  dollar  of  stock,  although  subsequently  a  vote  was 
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passed,  giving  to  them  one  share  each,  in  order  to  meet  the  provis- 
ions of  the  law,  and  make  them  eligible  to  office. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  the  Commissioners  cannot  omit  to 
notice,  on  the  part  of  these  directors,  negligence  and  culpable  inatten- 
tion to  duty.  They  seem  to  have  intrusted  the  entire  management  of 
the  funds  to  the  president,  without  even  examining  his  accounts  or 
looking  to  the  safety  of  his  investments.  Had  these  directors  attended 
with  scrupulous  fidelity  to  the  interests  committed  to  their  care,  they 
might  have  saved  the  company  from  ignoble  failure,  and  protected  the 
public  from  a  stupendous  fraud.  They  allowed  themselves  to  be 
duped  by  a  few  designing  men,  without  even  demanding  an  explana- 
tion or  inquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  company's  affairs. 

The  result  of  this  negligence  gave  opportunity  for  the  president  to 
abscond  with  the  funds  of  the  company,  leaving  unpaid  losses  to  the 
amount  of  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

It  seems  strange  that  such  bold  schemes  and  cunning  plots  should 
have  been  consummated  without  arresting  the  attention  of  these 
directors.  Even  at  this  late  day,  they  seem  dumb  with  amazement 
and  wonder,  as  the  plans  and  operations  of  Monson  and  his  confed- 
erates are  unveiled  to  their  eyes. 

The  very  first  instance  of  fraud  which  escaped  their  notice  discloses 
the  subsequent  insolvency  of  the  company,  and  furnishes  a  key  to  its 
whole  history.  From  a  careful  examination,  the  Commissioners 
believe  that  no  proportion  of  the  capital  stock  was  paid  in  and  in- 
vested according  to  law.  Mr.  Thayer,  the  secretary,  states  that  when, 
on  or  about  the  third  day  of  May,  1853,  the  first  instalment  was 
ordered,  Mr.  Monson  and  his  associates  paid  into  his  hands  about 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  sums  as  follows  : —

This  statement  is  undoubtedly  correct,  so  far  as  it  goes  to  prove  a 
fact ;  but  the  mode  of  payment  and  manner  of  procedure,  warrant 
the  following  inferrence :  Immediately  upon  the  payment  of  the 
$21,000  by  Luther  Monson,  which  was  counted  by  Mr.  Thayer,  the 
latter  gentleman  returned  it  to  Mr.  Monson,  as  acting  treasurer.  A 
portion  of  this  same  money  was  then  handed  to  Forbes  Monson,  who 
paid  in  the  instalment  on  his  subscription,  which  was  received  by  Mr. 
Thayer,  and  again  delivered  into  the  hands  of  Luther  Monson. 
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This  was  their  plan  of  operation.  Between  Mr.  Monson  and  his 
associates  there  seemed  a  unity  of  action,  cunningly  devised.  Their 
scheme  was  a  bold  one,  and  successfully  managed. 

The  company  then  commences  business  with  less  than  fifty  thousand 
dollars  of  its  capital  nominally  paid  in,  but  notwithstanding  the  re- 
quirement of  the  statute,  that  the  full  amount  shall  be  paid  in  and 
invested,  either  in  United  States  stock,  stocks  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  of  any  city  or  town  thereof,  or  in  the  stocks  of  any  bank  or  rail- 
road in  this  Commonwealth,  or  in  mortgages  of  real  estate,  the  com- 
pany begins  to  issue  policies,  regardless  of  consequences.  More  than 
a  hundred  agents,  in  every  large  city,  and  scattered  all  over  the 
Union,  are  appointed  to  effect  insurance,  and  flaming  handbills  are 
posted,  announcing  the  organization  of  the  company,  with  a  cash  capi- 
tal of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Under  this  state  of  things,  the 
agents,  with  the  sagacity  peculiar  to  their  class,  and  spurred  onward 
by  promises  of  large  commissions,  soon  procure  a  large  amount  of 
risks,  and  for  a  while  the  business  flows  prosperously  on.  But  the 
end  is  not  yet. 

In  September  following,  a   second   instalment   is   required,  and  the

These  several  sums  are  counted  by  Mr.  Thayer,  who  at  once  places 
them  in  the  hands  of  Monson.  This  money  consisted  of  bills  of  the 
Pittsfieid,  Housatonic,  North  Adams,  Agricultural  and  Iron  Banks, 
located  in  the  western  part  of  this  State,  which  Monson  had  borrowed, 
as  is  supposed,  under  an  agreement  to  return  the  same  in  a  few  days. 

It  is  believed  that  the  identical  bank  bills,  counted  by  Mr.  Thayer, 
and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  company,  as  a  part  of  its  cash  capital, 
were  immediately  returned  to  the  several  banks. 

The  first  public  exhibit  of  its  affairs  is  contained  in  the  statement 
of  its  condition,  made   to   the  Secretary  of  State  in   December,  1853.

This  statement  the  Commissioners  have  reason  to  believe  is  untrue 
in  several  particulars.  The  purchase  or  sale  of  the  stocks  cannot  be 
traced  in  any  recorded  transaction  of  the  directors.  If  ever  held  by 
the  company,  it  was  probably  but  temporarily,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  their  return  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  "  Loan  on  mort- 
gage of  Ileal  Estate"  of  $15,000  is  represented  on  the  books  as  a 
single  mortgage  from  Samuel  Scoville.  No  such  mortgage  has  been 
given  by  this  person,  as  he  has  testified  to  the  Commissioners,  nor  is 
any  found  among  the  assets  of  the  company. 

Just  previous  to  the  time  fur  making  the  next  annual  statement  the 
directors  became  dissatisfied  with  the  condition  of  affairs,  and  caused 
the  president  to  be  arrested  :  and  after  detaining  him  eight  days,  suf- 
fered him  to  go  on  insufficient  bail,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  he  has  since  absconded.  The  vice-president  and  secre- 
tary, in  the  month  succeeding  his  flight,  return  in  substance  the  fol- 
lowing statement  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  December  1,  1854  : —

The  late  president  left  this  city  about  the  first  day  of  November, 
taking  with  him  many  of  the  papers  in  reference  to  the  financial  con- 
cerns of  the  company,  he  having  been  the  actual  treasurer,  by  means 
of  which  the  present  officers  are  unable  to  make  a  more  perfect  return 
than  the  one  above.

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The  books  of  the  company  show  that  in  the  eighteen  months,  the 
time  it  was  doing  business,

The  portion  of  the  last  named  item  paid  for  losses  could  not  be 
ascertained  from  the  books,  as  no  loss  book  had  been  kept,  nor  did 
any  other  entries  show  it.  From  an  examination  of  the  accounts  of 
several  agents,  it  appears  that  the  most  reckless  and  unjustifiable 
charges  for  commissions  and  expenses  were  allowed  the  agents. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  case  of  James  A.  Requa,  who,  in  November, 
1853,  appears  under  the  firm  of  Requa  &  Starbuck,  as  agents  in  New 
York  city.  They  seem  to  have  acted  under  a  special  contract  with 
the  company — in  substance  as  follows  :  "  Requa  &  Starbuck  to  have 
all  policy  fees  and  15  per  cent,  of  premiums  on  risks  taken  at  their 
agency,  and  are  to  pay  out,  when  unavoidable  to  secure  business,  in 
the  form  of  brokerage  and  reduction  in  lieu  of  scrip  dividends,  by  the 
mutual  companies  on  marine  business,  and  to  charge  the  same  to  the 
company,  not  to  exceed  15  per  cent." 

The  practice  of  the  agents  under  this  contract,  seems  to  have  been, 
a  charge  of  15  per  cent,  on  all  premiums  received  by  them,  and  as 
some  Mutual  Marine  Companies  in  New  York  had  divided  15  per 
cent,  in  scrip,  these  agents  were  authorized  to  allow  the  insured,  in 
the  outset,  this  15  per  cent,  out  of  the  premium — making  the  expense 
in  obtaining  business  through  this  agency,  30  per  cent,  on  the  pre- 
mium. 

The  amount  which  the  books  represent  as  received  at  this  agency  is 
over  $100,000,  and  costing  the  company  $30,000.  After  making  this 
allowance  there  is  a  discrepancy  of  more  than  $40,000  between  the 
company's  account  with  this  agency  and  the  account  rendered  by 
Requa  &  Starbuck,  each  claiming  of  the  other  a  balance  of  about 
$20,000. 

The  foregoing,  though  more  important  in  amount  than  any  other, 
is  bv  no  means  a  solitary  instance  of  the  rash  and  heedless  manner  in 
which  the  interests  and  safety  of  the  company  have  been  committed 
to  the  merciless  grasp  of  hungry  agencies. 

The  agency  at  San  Francisco  is  charged  with  premiums  received  of 
about  $15,000,  and  as  the  credit  side  of  the  leger  is  unused,  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  in  this  case  the  commissions  absorb  the  whole  premium. 

The  directors,  finding  that  the  stock  of  the  Union  Iron  Works  was 
of  no  value,  and  that  the  president  had  absconded  with  the  available 
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assets  of  the  company,  on  the  12th  of  January,  1855,  filed  a  petition 
in  insolvency. 

The  affairs  of  the  company  have  since  been  in  the  hands  of 
assignees.  Over  $300,000  of  claims  have  been  proved,  upon  which, 
from  present  appearances,  there  will  be  derived  but  trifling  dividends. 

From  the  foregoing  facts  it  will  appear  that  the  "  cause  of  its  insol- 
vency "  arises  from  fraud  in  the  management  of  its  funds,  reckless 
extravagance  in  its  expenses,  the  extended  field  of  its  operations,  and 
the  failure  of  many  of  its  agents  to  account  for  the  premiums  received 
hy  them.

The  undersigned,  the  Board  of  Insurance  Commissioners,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  following  Order  of  the  Legislature,  to  wit : — 

COMMONWEALTH    OF    MASSACHUSETTS. 

House  of  Bepresentatives,  April  26,  1855. 

"Ordered,  That  the  Insurance  Commissioners  be  requested  to  investigate  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company, 
in  Ipswich." 

Respectfully 

REPORT: 

That  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  required  of  them,  in  accord- 
ance with  said  Order,  but  without  that  success  which  might  under 
ordinary  circumstances  be  expected  from  an  official  examination. 
The  company  having  no  place  of  business  or  any  officer  personally 
responsible,  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  access  to  its  records, 
although  application  has  been  often  made  to  the  president  and  secre- 
tary. The  result  of  our  investigations  does  not  so  much  disclose 
fraud  and  deception  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  as  want  of  ability  and 
skill  in  the  management  of  the  company's  affairs.  They  seem  to  have 
been  wholly  unfit,  either  by  knowledge  or  business  tact,  to  manage  an 
institution  requiring  the  exercise  of  the  best  judgment  and  largest; 
experience. 

5* 
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To  deal  frankly  with  the  public  and  fully  expose  the  history  of  this 
short-lived  company,  the  Commissioners  are  free  to  state,  that  in  their 
belief,  it  was  organized  wholly  for  individual  benefit.  This  statement 
is  warranted  from  the  testimony  of  a  few  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
capital  stock,  who  have  repeatedly  declared,  that  they  were  induced  to 
lend  their  names  and  influence  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  and  assisting 
a  friend,  who  needed  an  office  to  furnish  him  with  the  means  of  sup- 
port. Such  generosity  is  always  commendable  when  directed  in  the 
right  quarter ;  but  in  this  instance,  it  seems  to  have  accomplished  no 
useful  purpose,  for  the  persons  for  whom  it  was  designed,  were  not 
long  benefited  by  the  enterprise,  as  the  company  was  soon  plunged 
into  insolvency,  leaving  losses  unpaid  to  the  amount  of  $30,000. 

From  the  present  sources  of  information,  it  appears  that  A.  H. 
Wildes,  William  F.  Wade  and  Alfred  M.  Farley,  of  Ipswich,  made 
application  for  an  act  of  incorporation  as  a  joint  stock  company, 
which  was  granted  in  March,  1850.  In  May,  1851,  the  charter  was 
so  amended  as  to  allow  the  company  to  insure  on  the  mutual  plan. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  directors,  William  F.  Wade  was  chosen 
president.  He  filled  the  office  for  two  months  ;  when  he  resigned,  and 
Joseph  Southwick,  of  Danvers,  was  elected  his  successor.  Mr.  South- 
wick  continued  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  company  so  long  as  he 
was  able  to  secure  enough  of  premium  money  to  meet  salaries  and 
other  expenses  ;  but  when  difficulties  met  his  path,  and  losses  and 
embarassments  impoverished  the  treasury,  he  abandoned  the  company, 
leaving  no  one  in  charge  of  the  books  to  answer  even  the  inquiries  of 
the  policy  holders.  No  apology  can  justify  such  a  course  of  proce- 
dure. Had  the  president  stood  at  his  post,  he  might,  with  judicious 
counsel  and  wise  management,  have  closed  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany in  a  manner  more  consistent  with  the  ends  of  justice. 

The  directors,  too,  should  come  in  for  a  full  share  of  public  censure. 
Their  remissness  of  duty,  and  want  of  good  faith  towards  those  who 
had  intrusted  them  with  the  management  of  affairs,  should  receive 
the  severest  rebuke.  No  excuse  can  palliate  the  wrong,  or  mitigate 
the  injury  inflicted  upon  those  who  have  suffered  by  their  gross  inat- 
tention to  the  interests  committed  to  their  care.  But  the  Commis- 
sioners dismiss  this  branch  of  the  subject,  and  proceed  at  once  to  a 
summary  history  of  the  business  transactions  of  the  company. 

Application  was  made  to  Joseph  Southwick,  president,  and  Josiah 
Caldwell,  secretary,  but  neither  person  could  give  any  information  in 
regard  to  the  same.  The  only  subscription  book  to  be  found,  upon 
which  the  operations  of  the  company  could  be  based,  is  under  date  of 
June  1,  1853,  as  follows  : — • 
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"  The  subscribers,  members  of  tbe  Massachusetts  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance 
Company,  severally  agree  to  pay  to  the  said  company,  on  demand,  the  sums  set 
opposite  their  respective  names,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
called  in  for  the  use  of  the  said  company,  the  same  to  be  payable  either  in  money 
or  promissory  notes.

The  assets  of  the  company  in  this  return  are  stated  to  be  $51,- 
572.43.  Including  the  original  subscription  of  $50,000,  of  which  it 
is  stated  that  but  $35,300  is  considered  good.

From  Mr.  Caldwell's  testimony,  it  appears  that  lie  signed  this 
return  and  attested  to  its  correctness,  presuming  it  was  right,  although 
he  had  no  agency  in  preparing  it ;  hut,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  secre- 
tary, affixed  his  signature  at  the  request  of  the  president.  He  fur- 
ther states,  that  he  was  elected  secretary  in  1853,  but  never  made 
policies  for  the  company,  or  any  entries  in  the  book  of  records  ;  the 
whole  business  having  been  transacted  in  Boston,  he  signed  only  such 
papers  as  were  sent  to  him  for  his  signature  ;  that  he  was,  in  fact,  only 
a  nominal  officer  of  the  company. 

As  the  charter  for  this  company  was  granted  establishing  the  same 
in  the  town  of  Ipswich,  under  the  statute  requiring  only  $50,000  to 
be  subscribed,  and  a  company  to  transact  business  in  Boston,  was 
required  to  have  $200,000  subscribed,  the  fact  of  said  company 
having  an  office  for  the  transaction  of  business  in  Boston,  was  a 
violation  of  the  following  statute,  viz.  : — 

"  No  company  of  Mutual  Marine  Insurance  shall  have  an  office 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  place  in  the  Commonwealth 
other  than  that  designated  in  its  Act  of  incorporation." 

The  history  of  this  institution  shows  conclusively  that  something 
besides  a  mere  subscription  should  be  required  as  a  capital,  on  which 
to  establish  an  insurance  company. 

From  the  best  information  the  undersigned  can  obtain,  they  are  led 
to  the  conclusion,  that  the  demands  against  the  company  are  some 
$50,000,  and  the  probability  is  that  those  who  have  sustained  losses 
and  who  hold  claims  against  the  office,  would  be  willing  to  settle  on 
very  favorable  terms.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  take  measures 
for  settling  up  the  affairs  of  the  company,  but  from  them  the  Commis- 
sioners learn  that  they  have  been  unable  to  collect  the  subscription 
or  any  part  of  the  same. 

If  such  subscriptions  are  binding,  it  seems  but  reasonable  that  the 
losses  should  be  paid.  The  question  then  naturally  arises,  if  the  sub- 
scribers are  solvent  and  liable  to  pay,  who  is  authorized  to  receive  the 
same  and  adjust  the  losses,  the  officers  having  abandoned  the  company  ? 
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If  the  subscribers  are  not  liable,  the  fact  is  apparent  that  the  law  is 
defective,  and  additional  legislation  is  necessary  in  order  to  protect 
the  public  from  similar  frauds. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  creditors  of  this  corporation  will  never 
realize  any  thing  upon  their  claims,  unless  its  affairs  are  placed  in 
efficient  hands.  To  accomplish  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to  apply  to 
the  proper  judicial  tribunal  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver.

The  undersigned,  the  Board  of  Insurance  Commissioners,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  following  Order  of  the  Senate,  to  wit : — 

COMMONWEALTH    OF    MASSACHUSETTS. 

In  Senate,  March  24,  1855. 
"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioners  appointed,  or  who  may  be  appointed,  under 
an  Act  of  1855,  concerning  a  Board  of  Insurance  Commissioners,  be  requested 
to  make  an  investigation  into  the  affairs  of  the  People's  Fire  Insurance  Company 
of  Boston,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  reference  to  the  present  condition  of  said 
company,  and  the  legality  of  its  past  business  transactions,  and  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  be  directed  to  notify  said  Commissioners,  when  appointed, 
of  this  Order," — 

Respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  in  pursuance  of  said  Order,  they  proceeded  to  the  examina- 
tion of  the  past  business  transactions  and  present  condition  of  said 
company.  It  appears  from  the  books,  papers  and  statements  of  its 
officers,  submitted  to  the  Commissioners,  that  the  accounts,  invest- 
ments and  business  transactions  of  the  company  have  been  kept  and 
conducted  in  an  informal,  if  not  illegal,  manner.  In  the  investigation 
of  what  the  undersigned  considered  the  most  important  subject  of 
inquiry — the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  company — they 
find  that  funds  to  a  considerable  amount  are  not  satisfactorily  account- 
ed for.     Upon  inquiry  for  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  they  were  sur- 
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prised  to  learn  that  no  such  books  had  ever  been  kept.  Though  the 
late  president  stated  that  he  considered  the  duty  of  treasurer  con- 
nected with  his  office  as  president,  no  entries  of  cash  received  or  dis- 
bursed appear,  except  on  the  cash  book  of  the  secretary.  The  custom 
of  similar  corporations,  as  well  as  the  requirements  of  the  statutes, 
in  regard  to  the  election  of  a  treasurer,  and  requiring  a  bond  from 
him,  seems  to  have  been  disregarded  ;  nor  has  any  bond  or  security 
been  obtained  from  any  officer  having  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
company. 

By  an  additional  act  of  May,  1848,  the  directors  were  required  to 
divide  into  two  classes,  all  property  insured  after  July  1,  1848,  which 
act  further  provides  that  "  the  premiums  and  deposit  notes  of  each 
class,  and  the  assessments  for  which  members  may  become  liable, 
shall  be  held  and  assessed  to  pay  the  losses  occurring  in  the  class  to 
which  they  belong,  and  no  other." 

The  Commissioners  regret  to  say,  that  this  most  salutary  provision 
of  the  Act,  intended  to  protect  that  class  of  members  desiring  insur- 
ance upon  dwelling  houses  and  farm  buildings  from  sharing  in  the 
losses  upon  more  hazardous  property,  has  not  been  faithfully  adhered 
to  by  this  company.  It  appears  that  at  least  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  cash  funds  belonging  to  the  first  class  has  been 
appropriated  in  discharge  of  the  liabilities  of  the  second  class,  with- 
out any  security  for  its  repayment — the  claim  existing  only  in  charges 
against  the  second  class  on  the  books  of  the  company.  This  misap- 
plication of  funds,  aside  from  its  illegality,  has  done  injustice  to 
claimants  for  losses  in  the  first  class,  yet  unpaid,  to  the  amount  of 
about  thirteen  thousand  dollars,  postponing  too  long,  if  not  forever, 
the  application  of  the  funds  they  have  honestly  contributed,  to  the 
just  and  legal  object  for  which  they  were  intrusted  to  the  keeping  of 
this  corporation. 

In  their  further  search  for  assets,  the  Commissioners  were  informed 
that  this  institution  had  been  in  the  practice  of  accommodating  a  simi- 
lar company  with  temporary  loans,  and  that  there  is  now  due  from 
said  company  about  four  thousand  dollars.  The  prospect  of  realizing 
payment  of  this  claim  is  by  no  means  favorable.  Though  the  fact 
does  not  distinctly  appear,  it  may  be  fair  to  presume  that  this  amount 
belongs  to  the  funds  of  the  first  class,  as  the  second  class  at  all  times 
had  abundant  calls  for  its  funds  to  meet  its  losses. 

The  transactions  thus  far  noticed,  occurred  prior  to  December,  1853  ; 
since  which  date,  few,  if  any  policies  have  been  issued,  and  the 
proper  entries  upon  the  book  kept  by  the  secretary  from  this  time  to 
June,  1854,  seem  to  have  been  neglected — the  transactions  appearing 
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only  upon  numerous  detached  memoranda,  though  amounting  to  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars.  In  June,  1854,  the  president  and  secretary 
resigned,  and  others  were  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies.  At  this  date, 
the  unpaid  losses  in  the  first  class  amounted  to  about  thirteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  in  the  second  class  to  about  fifty-three  thousand 
dollars.  To  meet  the  losses  in  said  second  class,  and  expenses  of 
collection  of  assessment,  the  directors  laid  an  assessment  of  a  certain 
per  cent,  on  the  notes  and  further  liability  of  the  policy  holders  in 
each  month  since  1848  ;  which  assessment,  if  all  should  be  collected, 
would  amount  to  over  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  explana- 
tion given  by  the  present  president  for  making  an  assessment  so  dis- 
proportionate in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  necessary  to  discharge  the 
claims  against  the  company  was,  that  the  former  assessments  which 
had  been  laid,  and  in  part  collected,  were  supposed  to  be  illegal,  and 
therefore  it  was  necessary  to  include  all  former  assessments  in  this ; 
but  in  the  collection  of  it,  any  parties  who  had  paid  any  former 
assessment,  and  could  produce  evidence  of  it,  would  have  the  amount 
so  paid  deducted  from  the  last  assessment.  In  estimating  the  amount 
necessary  to  be  realized  from  this  assessment,  the  allowance  made  for 
such  as  should  be  due,  but  not  likely  to  be  collected,  was  twenty-five 
per  cent.,  to  which  was  added  815,000  for  expenses  of  collection  and 
other  services  and  expenses  in  closing  the  business  of  the  company. 
This  estimate  or  calculation  did  not  appear  on  any  books,  but  from 
the  statement  of  the  president.  The  assessment  last  mentioned  was 
upon    the  second   class,   and   makes  no    provision   for  the   first-class 

losses. 

In  1854,  a  policy  was  taken  by  this  company  in  the  Traders'  Insur- 
ance Company  in  Boston,  reinsuring  the  whole  unexpired  risk  of  the 
first  class,  amounting  to  over  one  million  of  dollars,  and  a  note  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  on  demand  and  interest,  given  to  said  Traders'  Com- 
pany for  the  cash  premium  on  said  policy,  which  note  remains  unpaid. 

The  Commissioners  regard  this  transaction  of  reinsurance  of  doubt- 
ful legality,  as  well  as  doubtful  expediency.  The  Traders'  Company 
was  at  the  time  just  commencing  business,  and  its  president  and 
secretary  were  the  same  persons  who  had  just  resigned  the  like  offices 
in  the  People's  Company.  The  policy  of  reinsurance  was  among  the 
earliest  issued  by  the  Traders'  Company,  and  its  assets  were  merely 
nominal,  except  the  note  received  for  the  premium  on  this  policy.  The 
arrangement  added  little  to  the  security  of  the  original  members  of  the 
first  class  in  the  People's  Company  so  long  as  the  note  for  ten  thousand 
dollars  remained  unpaid.  In  case  of  a  loss  upon  property  covered  by 
this  policy,  the  Traders'  Company  would  only  indorse  the  amount  on 
6* 
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the  note  it  held  against  the  People's  Company.  The  practical  effect 
of  the  entire  proceedings  was,  to  charge  the  members  of  the  first  class 
in  the  People's  Company  with  the  support  of  another^lass  of  officers, 
at  salaries  of  about  $'3,000,  under  the  name  of  the  Traders'  Insurance- 
Company.  This  course  can  hardly  be  justified  when  the  whole  his- 
tory of  the  People's  Company  discloses  the  fact  that  those  having  the 
management  of  its  concerns  had  quite  liberally  remunerated  themselves 
for  services  rendered.  An  instance  bordering  upon  generosity  was 
noticed  in  the  perusal  of  the  records,  where,  following  a  liberal  assess- 
ment upon  the  deposit  notes,  is  found  the  folloAving  vote  : — 

"  That  the  directors,  in  consideration  of  services  rendered,  be  pro- 
vided with  an  excursion  down  the  harbor,  at  such  time  as  the  president 
shall  designate,  and  that  the  president  and  secretary  be  directed  to> 
make  arrangements  to  carry  the  same  into  effect." 

This  instance  is  given  without  expressing  any  opinion  of  its  pro- 
priety, other  than  may  be  inferred  from  the  circumstance  that  it- 
occurred  at  a  period  when  many  a  houseless  and  hopeless  claimant  for 
losses  could  obtain  no  relief  from  its  treasury. 

From  a  general  view  of  the  past  proceedings  of  the  company,  the 
Commissioners  cannot  say  less  than  that  it  has  not  been  managed 
with  that  legality,  skill,  economy  and  discretion  which  the  members 
had  a  right  to  expect  of  its  officers.  The  payment  of  salaries  dispro- 
portionate to  the  services  rendered  ;  the  extravagant  allowance  in 
commissions  to  agents  and  for  collection  of  assessments  ;  the  unjusti- 
fiable and  unavailing  practice  of  resisting,  by  litigation,  the  claims  for 
losses  ;  the  careless  and  insecure  management  of  its  funds,  have  con- 
tributed quite  too  much  to  its  present  embarrassment. 

In  the  hope  of  correcting  any  such  abuses,  and  of  reducing  the  ex- 
penses of  closing  the  business  of  the  company  to  some  system  of 
economy  and  security,  the  Commissioners  have  felt  obliged  to  apply 
to  the  proper  judicial  tribunal  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  corpo- 
ration from  further  proceeding  with  its  business. 
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For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  Report,  on  the  20th  of 
April,  1855,  the  Commissioners  filed  the  following  petition  in  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court : — - 

To  the  Honorable  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  icithin 
and  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, now  sitting  in  equity  : — » 

Augustus  O.  Brewster,  Charles  L.  Putnam  and  Nathaniel  K.  Allen 
Commissioners  of  Insurance  of  the  said  Commonwealth,  duly  commis- 
sioned and  qualified  to  act  in  their  said  ofhces,  respectfully  represent 
that  the  People's  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Boston,  in  said  Com- 
monwealth, is  a  corporation  established  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  said  Commonwealth,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges,  and  subject  to  all 
the  duties,  liabilities  and  requirements  contained  in  the  laws  of  the 
said  Commonwealth  relative  to  Insurance  Companies. 

And  the  said  Commissioners  further  show,  that  upon  an  examina- 
tion by  them  had  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  company,  they  are  of  opin- 
ion that  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render  its  further  progress  hazardous 
to  the  public  and  to  those  holding  policies  against  said  company. 

Wherefore,  the  said  Commissioners  pray  your  Honors  to  issue  an 
injunction  to  restrain  said  company  from  further  proceeding  with  its 
business,  and  to  make  such  orders  and  decrees  to  suspend,  restrain  or 
prohibit,  the  further  continuance  of  the  business  of  said  company,  as 
may  be  needful  in  the  premises,  and  that  a  receiver  or  receivers  be 
appointed  to  take  possession  of  all  the  books,  papers,  property  and 
effects  whatsoever,  of  the  said  company,  and  to  apply  and  appropriate 
the  same  in  payment  and  discharge  of  the  liabilities  of  the  said  com- 
pany, and  to  make  all  such  further  orders  and  decrees  in  the  premises 
as  to  justice  and  equity  shall  appertain. 

In  support  of  said  petition,  proof  was  introduced  of  mismanage- 
ment and  misapplication  of  the  funds  of  the  company,  and  various 
false  entries  in  the  cash  book  by  the  president  who  acted  as  treasurer. 
In  one  instance  it  appeared  that  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  was 
credited  the  treasurer,  as  paid  on  a  certain  loss,  when  in  fact  the  true 
sum  paid  did  not  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars.  In  another  instance 
sums  were  credited  the  treasurer  as  having  been  paid  the  secretary  as 
his  salary,  when  the  evidence  proved  that  no  such  salary  was  paid, 
but  that  the  person  acting  as  secretary  was  paid  a  certain  sum  per 
week  for  services  rendered  in  the  office,  but  principally  for  the  presi- 
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dent  in  his  private  business.  Under  a  vote  of  the  directors  appoint- 
ing a  collector  of  assessments,  and  allowing  20  per  cent,  commission 
on  sums  collected,  the  president  deducted  said  per  cent,  on  all  assess- 
ments received,  and  appropriated  said  commissions  to  his  own  use,  the 
person  so  elected  as  collector  never  having  been  employed  in  that 
capacity. 

Upon  a  hearing  of  the  petition  of  the  Commissioners  before  Chief 
Justice  Shaw,  on  the  18th  of  May,  the  opinion  of  the  Court  was  given 
as  follows  : — ■ 

"  The  Commissioners  have  full  power  in  the  first  instance,  by  the 
provisions  of  the  statute,  to  apply  for  an  injunction,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  issue  a  temporary  injunction  upon  such  application; 
but  the  court,  after  a  full  hearing,  are  to  make  such  orders  as  may  be 
needful,  and  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case ;  this  is  a 
Mutual  Insurance  Company,  and  there  are  two  interests  to  be  looked 
after.  First,  the  public.  kSecond,  those  holding  policies.  These  last 
stand  in  a  twofold  relation,  holding  policies  and  having  claims  against 
the  company  on  the  one  side,  and  also  as  members  of  the  company 
liable  to  other  claimants  on  the  other  side  ;  they  therefore  have  an 
interest  that  the  funds  of  the  company  may  not  be  wasted,  but  prop- 
erly appropriated  to  meet  its  obligations.  The  policy  holders  are 
numerous,  and  this  company  cannot  be  considered  as  a  small  and 
close  corporation,  and  therefore  they  are  entitled  to  the  protection  of 
the  court. 

The  proceedings  of  the  officers  should  be  open  and  correct ;  the 
accounts  should  be  properly  kept ;  but  it  is  not  a  sufficient  reason  for 
an  injunction  that  some  mismanagement  is  shown  on  the  part  of  the 
company  or  its  officers.  The  purpose  of  an  injunction  is  not  to  punish 
the  companj'',  although  some  misconduct  may  have  been  proved  ;  but  as 
far  as  practicable  to  secure  the  public  at  large,  and  a  numerous  body  of 
members  and  policy  holders  from  ultimate  loss  by  preventing  its  funds 
from  being  misapplied.  What  would  be  the  result  from  the  present 
appointment  of  a  receiver  ?  I  am  afraid  of  it,  because  I  cannot  see  all 
the  consequences.  It  might  prove  injurious  to  all  parties  by  embar- 
rassing the  action  of  the  company  in  the  assessment  and  collection  of 
sums  due  from  those  who  have  given  deposit  notes,  which  seems  to  be 
the  principal  source  of  the  funds  relied  on  for  the  payment  of  the 
losses  and  other  claims  on  them.  As  to  the  second  class  risks,  they 
are  so  nearly  at  an  end,  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  close  the  com- 
pany at  once,  and  put  a  stop  to  the  expenses  of  jive  or  six  thousand 
dollars  per  year.     But  there  are  the  first  class  risks ;   looking  at  the 
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interests  of  these  policy  holders,  they  being  members  of  the  company 
and  voters,  have  the  power  to  protect  themselves.  If,  therefore,  at 
the  annual  meeting  which  is  to  take  place  in  a  short  time,  they  see  fit, 
they  can  remove  the  present  officers  and  elect  others,  and  adopt  such 
other  measures  as  a  just  regard  for  their  own  protection  and  safety- 
may  require. 

The  company  would  be  under  the  surveillance  of  the  Commissioners, 
and  their  attention  having  been  called  to  its  affairs,  if  after  the  elec- 
tion any  thing  improper  should  be  done  by  the  company,  they  might 
apply  to  the  court  for  a  renewal  of  the  injunction,  and  other  proceed- 
ings. Let  the  injunction,  therefore,  so  far  as  regards  the  issuing  of 
policies,  he  made  perpetual,  and  in  other  respects  dissolved. 

The  Commissioners  learn  from  the  records,  that  at  the  next  monthly 
meeting  of  the  directors,  about  ten  days  after  the  foregoing  decision, 
the  following  most  extraordinary  vote  was  passed,  which  seems  like 
a  bold  project  on  the  part  of  the  officers  to  elude  and  defy  the  power 
of  the  members,  and  to  retain  the  control  of  the  company  in  their 
own  hands  : — 

"  Voted,  that  the  president  and  directors  give  the  requisite  notice 
provided  by  the  sixth  article  of  the  by-laws  for  the  cancellation  of 
policies  issued  in  the  first  class  in  this  company,  numbered  as  follows  : 
[here  follow  about  thirteen  hundred  numbers,]  and  that  the  same  be 
hereby  cancelled  to  take  effect  on  the  12th  instant,  there  being  deemed 
by  the  board  of  directors  sufficient  cause  therefor." 

The  sixth  article  in  the  by-laws,  under  which  this  vote  was  passed, 
provides,  that  "  any  policy  shall  be  cancelled  after  having  given  three 
days'  notice  to  the  insured,  whenever  two-thirds  of  the  directors  pres- 
ent at  any  meeting  shall  deem  there  is  sufficient  cause  therefor." 

The  object  of  inserting  such  provision  in  the  by-laws  is  well  under- 
stood by  all  persons  conversant  with  insurance,  as  applicable  only  to 
occasional  instances  where  the  risk  which  a  policy  covers  has  been 
rendered  more  hazardous  since  the  policy  was  issued.  It  is  a  palpa- 
ble outrage  upon  the  members,  for  the  directors  of  a  company  under 
this  by-law  to  assume  the  power  of  cancelling  and  annulling  at  three 
days'  notice  the  policies  of  thirteen  hundred  members,  resident  in 
various  New  England  States.  It  will  be  found  that  the  policies  held 
by  the  president  and  directors  were  not  cancelled  like  the  others  ;  and 
this  fact  taken  in  connection  with  subsequent  acts,  reveals  the  purpose 
for  which  the  vote  was  passed.  It  is  now  contended  by  the  president 
and  directors  that  they  are  the  only  existing  members  of  the  company'; 
that  an  individual  is  not  a  member  unless  he  is  insured ;    and  by  the 
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vote  cancelling  the  policies  they  have  disfranchised  thirteen  hundred 
members,  and  left  the  whole  power  of  the  corporation  in  the  hands  of 
seven  or  eight  policy  holders,  to  elect  themselves  to  office,  fix  their 
salaries  and  assess  the  deposit  notes.  It  is  preposterous  to  suppose 
that  the  rights  of  the  numerous  members  can  be  legally  taken  away  by 
any  such  tricks  of  these  officers.  The  Commissioners  have  been  in- 
formed that  some  months  since,  about  twenty  members  petitioned  the 
president  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  company,  and  that  he  declined  to  do  so. 
The  by-laws  provide  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company  shall  be 
held  on  the  third  Monday  in  January.  The  president  was  inquired  of  by 
a  person  in  behalf  of  several  members,  at  what  hour  the  meeting  would 
be  held  on  the  said  third  Monday  of  January  of  the  present  year,  and 
was  told  that  it  would  be  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M.  Several  members 
appeared  at  the  office  at  that  hour,  and  were  told  that  the  meeting  had 
been  held  at  9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  that  day,  and  the  officers 
had  been  elected.  By  the  records  of  the  company  it  appears  that  the 
meeting  was  so  held  and  the  same  officers  re-elected.

It  appears  by  the  records  that  the  notice  of  the  meeting  was  in  the 
following  words  : —

The  annual  meeting  of  the  People's  Mutual  Insurance  Company  will  be  holden 
at  their  office  on  the  third  Monday  of  January,  1856,  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

C.  T.  Richardson,  Jr.,  Secretary. 

This  notice  was  inserted  once  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  in  the 
Christian  Freeman  and  Family  Visitor,  a  weekly  paper  published  in 
Boston ;  the  by-laws  of  the  company  direct  that  "  notice  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  company  shall  be  given  in  two  or  more  newspapers  printed 
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in  Boston."  The  fact  of  inserting  the  notice  in  only  one  paper,  and  that 
not  such  as  notices  of  this  kind  are  usually  published  in,  and  designat- 
ing the  unusual  and  inconvenient  hour  of  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  is  significant 
of  the  purpose  of  the  officers  to  prevent  the  attendance  of  the  members. 

In  the  months  of  June  and  November,  1855,  very  large  assessments 
were  laid  upon  the  deposit  notes  in  the  first  class,  and  the  officers  are 
now  forcing  the  collection  of  the  same.  It  is  believed  that  the  total 
amount  of  these  assessments  will  be  found  to  be  larger  than  equity 
and  justice  would  require,  and  that  too  large  allowances  have  been 
made  for  expenses  of  collections  and  other  contingencies. 

The  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  company  continue  to  keep  up  with 
the  collections,  and  unless  some  measures  are  taken  to  reduce  these 
expenditures,  the  members  may  be  assessed  from  time  to  time  to  sup- 
port the  officers.  The  claimants  for  losses  cannot  expect  to  realize 
much  so  long  as  the  officers  fix  their  own  salaries  and  appropriate 
the  whole  receipts  to  their  payment.  The  history  of  this  company 
from  first  to  last  reveals  a  system  of  extravagance  and  mismanage- 
ment such  as  it  is  hoped  never  will  again  be  allowed  in  this  Common- 
wealth.

REMARKS  AND  SUGGESTIONS  UPON  THE  ANNEXED  RETURNS. 


The  Commissioners  endeavored  to  propose  such  interrogatories  as 
would  elicit  the  financial  condition  of  each  company.  A  form  of 
statement,  or  account  current,  was  added  for  Stock  Companies,  in 
order  that  the  assets  and  liabilities  might  be  presented  in  a  condensed 
form.  From  an  examination  of  these  statements,  it  will  appear  that 
they  have  been  made  up  differently  by  the  several  companies,  and  in 
many  cases  are  incomplete,  and  not  properly  balanced.  Against  the 
item,  "cash  received  in  advance  for  risks  not  terminated" — in  some 
instances,  the  whole  sum  so  received  is  entered,  while  in  other  cases, 
an  estimated  proportion  of  premiums  received  on  undetermined  risks 
is  claimed  to  have  been  earned,  and  only  the  balance,  or  proportion 
unearned,  is  charged  to  the  company.  This  last  mode  of  statement 
presents  a  company  in  its  most  favorable  condition  ;  the  public  should 
understand  how  balances  in  favor  of  a  company  are  made  up,  and  can 
judge  of  their  correctness.  The  statute  regulating  Stock  Insurance 
Companies  incorporated  in  this  Commonwealth,  provides  that,  "in 
making  dividends  the  directors  shall  not  consider  as  any  part  of  the 
profits,  the  money  received  and  notes  taken  for  premiums  on  the  risks 
which  are  at  the  time  outstanding  and  undetermined." 

In  Mutual  Fire  Companies  the  account  current  was  left  blank,  and, 
as  will  be  seen,  a  much  greater  diversity  prevails  in  the  items  of 
which  it  is  composed,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  different  com- 
panies have  presented  their  financial  condition.  In  some  cases  only 
the  cash  assets  and  liabilities  have  been  given  ;  any  balances  in  favor  of 
such  companies  are  easily  understood  to  be  available  funds.  Some 
companies  enter  in  the  account  to  their  credit  the  deposit  notes  as 
forming  another  item  of  assets,  and,  in  some  instances,  the  liability  of 
the  members  to  assessment,  being  double  the  amount  of  premium  and 
deposit,  has  been  computed  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  account, 
constituting  almost  the  entire  resources   of  the   company.     It  will  be 
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found  that  only  four  companies  have  introduced  this  item,  from  which 
to  present  a  balance  in  their  favor.  It  is  well  understood  that  this 
contingent  liability  was  only  intended  to  guard  against  unusual  and 
unexpected  losses,  and  no  person  supposing  there  was  any  proba- 
bility of  it  being  called  for,  would  become  a  member.  When  there- 
fore, companies  present  this  liability  as  their  principal  means  of  paying 
losses,  it  will  generally  be  found  that,  through  bad  luck  or  bad  man- 
agement, the  other  and  usual  resources  of  the  company  have  been 
exhausted.

R.  I.  ;  Continental  Insurance  Company,  New  York  City ;  Webster 
Fire  Insurance  Company,  New  York  City ;  Farmers'  and  Merchants'

Traders'  and  Mechanics'  Insurance  Company,  Stock  Department, 
Lowell ;  having  been  misplaced,  do  not  appear  in  their  proper  places, 
but  can  be  found  on  reference  to  the  index.

To  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts. 

In  compliance  with  sect.  8th  of  chap.  252  of  the  laws  of 
1856,  the  Insurance  Commissioners  have  the  honor  herewith  to 
submit  their  Second  Annual  Report. 

COMPANIES   WITH   SPECIFIC   CAPITAL. 

The  Commissioners  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
Stock  Companies  of  this  State  are  generally,  and  perhaps  alto- 
gether, in  a  sound  and  prosperous  condition. 

The  peculations  and  frauds  to  which  the  community  has 
been  subjected  by  Insurance  Companies  having  no  capital  in 
fact,  and  no  character  or  responsibility  on  the  part  of  their 
managers,  have  induced  a  more  careful  examination  of  their 
affairs,  by  those  seeking  insurance ;  and  our  business  men  are 
fast  becoming  convinced  that  it  is  far  better  to  pay  fair  and  even 
liberal  premiums  to  good  offices,  rather  than,  as  has  been  too 
frequently  the  practice,  for  the  sake  of  nominally  saving  a 
slight  per  cent.,  to  take  any  policy  which  may  be  offered  as  a 
reliable  and  valid  insurance. 

As  a  natural  consequence  of  this  change  of  feeling  and  in- 
creased attention,  insurance  in  companies  with  specific  capital 
paid  up  and  securely  invested,  and  whose  management  is 
intrusted  to  men  challenging  and  commanding  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  community,  is  becoming  more  sought  after  and 
better  paid. 
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There  are  now  thirty-three  Stock  Insurance  Companies  char- 
tered by  this  State,  doing  business.  Nineteen  located  in  Boston, 
and  fourteen  in  other  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.

MARINE   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

The  two  or  three  years  last  past  have  been  exceedingly  trying 
to  Marine  insurers,  and  some  few  companies  have  been  com- 
pelled to  close  up  their  affairs. 

Disasters,  almost  without  number,  have  followed  each  other 
with  fearful  rapidity,  swallowing  up  millions  of  treasure,  and 
worse  than  all,  hundreds  and  thousands  of  lives. 

An  increased  and  constantly  increasing  trade  with  all  parts 
of  the  world,  has  demanded  and  developed  many  new  and  valu- 
able inventions  in  naval  architecture,  by  which  a  great  desider- 
atum, extra  speed,  has  been  attained  ;  but  may  it  not  be  a  ques- 
tion, whether  with  the  desired  speed,  a  recklessness  of  manage- 
ment has  not  been  acquired  which  has  turned  the  blessing  into 
a  curse  ? 

Our  steamers  and  fast-sailing  clippers  are  unquestionably 
great  improvements  upon  the  past,  but  in  the  race  for  the  trade 
of  the  world,  is  there  not  something  else  than  speed  to  be 
desired  ? 

It  may  be  the  best  way  sometimes  for  a  shipper  to  dispose 
of  a  cargo  of  goods,  to  run  his  ship  upon  the  rocks,  or  run  her 
down  in  a  storm,  as  a  fire  sometimes  makes  the  best  market  for 
an  unsalable  stock,  or  proves  the  readiest  way  of  filling  a  bank- 
rupt's depleted  pockets  ;  but  is  it  safe  or  prudent  for  the  under- 
writer to  hazard  the  reputation,  and  perhaps  the  very  existence 
of  his  company  upon  the  bare  fact  that  the  ship  he  insures  is 
an  A  1  clipper  ?

If  speed  is  desirable,  it  is  desirable  because  it  pays. 

For  the  same  reason  therefore  that  the  shipper  seeks  a  fast 
ship,  he  also  seeks  a  fast  captain ;  and  for  the  same  reason,  a 
small  and  a  cheap  crew  ;  and  then  with  a  vessel  built  too  much 
for  speed  and  too  little  for  strength  and  safety,  with  a  reckless 
captain,  a  small  and  perhaps  desperate  crew,  he  seeks  to  protect 
himself  against  an  almost  certain  loss  by  insurance. 

Of  course  these  remarks  are  not  intended  to  cast  an  unwar- 
ranted reproach  upon  our  commercial  community,  but  that 
there  is  too  much  of  truth  in  them,  the  long  list  of  losses  in 
nearly  all  our  Marine  companies  fully  prove. 

The  Commissioners  are  convinced  that  there  is  one  remedy 
for  this  disastrous  condition  of  affairs,  and  only  one,  and  that  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  underwriters. 

Let  the  underwiter  require  proof  of  the  character  and  capac- 
ity of  the  captain  and  the  crew,  as  full  and  explicit  as  he  does 
of  the  soundness  and  strength  of  the  ship,  and  a  double  good 
will  be  gained. 

The  insurer  will  be  comparatively  secure,  and  our  commercial 
marine  will  gradually  but  surely  become  what  it  should  be,  the 
pride  and  the  blessing  of  our  land. 

Since  our  last  Report,  the  Act  of  June  3d,  1856,  has  gone 
into  operation,  by  which  some  very  important  alterations  are 
made  in  the  management  of  Mutual  Marine  Companies. 

The  amount  of  subscription  notes  required  for  the  commence- 
ment of  business  by  a  company  chartered  in  any  city  or  town, 
except  Boston,  has  been  increased  from  $50,000  to  $100,000. 

It  was  believed  that  the  former  sum  was  altogether  too  small 
for  the  successful  operation  of  the  company  or  the  protection  of 
the  public.  The  present  sum,  by  giving  to  the  company  a 
larger  permanent  fund  as  a  basis  of  operation,  will  of  course 
give  to  the  public  greater  confidence  in  its  capacity  to  meet  all 
its  engagements,  and  as  a  result  of  greater  confidence,  a  more 
prosperous  business. 

The  subscription  notes  are,  by  the  provisions  of  the  new  law, 
to  be  made  payable  on  time  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  and 
must  be  paid  at  maturity  or  other  notes  substituted  therefor,  so 
that  the  original  fund  shall  not  be  diminished ;  and  it  is  also 
provided  that  the  subscriptions  shall  not  be  applied  to  pay  the 
premiums  for  insurance  effected  by  the  subscribers.     The  great 
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advantages  of  these  provisions  are  so  apparent  as  to  require  no 
argument  to  prove  their  utility. 

It  should,  in  justice  to  the  Marine  Companies,  be  said,  that 
they  have  very  readily  and  cheerfully  complied  with  the  changes 
in  the  law,  that  their  business  is  generally  well  managed,  and 
that  with  a  few  unfortunate  exceptions,  they  have  stood  up  with 
great  energy  under  the  terrible  losses  which  have  fallen  upon 
them,  maintaining  their  well  earned  claim  to  the  protection  of 
the  State  and  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  community. 

There  are  sixteen  Mutual  Marine,  and  Mutual  Fire  and 
Marine  Companies  now  doing  business.  Seven  located  in  Bos- 
ton, and  nine  located  in  other  cities  and  towns.

In  this  connection  the  Commissioners  deem  it  proper  to  ex- 
press the  opinion,  that  there  is  not  at  the  present  time  a  sufficient 
amount  of  insurance  capital  in  this  State  to  meet  the  wants  of 
our  commerce. 

We  believe  it  to  be  much  better  as  well  as  much  safer,  that 
Massachusetts  property  should  be  insured  in  home  rather  than 
in  foreign  offices. 

The  Commissioners  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  chartering 
one  or  two  responsible  companies  with  large  capitals,  and 
relieved  of  some  of  the  requirements  in  regard  to  the  amount 
of  paid  up  capital,  which  now  exist. 

MUTUAL   FIRE   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

For  a  large  class  of  property,  such  for  instance  as  farm-houses 
and  their  out  buildings,  residences  in  small  open  villages,  <fcc, 
this  method  of  insurance  has  always  been,  and  justly  too,  con- 
sidered the  cheapest  and  the  best. 

•Originally  Mutual  Companies  confined  themselves  exclusively 
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to  this  kind  of  business  and  to  the  immediate  vicinity  in  which 
they  were  located.  And  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  all  the 
companies  which  have  adhered  to  that  policy  are  now,  as  they 
always  have  been,  healthy  and  proposerous.  More  recently, 
however,  this  wise  plan  has  been  changed.  Now  all  kinds  of 
property,  even  the  most  hazardous,  are  taken,  and  the  whole 
State  and  all  New  England  has  become  the  field  of  their  opera- 
tions. 

That  the  result  of  this  extension  of  business  has  been  unwise 
and  disastrous,  no  one  at  all  acquainted  with  the  facts  can 
doubt,  and  that  the  popular  feeling  should  be  now  strongly 
enlisted  against  the  system  cannot  seem  at  all  strange. 

The  idea  of  Mutual  Insurance  is  not  to  build  up  a  large 
moneyed  corporation,  giving  place  and  large  salaries  to  a  few 
favored  individuals,  but  by  association,  to  afford  mutual  protec- 
tion to  all  the  individuals  associated.  Consequently  little  money 
is  required  beyond  the  amount  necessary  to  defray  the  actual 
expenses  of  the  company,  as  each  associate  is  contingently 
liable  to  pay  his  proportion  of  his  fellows  loss  whenever  it  shall 
occur. 

Under  the  new  plan  which  has  been  extensively  practised  for 
a  few  years  pastj  we  find  many  companies  doing  little  or  no 
business  at  home,  while,  by  means  of  agencies  in  many  cases 
wholly  irresponsible  and  untrustworthy,  in  distant  parts  of  our 
Own  and  other  States,  a  large  amount  of  risks  are  taken,  premium 
notes  received,  and  cash  premiums  collected  ;  losses  are  unpaid, 
and  finally  the  whole  business  of  the  office  resolves  itself  into  a 
series  of  litigations  at  the  expense  of  the  members  and  to  the 
great  pecuniary  advantage  of  the  officers  and  a  few  hungry 
lawyers. 

Of  this  class,  the  Appleton  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of 
Boston  is  a  fair  specimen.  A  brief  sketch  of  its  history  and 
present  position  may  not  be  out  of  place. 

In  1846,  the  Real  Estate  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company 
was  incorporated  for  the  term  of  twenty-eight  years,  with  the 
power  to  insure  dwelling-houses  and  other  buildings,  upon  the 
mutual  plan,  against  loss  by  fire.  In  1851,  an  additional  Act 
was  passed  authorizing  said  company  to  insure  personal  prop- 
erty also.  In  September  of  that  year,  large  losses  having 
occurred,  the  company  voted  "  that  the  Directors  be  authorized 
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and  directed  to  close  up  the  affairs  of  the  company  at  the 
earliest  possible  period."  The  same  afternoon  the  Directors 
met  and  instructed  the  Secretary  "  to  cancel  all  policies  as  they 
come  in,  they  paying  in  all  assessments  and  dues  thereon,  ex- 
cepting one  policy  to  each  director." 

In  May,  1852,  new  directors  were  chosen,  to  the  number  of 
fifteen,  and  the  person  who  had  been  Secretary  of  the  company 
received  from  the  new  directors  $800,  which  was  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  old  debts,  and  the  charter  was  then  given  up  to 
the  new  Board. 

From  this  time  until  the  winter  of  1853,  the  company  went 
on  with  its  business  under  the  four  different  names  of  "  The  Far- 
mers' Equitable  Insurance  Company,"  "  The  Village  Insurance 
Company,"  "  The  Mercantile  Insurance  Company,"  "  The  Manu- 
facturers' and  Mechanics'  Insurance  Company,"  and  issuing  poli- 
cies upon  either  the  Mutual  or  the  Stock  plan  just  as  their  cus- 
tomers might  desire. 

At  the  session  of  the  legislature  in  1853,  an  investigation  of 
its  affairs  was  asked,  and  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Mer- 
cantile Affairs  and  Insurance,  after  a  full  and  patient  examina- 
tion, reported  a  bill  repealing  their  charter,  which  was  passed 
and  approved  by  the  governor  on  the  27th  day  of  April,  1853. 

Meanwhile,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  same  legislature 
praying  for  the  incorporation  of  the  "  Appleton  Mutual  Insur- 
ance Company,"  and  the  same  committee  reported  a  bill,  which 
was  passed  and  approved  on  the  23d  of  April,  1853. 

Now  the  whole  scheme  was  developed.  On  the  7th  of  May 
the  corporators  of  the  Appleton  Company  met  and  organized, 
and  the  same  person  who,  by  his  management  as  its  President, 
had  ruined  the  Real  Estate  office,  was  chosen  President  of  the 
Appleton. 

The  outstanding  risks  of  the  Real  Estate,  to  the  amount  of 
$300,000  or  more,  were  transferred  to  the  Appleton,  and  in  fact 
so  adroitly  was  the  whole  thing  planned,  that  in  spite  of  the 
legislature,  the  only  result  in  fact  of  the  repeal  of  its  charter, 
was  to  transfer  the  Real  Estate  Company,  with  its  officers  from 
the  old  body,  rotten  and  useless,  to  a  new  and  vigorous  one  with 
a  clean  record,  a  fresh  legislative  indorsement,  and  thus  fitted 
for  another  career  of  recklessness  and  fraud. 

As  might  reasonably  be  expected  from  a  company  with  such 
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antecedents,  the  Commissioners  find  that  the  losses  of  the  Ap- 
pleton  have  not  been  paid,  and  although  executions  have  been 
issued  against  it  to  a  large  amount,  and  heavy  assessments 
levied  to  satisfy  them,  yet  so  far,  all  or  nearly  all  its 
receipts,  both  from  its  current  business  and  assessments,  have 
been  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  offi- 
cers and  agents. 

Deeming  its  further  progress  unsafe  and  hazardous  both  to 
the  public  and  to  its  policy  holders,  the  Commissioners,  on  the 
20th  of  December  last,  applied  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
for  an  injunction,  which  was  granted  temporarily,  and  a  hearing 
has  been  partially  had  thereon ;  and  we  indulge  the  hope  and 
the  belief  that  the  final  judgment  of  the  court  will  be  such  that 
the  Commissioners  will  be  able  to  protect  the  public  in  this 
instance  and  all  similar  ones  that  may  hereafter  occur. 

In  their  first  Report,  the  Commissioners  recommended  the 
enactment  of  a  general  form  of  policy  for  all  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  Companies,  and  fully  set  forth  their  reasons  therefor. 
The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  confirmed  their  impressions 
of  the  expediency  and  utility  of  such  a  law,  and  it  may  not  be 
improper  here  to  state  that  very  many  of  our  best  insurance 
men  are  warmly  in  favor  of  it. 

We  therefore,  again  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  which 
shall  prescribe  the  form  of  policy  hereafter  to  be  issued  by 
all  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies,  thereby  avoiding  all  the 
difficulties  and  litigations  which  almost  inevitably  grow  out  of 
the  long  and  complicated  by-laws  attached  to  many  of  the 
policies  as  now  issued. 

There  is  one  erroneous  practice  in  which  many  Mutual  Com- 
panies indulge,  to  which  we  would  here  allude,  viz.,  the  compu- 
tation of  the  liability  of  the  assured  to  assessment.  The  statutes 
are  very  plain  and  explicit.  Chap.  37  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
provides  that  "  no  member  shall  be  liable  to  pay  in  the  whole, 
more  than  double  the  amount  of  his  premium  and  deposit." 
Chap.  453  of  the  Acts  of  1854,  provides  that  "  no  member  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  more  than  double  the  amount  of  his  premium 
and  deposit  note,"  and  chap.  252  of  the  Acts  of  1856,  by  which 
all  former  laws  are  repealed,  provides  that  "  no  member  shall 
be  liable  to  pay,  in  addition  to  his  premium  and  deposit,  more 
than  a  sum  equal  to  his  said  premium  and  deposit."

It  would  seem  that  this  language  is  sufficiently  explicit,  so 
that  no  error  or  misapprehension  need  arise,  and  yet  several 
companies  return  as  their  estimate  of  the  statute  liability  of 
their  policy  holders  to  assessment,  three  times  the  amount  of  the 
premium  and  deposit,  thus  representing  to  the  public  and  un- 
doubtedly honestly  believing  themselves,  that  their  contingent 
assets  are  fifty  per  cent,  larger  than  they  really  are. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  framing  the  law  of  1856,  com- 
panies now  existing  as  well  as  those  which  may  be  hereafter 
chartered,  were  not  restricted  in  regard  to  the  proportion 
between  the  premium  and  the  deposit  note. 

The  Commissioners  believe  that  uniformity  in  this  respect 
would  be  found  to  be  advantageous  to  all  parties. 

There  are  sixty-four  Mutual  Fire  Companies,  ten  of  which 
are  located  in  Boston.  The  amount  at  risk  the  1st  of  November 
was: —

FOREIGN   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

The  Commissioners  regret  that  while  our  own  companies 
have  so  readily  complied  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  while 
also  there  is  a  demand  for  more  insurance  capital  than  our 
Commonwealth  affords,  thus  offering  so  many  inducements  to 
foreign  companies  to  establish  responsible  agencies  here,  there 
should  have  been  manifested  so  much  reluctance  on  the  part  of 
some  companies  heretofore  doing  business  in  this  State  and 
intending  still  to  continue  so  to  do,  to  comply  with  the  law. 

This  very  reluctance,  in  our  judgment,  evinces  on  the  part  of 
such  companies  some  fear,  if  not  indeed  positive  knowledge  of 
unsoundness,  and  requires  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners, 
careful  watching  and  strict  and  thorough  examination. 

When  we  remember  the  vast  amount  of  property  insured, 
and  how  many  of  our  citizens  are  dependent  entirely  upon  the 
security  of  their  property  guaranteed  by  insurance,  for  which 
they  have  paid  and  upon  which,  therefore,  they  have  a  right  to 
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rely,  it  is  certainly  of  the  greatest  importance  that  parties  insur- 
ing should  be  responsible,  and  that  the  insured  should  have  a 
prompt  and  sure  remedy  in  case  of  a  failure  to  pay  any 
loss. 

It  cannot  be  considered  unjust  or  unfair  for  our  State  to 
require,  that  foreign  companies  soliciting  business  here  should 
be  able  to  satisfy  any  reasonable  man  that  they  have  an  actual 
capital  equal  to  that  required  of  our  own  companies. 

If  experience  has  proved  that  for  the  safety  and  protection  of 
the  public,  $100,000  of  capital  paid  up  in  cash,  and  invested  in 
specified  kinds  of  property,  is  necessary  for  companies  of  our 
own  citizens  directly  under  the  eye  of,  and  amenable  to,  our 
laws,  can  it  be  deemed  a  hardship  for  companies  beyond  our 
jurisdiction,  and  which  cannot  be  reached,  except  through  a 
long  and  expensive  course  of  law,  to  be  required  as  a  condition 
upon  which  they  may  prosecute  business  here  to  satisfy  the 
Insurance  Commissioners  that  they  have  $100,000  of  capital 
actually  paid  in,  in  cash,  and  invested  in  property  which  bears 
at  home  at  least  par  value  ? 

We  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  definitely  what  amount 
foreign  companies  now  have  at  risk  in  this  State,  but  by  the 
returns  which  have  been  made  to  the  State  Treasurer,  it  appears 
that  124,903,715  of  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  has  been  effected 
by  agents  during  the  past  year. 

The  Commissioners  have  reason  to  believe,  however,  that  this 
amount  is  not  equal  to  the  whole  risk  taken,  as  some  parties 
procuring  risks  deny  agency,  and  therefore  make  no  returns. 

The  law  which  defines  the  term  "  agent,"  though  almost 
identical  with  the  law  of  many  other  States,  is  claimed  by  some 
parties  to  be  unconstitutional,  and  under  this  plea  they  carry 
on  a  sort  of  Guerrilla  operation,  in  which  we  regret  to  say  too 
many  of  our  people  support  them  by  taking  their  policies,  and 
when  they  meet  with  a  loss,  then  the  law  or  its  execution  is 
blamed  because  they  have  no  remedy. 

The  Commissioners  believe  the  law  relating  to  agents  to  be 
sufficiently  stringent  and  entirely  constitutional,  and  measures 
are  now  being  taken  to  test  the  question. 

By  the  law  creating  the  Board  of  Insurance  Commissioners, 
it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  also  of  the  standing  of  all  companies  doing  busi- 
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ness  in  this  State,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the 
inspection  of  the  public. 

This  provision  of  the  law  has  been  fully  complied  with,  and 
we  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  all  parties 
proposing  to  deal  with  foreign  companies  to  consult  the  records 
of  the  Commissioners  before  effecting  insurance. 

For  the  information  of  the  public,  we  deem  it  proper  to  state 
here  that  the  following  named  foreign  companies  heretofore  doing 
business  in  this  State,  have  not  complied  with  our  laws,  and 
cannot,  therefore,  legally  transact  any  business  in  this  Common- 
wealth : —

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In  concluding  this  part  of  our  Report,  we  cannot  forbear  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  the  fact,  that  at  the 
present  time,  there  are  no  facilities  offered  by  home  companies 
for  insuring  extra  hazardous  risks  either  fire  or  marine. 

While  we  would  advise  great  caution  in  the  chartering  of 
new  companies,  yet  we  cannot  hesitate  to  express  the  opinion 
that  a  company  composed  of  responsible  men,  chartered  with  a 
large  cash  capital  for  the  express  purpose  of  taking  that  class 
of  risks  known  as  extra  hazardous,  would  be  a  great  convenience 
to  our  citizens  and  profitable  to  the  stockholders. 

LIFE   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

To  this  important  branch  of  insurance,  the  Commissioners 
have  given  such  attention  as  has  been  in  their  power,  and  in 
their  opinion,  ample  protection  is  now  furnished  by  law  to  the 
public  so  far  as  this  department  of  insurance  is  concerned. 

The  basis  of  Life  Insurance  seems  to  be  rather  that  of  an 
eleemosynary,  than  a  regular  business  institution,  and  therefore 
its  claims  for  support  are  made  rather  to  the  prudent  and 
the  charitable,  than  to  the  shrewd  and  busy  world. 

From  the  fact  that  for  the  most  part  the  customers  of  Life 
Insurance  Companies,  are  careful,  prudent  men,  who,  while 
seeking  an  investment  for  the  benefit  of  friends  or  relatives  who 
may  survive  them,  are  led  to  examine  cautiously  the  character 
of  the  men  to  whom  they  intrust  their  investments,  less  legis- 
lation is  required  for  these  than  for  most  other  branches  of 
insurance. 

Believing  as  they  do,  that  however  well  a  company  may  at 
first  invest  its  capital,  yet  for  ultimate  prosperity  and  success, 
the  business  of  Life  Insurance  must  be  managed  by  men  who 
have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  this  branch  of  business,  and  who 
will  with  honesty,  sagacity,  and  persistent  energy,  devote  them- 
selves to  the  permanent  interests  of  the  company  they  repre- 
sent, the  Commissioners  have  endeavored  in  their  examination, 
as  far  as  possible,  to  ascertain  the  character  and  capacity  of  the 
officers  and  agents  who  are  now  managing  this  large  and  increas- 
ing line  of  insurance.  And  it  is  gratifying  to  us  to  be  able  to 
report,  that  in  all  our  intercourse  with  them,  we  have  been 
received  by  both  officers  and  agents  with  uniform  kindness  and 
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frankness,  which  has  impressed  us  with  the  belief,  that  no  dis- 
position exists  to  evade  our  laws,  but  rather  cheerfully  and  fully 
to  comply  with  them.  It  is  fair,  therefore,  to  infer  that  any 
informality  or  discrepancy  in  the  returns  is  the  result  of  a  mis- 
understanding or  misconstruction  of  the  law,  and  not  of  any 
neglect  or  intentional  wrong. 

The  funds  of  these  companies  seem  to  be  securely  invested 
and  prudently  managed. 

The  officers  and  agents  appear  to  be  gaining  a  fuller  and 
better  knowledge  of  the  working  of  such  institutions  year  by 
year,  and  a  uniformity  of  system  is  being  secured  by  all. 

The  whole  amount  at  risk  in  home  Life  Insurance  Compa- 
nies, as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  was,  on  the  1st  of  Novem- 
ber last, 113,944,300  00 

Insured  by  agents  of  foreign  offices  in  this 

State  during  the  last  year,  about       .         .         7,500,000  00 

In  submitting  the  Returns  of  the  Insurance  Companies  doing 
business  in  this  State,  the  Commissioners  have  thought  it  best 
to  give  the  full  returns  as  made  by  the  companies,  inasmuch  as 
any  abstract  could  at  the  best,  present  but  a  partial  view  of  the 
actual  condition  of  their  assets  and  liabilities,  and  the  business 
done  by  each  company.  These  are  made  up  to  the  1st  of 
November  last,  as  required  by  statute. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  some  variation  in  the  manner 
of  answering  some  of  the  questions,  by  some  of  the  companies. 
This  has  arisen  from  a  misunderstanding  of  the  intention  of  the 
law,  which  time  will  rectify.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 


INSURANCE    COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repi'esentatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled. 

The  undersigned,  Insurance  Commissioners,  have  the  honor 
to  submit  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature,  the  following,  as  their 
Third  Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  and  conduct  of  the 
insurance  companies,  chartered  by  this  Commonwealth,  and 
such  foreign  insurance  companies  as  are  legally  acting  in  this 
State. 

The  last  year  has  been  one  of  unusual,  and  almost  unprece- 
dented financial  embarrassment  and  depression,  affecting  all 
branches  and  classes  of  business  ;  and  from  which  moneyed  insti- 
tutions or  corporations  could  no  more  easily  escape  than  indi- 
viduals. Our  Manufacturing,  Railroad  and  Banking  corpora- 
tions were  among  the  first  sufferers  therefrom. 

The  consequent  and  unavoidable  depreciation  in  the  market 
value  of  their  stocks, — which  have  been  heretofore  considered 
by  common  consent  as  well  as  by  law,  as  among  the  most  legiti- 
mate investments  for  the  capital  stock  and  accumulated  surplus 
of  insurance  companies, — could  not  but  have  a  correspondent 
influence  upon  the  business  and  standing  of  such  companies. 

In  the  returns  of  insurance  companies  herewith  transmitted, 
it  will  be  seen  that  many  of  them  have  apparently  suffered  great 
losses  during  the  year  from  this  cause. 

The  public  may,  however,  with  much  reason  be  congratulated

upon  the  fact  that  this  suffering  is  to  so  great  an  extent  only 
apparent  and  not  real. 

The  present  aspect  of  affairs, — the  inflexible  rule  of  relation 
between  demand  and  supply, — the  elasticity  and  energy  of  the 
character  of  our  people,  all  promise  an  early  recovery  from 
the  depression  and  disarrangement  of  financial  matters  through 
which  we  have  passed. 

With  that  recovery  the  stocks  of  our  corporations  will  again 
assume  their  old  market  values,  and  it  will  be  found  that  our 
insurance  companies  have  really  made  no  losses  from  this 
cause. 

Even  if  this  be  not  the  case,  there  will  be  no  cause  for  public 
alarm,  for  it  will  be  seen  upon  examination  that  so  far  at  least 
as  our  home  companies  are  concerned,  almost  any  possible  losses 
upon  their  investments  would  affect  the  profits  of  the  companies 
only,  and  not  their  soundness  or  responsibilty  to  the  public,  for 
all  engagements  entered  into  by  them. 

Within  the  last  three  years  there  has  been  a  manifest  improve- 
ment in  the  business  of  insurance,  in  this  State ;  arising, 

1st.  From  a  greater  interest  being  taken  in  the  subject  by 
community.     And 

2d.  From  better  rates  of  premium  paid  for  insurance. 

The  first  element  of  this  improvement  has  been  educed  by  the 
impositions  practised  by  insurance  companies,  going  into  opera- 
tion without  any  actual  capital  or  basis  of  strength,  and  calcu- 
lated only  to  furnish  employment,  with  lucrative  salaries,  for 
parties  having  no  regard  for  aught  but  their  own  private 
advantage.  Such  companies  as  (not  to  mention  older  ones) 
the  Metropolitan,  of  Boston,  the  People's  Mutual,  the  Appleton 
Mutual,  of  Boston,  and  the  Massachusetts  Fire  and  Marine,  of 
Ipswich. 

The  disposition  of  the  public  to  receive  a  policy  written  by  any 
company,  bearing  the  forms  of  law,  as  a  valid  insurance,  made 
the  success  of  such  companies  easy  and  sure  for  a  time ;  but 
when  losses  occurred  upon  those  policies,  the  worthlessness  of 
the  companies  issuing  them  became  apparent. 

After  years  of  suffering  from  these  "  fillibusters"  the  Com- 
missioners are  happy  to  notice  and  report  a  growing  disposition 
in  community  to  effect  insurance  only  in  such  companies  as  are 
able  to  show  a  substantial  cash  capital,  or  such  other  sound  and 
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reliable  basis  of  action,  joined  with  such  character  and  conduct 
on  the  part  of  the  managers,  as  will  insure  prompt  and  fair 
responses  to  all  contracts  to  which  such  companies  may  be  parties. 

The  second  element  of  improvement  is  dependent  partly,  and 
perhaps  principally,  upon  the  practical  results  of  the  first. 

While  by  the  operation  of  this  growing  public  sentiment,  to 
which  we  have  alluded,  fraudulent  or  unsafe  companies,  either 
home  or  foreign,  have  been  deprived  of  a  large  part  of  their 
business,  the  laws  of  the  State  have  assisted  in  driving  them  from 
the  field,  thus  enabling  substantial  and  honest  companies,  freed 
from  irresponsible  and  reckless  competition,  so  to  advance  their 
rates  of  premium  and  otherwise  so  to  control  and  regulate  their 
business,  as  to  be  able  to  meet  promptly  all  just  and  legal  claims 
against  them — to  withstand  the  great  financial  pressure  of  the 
times — and  now  to  present  themselves  to  the  public  in  such 
prosperous  condition,  as  to  command  at  once  its  confidence  and 
support. 

The  business  of  insurance  has  not  we  think,  in  this  State, 
been  properly  appreciated,  because  its  magnitude  has  not  been 
known  and  understood.

Allowing  this  to  be  the  entire  amount  outstanding,  (which 
cannot  be  actually  true,)  we  have  the  enormous  sum  of 
$525,228,820  as  the  present  interest  of  insurance  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  amount  of  fire  and  marine  losses  paid  by  companies 
incorporated  in  this  State,  have  been  for  the  last  few  years 
unusually  and  in  some  instances  ruinously  large. 

The  amounts  of  these  losses  paid  for  the  last  two  years,  (the 
only  years  in  which  they  can  be  ascertained  from  official  sources,) 
are  for  the  years  ending  October  31st,  1856,  and  October  31st, 
1857,  as  follows  : —

COMPANIES   WITH   SPECIFIC   CAPITAL. 

The  Commissioners  have  again  to  perform  the  pleasant  and 
agreeable  duty  of  reporting  these  companies  in  a  safe  and  pros- 
perous condition. 

The  liberal  policy  they  have  heretofore  pursued  in  all  their 
business,  and  the  promptness  and  alacrity  with  which  they  have 
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responded  to  losses  claimed  from  them,  is  an  honor  not  only  to 
their  management,  but  to  the  State  under  whose  authority  they 
act. 

The  high  and  honorable  character  which  this  class  of  com- 
panies has  heretofore  acquired  has  not  been  injured  by  the 
business  or  the  circumstances  of  the  last  year. 

During  the  year,  one  company,  the  "  Hope  Insurance  Com- 
pany," of  Boston,  has  found  itself  compelled  by  its  enormous 
marine  losses  to  suspend  further  operations  for  the  present. 

No  policies  have  been  issued  by  this  company  since  July  8, 
1857. 

The  company  will,  it  is  confidently  believed,  be  able  to  pay  all 
losses  outstanding ;  although  it  may,  and  probably  will  not,  be 
able  to  divide  to  the  stockholders  the  par  value  of  their  stock. 

The  stock  investments,  however,  like  the  capital  of  a  copart- 
nership, being  made  subject  to  the  risk  of  business,  so  long  as 
the  company  is  able  to  fulfil  all  its  engagements  with  the  out- 
side public,  the  Commissioners  have  not  deemed  it  their  duty  to 
interfere  with  the  management  of  its  affairs. 

It  is  not  believed  to  be  desirable  that  any  change  should  be 
made  in  the  law  relating  to,  or  in  the  general  management  of, 
this  class  of  companies. 

The  Commissioners  renew  the  suggestion  made  in  their  last 
Report,  that  a  stock  company,  composed  of  responsible  men, 
chartered  with  a  large  cash  capital,  for  the  express  purpose 
of  insuring  that  class  of  property  generally  designated  extra- 
hazardous, would  be  a  great  convenience  to  our  citizens,  and 
might  with  proper  management  be  made  very  profitable  to  the 
stockholders. 

There  is  a  large  and  constantly  increasing  class  of  property 
considered  extra-hazardous,  such  as  steam  saw  and  planing 
mills,  carpenters'  and  cabinet-makers'  shops,  &c,  which  it  is 
exceedingly  difficult  now  to  insure  excepting  in  second  class 
mutual  companies,  or  in  foreign  companies. 

The  owners  of  this  class  of  property  are  usually  willing  to  pay 
fair  and  even  liberal  rates  for  insurance,  but  the  liability  to 
enormous  assessments  in  such  mutual  companies  as  will  write 
for  them,  and  the  uncertainty  of  recovery  in  case  of  loss,  from 
foreign  companies,  operates  in  many  cases  as  an  effectual  bar  to 
any  insurance. 
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During  the  year,  the  Massasoit  Insurance  Company,  of 
Springfield,  chartered  in  1857,  has  gone  into  operation  ;  its 
capital  having  been  all  paid  in,  in  cash,  and  invested  according 
to  law. 

There  are  thirty-seven  stock  companies  reported  this  year.

Those  companies  of  this  class  which  have  been  acting  for  the 
past  year,  have  borne  their  full  share  of  the  hardships  of  the  year, 
and  have  also  done  their  full  share  to  maintain  the  high  financial 
credit  of  our  Commonwealth  at  home  and  abroad. 

While  the  principle  of  mutual  insurance  is,  (if  it  were  entirely 
practicable,)  undoubtedly  the  cheapest,  yet  there  are  so  many 
difficulties  surrounding  it,  especially  in  the  transaction  of  marine 
business,  as  to  make  it  questionable  whether  any  further  encour- 
agement should  be  given  to  it  by  law. 

The  law  now  requires  each  mutual  marine  insurance  com- 
pany to  have,  as  a  basis  of  operations,  a  stock  subscription  of 
$200,000,  if  located  in  Boston,  and  $100,000  if  in  any  other 
city  or  town. 

This  subscription  is  to  be  procured  in  the  following  form  : — 

"  The  subscribers,  members  of  the insurance  company, 

severally  agree  to  pay  said  company,  on  demand,  the  sums  set 
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against  our  names,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  called  in  for 
the  use  of  the  company,  in  money  or  promissory  notes." 

It  is  further  required  that,  before  issuing  policies,  such  sub- 
scriptions shall  be  called  in,  in  cash,  or  in  notes  on  time,  not 
exceeding  twelve  months,  and  that  these  subscription  notes  as 
they  mature  shall  be  paid  in  cash  or  renewed. 

In  theory  this  furnishes  a  strong  basis  of  action,  but  practi- 
cally, as  every  man  conversant  with  insurance  matters  will  at 
once  see,  the  consideration  of  the  notes  being  the  contingent 
provision  of  the  subscription,  when  they  are  required  for  the 
protection  of  the  public,  the  notes  are  to  a  great  extent,  if  not 
wholly,  valueless. 

There  is  another  trouble  in  these  companies  to  which  the 
Commissioners  deem  it  their  duty  to  allude.  There  are  in 
almost  all  marine  companies  a  large  amount  of  premium  notes, 
which  are  much  overdue. 

Very  few  of  our  merchants  would  deem  it  honorable  to  allow 
their  regular  business  notes  to  pass  maturity  unhonored.  And 
yet  they  allow  their  notes  given  for  insurance,  to  go  for  months, 
unpaid  and  uncared  for.  The  result  of  which  is,  that  the  com- 
pany holding  their  paper  is,  in  case  of  heavy  loss,  obliged  to  bor- 
row money  upon  its  own  notes,  at  the  going  rates,  or  to  hypothe- 
cate the  overdue  premium  notes  of  its  customers ; — either  of 
which  courses,  long  pursued,  must  be  disastrous  to  the  reputa- 
tion and  the  business  of  the  company. 

There  can  be  no  good  reason  why  a  merchant  insuring  his 
ship,  should  not  pay  in  cash  for  such  insurance  as  well  as 
the  farmer  pay  in  cash  for  insurance  upon  his  house. 

There  is  still  another  trouble.  It  is  customary  to  insure  very 
largely  upon  vessels  and  their  cargoes,  much  more  largely, 
proportionately,  than  upon  either  real  estate  or  personal  prop- 
erty, upon  the  land. 

Why  should  not  the  owner  of  property  afloat,  be  required 
himself  to  take  part  of  his  risk,  as  well  as  the  owner  of  property 
ashore  ? 

It  is  well  known  that  most  fire  insurance  companies  specify 
in  their  policies,  that  not  more  than  three-quarters  of  the  actual 
value  of  the  property  insured,  shall  be  paid  in  case  of  loss. 

The  Commissioners  are  compelled  to  believe,  that  by  the  inser- 
tion of  a  similar  clause  in  the  contracts  of  marine  insurance,  a 
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large  proportion  of  the  disastrous  losses  which  have  for  a  few 
years  past  crowded  onr  marine  registers,  would  never  have 
occurred, — certainly  would  never  be  repeated. 

During  the  past  year,  upon  petition  of  the  Commissioners, 
perpetual  injunctions  have  been  issued  by  the  supreme  judicial 
court  against  the  following  companies,  and  receivers  appointed 
to  close  up  their  affairs,  viz. :  The  Commercial  Mutual  Marine 
Insurance  Company,  of  Boston ;  the  Massachusetts  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance  Company,  of  Ipswich  ;  and  the  Tremont 
Mutual  Marine  Insurance  Company,  of  Boston. 

An  injunction  has  also  been  issued  against  the  Triton  Mutual 
Marine  Insurance  Company,  of  Boston,  restraining  the  company 
from  the  transaction  of  any  new  business,  and  at  the  request  of 
a  large  majority  of  the  parties  interested,  (in  which  the  Com- 
missioners were  happy  to  concur,)  charging  the  officers  with  the 
closing  and  final  settlement  of  its  affairs. 

The  ground  of  proceeding  in  all  the  above  cases  was,  insol- 
vency. 

The  Pacific  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  of  New  Bedford, 
chartered,  in  1856 ;  the  Merchants'  Mutual  Marine  Insurance 
Company,  of  Newburyport,  chartered  in  1857  ;  and  the  Boston 
Inland  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  of  Boston,  chartered  in 
1856,  have  commenced  business  during  the  year ;  and  the 
Union  Mutual  Marine  Insurance  Company,  of  Newburyport, 
lias  closed. 

The  Boston  Inland  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  of  Boston, 
being  somewhat  novel  and  peculiar  in  its  character  and  pur- 
poses, seems  to  require  a  slight  notice  here. 

The  purposes  of  this  company  are,  to  insure  against  loss  by 
fire  in  Boston,  particularly  upon  stocks  of  goods ;  to  insure 
against  marine  loss  upon  coastwise  freights  between  the  various 
ports  of  the  United  States  and  the  British  American  Provinces  ; 
to  insure  against  the  perils  of  inland  transportation  over  all  the 
principal  lake,  river,  railroad  and  canal  routes  of  the  country  ; 
and  ultimately  to  insure  delivery  on  time,  of  merchandise  thus 
transported. 

The  vexatious  delays  in  the  transportation  of  goods  from  the 
Boston  merchants  to  their  customers  in  the  distant  markets  to 
which  they  go,  have  long  been  not  only  matters  of  much  com- 
plaint, but  also  great  obstacles  to  the  full  success  and  develop- 
ment of  the  trade  of  Boston.

The  adaptedness  of  the  arrangements  already  made  by  this 
company  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  its  organization, — the 
enterprise  and  sagacity  of  its  officers,  and  the  confidence  and 
support  of  the  merchants  of  the  city,  which  it  so  fully  com- 
mands, lead  the  Commissioners  to  believe  that  the  time  is  not 
distant  when  the  Boston  Inland  Mutual  Insurance  Company 
will  be  acknowledged  as  another  of  those  wise  and  profitable 
conceptions  which,  while  they  have  so  materially  increased  the 
wealth  of  our  State,  have  secured  for  Boston  merchants  that 
high  character  for  energy,  enterprise  and  success  they  now 
every  where  enjoy. 

There  are  fourteen  Mutual  Marine  and  Mutual  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance  Companies  reported  this  year. 

The  amounts  at  risk  in  these  companies,  on  the  1st  day  of 
November,  1857,  was  : —

MUTUAL   FIRE   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

The  Commissioners  are  happy  to  report  in  this  branch  of 
insurance  a  growing  change  for  the  better  during  the  year  past. 

Some  of  the  most  objectionable  features  of  the  Mutual  Insu- 
rance system  are  disappearing,  and  a  better,  because  a  safer, 
practice,  is  now  very  generally  prevailing. 

A  larger  cash  premium  than  formerly  is  being  required, 
thereby  lessening  the  amounts  as  well  as  the  frequency  of 
assessments, — which  are  always  unpopular, — and  there  is  a 
greater  degree  of  care  exercised  in  issuing  policies  in  many 
companies,  and  a  decrease  of  litigation  in  cases  of  loss. 
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There  is  one  source  of  much  difficulty,  in  the  conduct  of 
mutual  companies,  to  which  the  Commissioners  desire  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  companies  and  of  the  legislature. 

The  law  now  provides,  (and  this  seems  to  be  the  correct  idea 
of  mutual  insurance,}  that  every  member  of  a  mutual  company 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  his  policy,  have  a  share  in  the  profits 
of  the  company  during  the  time  his  policy  was  in  force,  after 
all  expenses,  losses,  &c,  have  been  deducted,  in  proportion  to 
the  sums  paid  by  him  on  account  of  said  policy,  and  shall  like- 
wise be  subject  to  pay  any  assessments  made  in  case  of  loss. 

Under  this  provision,  the  question  arises, — has  any  company 
a  right  to  lay  aside  for  the  accumulation  of  a  fund  any  part  o  * 
its  earnings  ? 

It  is  very  clear  that  the  fund,  if  collected,  must  be  collected 
or  reserved  from  the  profits  of  the  company,  and  if  so,  it  is 
clearly  an  infraction  of  the  provision  of  the  law  which  entitles 
each  individual  member  to  his  proportion  of  such  profits. 

Yet  the  returns  show  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  mutual 
companies  in  the  State  have  already  accumulated  funds  thus 
reserved ;  and  it  is  doubtless  true  that  this  fact  of  itself  gives 
popularity  and  strength  to  such  companies. 

But  another  question  presents  itself.  The  charters  of  nearly 
all  mutual  companies  expire  in  twenty  or  twenty-eight  years 
after  date  of  issue. 

In  case  of  accumulation  of  a  fund,  to  whom  does  that  fund 
belong  at  the  expiration  of  the  charter  ? 

The  experience  of  the  last  year  has  still  more  strongly  con- 
firmed the  opinion  expressed  in  both  the  first  and  second  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Board,  that  the  passage  of  a  law  prescribing  a 
uniform  policy  for  all  mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  would 
be  a  measure  of  great,  if  not  indeed  of  universal  utility. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
vexatious  lawsuits  which  cause  so  much  difficulty  in  these  com- 
panies, arise  from  the  ambiguous  and  complex  by-laws  which 
are  by  the  companies  made  a  part  of  their  policies. 

The  whole  contract  between  the  insurers  and  the  insured 
should  be  contained  in  the  face  of  the  policy,  and  should  be 
clearly  and  unequivocally  set  forth,  and  easily  understood. 

We  therefore  again  strongly  recommend  this  subject  to  the 
attention  of  the  legislature. 
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During  the  year  past,  the  Abington  Mutual  Insurance  Com- 
pany, of  Abington,  chartered  in  1856,  and  the  New  England 
Railroad  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  of  Boston,  chartered  in 
1856,  have  commenced  business. 

Upon  petition  by  the  Commissioners,  perpetual  injunctions 
have  been  issued  by  the  supreme  judicial  court  against  the 
Appleton  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  and  the  People's  Mutual 
Insurance  Company,  both  of  Boston,  and  Receivers  have  been 
appointed  to  settle  up  their  affairs. 

The  grounds  of  proceeding  in  these  cases  were,  insolvency  of 
the  companies,  and  waste  by  the  officers. 

Sixty-nine  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  have  reported  this 
year. 

The  amount  of  fire  risks  outstanding  in  these  Companies, 
on  the  1st  day  of  November,  1857,  was  $200,350,764. 

The  amount  of  losses  paid  by  them  for  the  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31,  1857,  is  $417,854.62. 

LIFE   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

These  institutions  are  pursuing  the  even,  tenor  of  their  way 
under  good  management,  and  with  good  success. 

There  is  no  class  of  corporations  in  this  State  having  in  its 
directory  men  more  intelligent,  public  spirited,  and  upright  in 
all  their  dealings, — men  in  whom  community  have  a  greater 
degree  of  confidence  than  this. 

The  commercial  disasters  of  the  last  year,  by  which  so  many 
men  have  been  reduced  almost  without  warning  from  opulence 
to  penury,  have  served  to  call  public  attention  to  Life  Insurance, 
as  a  means  by  which,  in  the  times  of  prosperity  provision  may 
be  made  for  wives  and  children,  when  adversity  and  death  over- 
take husband  and  father. 

The  feeling  which  prompts  to  this  foresight  is  one  of  the 
noblest  and  holiest  of  our  nature. 

The  fact  that  engagements  are  made  with  these  companies 
for  such  a  purpose,  should  be  a  sufficient  inducement  for  the 
most  careful  and  sagacious  management  on  the  part  of  those 
intrusted  therewith. 

In  our  opinion,  the  condition  and  conduct  of  all  the  life 
insurance  companies,  incorporated  by  this  State,  are  such  as  to 
merit  most  fully  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  public. 
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There  are  five  life  insurance  companies  chartered  by  this 
State  now  acting. 

By  their  reports,  it  appears  that  the  whole  amount  they  had 
at  risk  on  the  1st  of  November,  1857,  was  $15,365,214. 

The  amount  of  losses  paid  by  them  for  the  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31,  1857,  is  not  returned,  but  it  appears  that  there  are  no 
claims  for  losses  due  which  are  unpaid. 

FOREIGN   INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Board  of  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners, very  much  of  their  time  and  labor  has  been  given  to  the 
work  of  restricting  and  bringing  within  the  influence  of  the 
laws  of  this  State  the  agents  of  companies  chartered  beyond  the 
limits  of  this  Commonwealth. 

At  that  time  the  State  was  overrun  with  a  class  of  itinerant 
insurance  agents,  acting  for  foreign  companies,  in  open  and 
defiant  disregard  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  whose  only  object,  as 
the  lapse  of  time  proved,  was  to  secure  their  own  commissions 
upon  such  premiums  as  by  any  manner  of  representations  were 
to  be  obtained. 

The  companies  for  which  they  acted  were,  in  most  instances, 
no  more  honest  than  their  agents. 

Having  no  capital,  and  consequently  no  business,  where  they 
were  known,  distant  localities  were  sought  as  the  fields  of  opera- 
tion ;  and  ready  money  to  fill  the  pockets  of  officers  and  agents, 
being  all  for  which  they  sought,  papers  purporting  to  be  policies 
of  insurance  were  issued  for  any  rates  of  premium  which  unin- 
formed and  deceived  customers  might  choose  to  pay. 

Being  themselves  aware  of  the  utter  worthlessness  of  their 
policies,  they  of  course  were  willing  to  issue  them  at  less  rates 
than  responsible  companies  could,  and  until  the  bubble  burst 
and  the  trick  was  exposed,  parties  seeking  insurance  would  natu- 
rally choose  the  cheapest. 

Thus  a  double  evil  resulted.  Companies  of  character  and 
capital,  ready  at  all  times  to  respond  to  all  claims  upon  them, 
were  by  this  reckless  competition  compelled  to  reduce  their  rates 
below  a  safe  or  living  tariff,  or  to  lose  their  business  ;  and  the 
public  were  swindled  out  of  nearly  all  their  premiums  paid,  and 
found  at  length  they  really  had  no  insurance. 

Among  this  class  of  companies,  thus  acting  here  at  that  time, 
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were  the  "  Keystone  "  (afterwards  "  The  Alliance  ")  Insurance 
Company,  of  Philadelphia ;  the  Washington  County  Insurance 
Company,  of  Granville,  N.  Y. ;  the  Western  Insurance  Compa- 
ny, of  Olean,  N.  Y. ;  the  Webster  Insurance  Company,  of  New 
York  city ;  and  many  others,  whose  character  and  dealings  our 
citizens  will,  as  they  call  to  mind  the  vexatious  suits  for  assess- 
ments to  which  they  have  been  subjected,  and  their  own  claims 
for  losses  sustained,  but  yet  unpaid,  have  occasion  long  to 
remember. 

The  requirement  of  our  present  law,  that  responsible  agents 
shall  be  appointed,  and  that  the  companies  shall  satisfy  the 
Commissioners  that  they  have  an  actual  capital  paid  up  and 
securely  invested,  equal  to  that  required  of  our  own  companies, 
before  being  admitted  to  issue  policies  here,  has  been  by  us 
strictly  construed  and  rigidly  enforced. 

Owing  to  the  imperfect  and  sometimes  false  representations 
made  in  the  reports  to  us  of  the  capital  and  investments  of  such 
companies,  we  have,  for  the  last  six  months,  adhered  to  a  rule 
to  admit  no  companies,  chartered  by  any  other  State,  to  do 
business  in  this,  until  such  company  has  been  personally  visited, 
and  all  its  affairs,  its  investments,  and  every  thing  affecting  its 
solvency,  examined  by  a  special  agent  selected  by  us ;  the 
expense  of  such  examination  to  be,  in  all  cases,  borne  by  the 
company  applying  for  admission. 

In  conformity  with  this  rule,  the  Humboldt  Insurance  Com- 
pany, the  Goodhue  Insurance  Company,  and  the  Hope  Insur- 
ance Company,  all  of  New  York  city,  have  been  examined  and 
admitted. 

The  reports  of  the  Agents  appointed  by  us  in  these  cases  are 
hereto  annexed. 

Several  other  companies  have  applied  for  admission,  but  have 
declined  the  examination.  The  subsequent  history  of  these 
companies  has,  in  most  cases,  fully  justified  the  course  pursued 
by  us. 

There  is  one  other  difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  complete  pro- 
tection of  the  public  yet  to  be  encountered, — the  uncertainty  of 
the  term,  Agent. 

It  is  quite  common  for  parties  to  transact  business  for  foreign 
companies,  (which  have  not  complied  with  our  laws,)  by  receiv- 
ing and  forwarding  applications  for  insurance,  receiving  the 
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policies  from  the  companies,  the  premiums  from  the  parties 
insured,  retaining  their  commissions,  transmitting  the  balance 
to  the  company  ;  and  then  if  a  loss  occurs  upon  such  policies, 
such  persons  claim  to  be  the  agents,  not  of  the  companies  insur- 
ing, but  of  the  individuals  insured.  And  further,  should  the 
company  decline  for  any  reason  or  without  reason,  (as  is  gen- 
erally the  case  with  this  class  of  operators,)  to  pay  the  loss,  the 
only  resort  of  the  claimant  is  to  a  long  and  expensive  litigation 
through  the  courts  of  the  State  where  the  company  has  its  office, 
or  through  the  United  States  courts,  the  expense  in  either  of 
which  cases  would,  in  many  instances,  amount  to  nearly  or 
quite  as  much  as  the  original  loss. 

This  practice,  which  prevails  to  a  great  extent,  cannot  be 
defended  upon  any  grounds  of  expediency,  necessity  or  justice. 

The  Commissioners,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  law  be 
passed  providing  that  all  persons  transacting  any  business,  either 
directly  as  agents,  or  by  receiving  applications  from  other  per- 
sons or  corporations  for  insurance  in  companies  not  incorporated 
by  this  Commonwealth, — transmitting  the  same  to  such  compa- 
nies, and  receiving  in  return  policies  of  insurance  issued  by  such 
companies, — retaining  out  of  the  premiums  received  for  such 
policies,  or  receiving  in  any  other  way  or  form,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, any  commissions  upon  such  policies,  shall  be  taken  and 
held  to  be  agents  of  such  companies. 

And  further  to  require  that  all  general  and  local  agents  of 
foreign  insurance  companies  shall  file  the  bonds,  (now  required 
by  law  to  be  filed  with  the  Treasurer,)  with  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, to  be  by  them  approved  and  deposited  with  the  State 
Treasurer, — and  to  procure  from  the  Commissioners,  before 
doing  any  business  for  such  companies,  a  certificate  that  said 
agents  have  been  legally  appointed, — that  the  companies  repre- 
sented by  them  have  been  legally  admitted  to  do  business  in 
this  State,  and  that  the  said  companies  and  the  said  agents  have 
properly  and  fully  complied  with  all  the  laws  of  this  State  relat- 
ing to  foreign  insurance  companies  and  their  agents, — such 
certificates  to  be  renewed  every  year.  And  further  to  require 
that  the  returns  of  the  business  of  such  agents,  now  required  to 
be  filed  with  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Insurance 
Commissioners. 

For  the  filing  of  such  statements,  bonds  and  returns,  and  the 
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procuring  of  the  certificates  required,  each  agent  should  pay 
annually  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  (f  20)  to  the  Commissioners, 
to  be  by  them  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General 
of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  that  such  certificate  shall  be  at  all 
times  exhibited  in  the  office  or  place  of  business  of  such  agents. 
And  that  any  person  transacting  business  for  or  in  behalf  of 
any  foreign  insurance  company,  in  either  of  the  ways  above 
specified,  without  such  certificate,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  ten  dollars  ($10)  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100),  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  the  Com- 
missioners, for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  an  action 
of  debt,  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

The  amount  of  insurance  effected  by  legal  agents  in  this 
State  during  the  year  ending  October  31, 1857,  is  as  per  agents'

The  Commissioners  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  is  not  by 
any  means  the  extent  of  the  business  annually  transacted  by 
foreign  companies  in  this  State,— for  the  reason  before  stated, — 
that  is,  avoiding  the  responsibility  of  agency. 
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The  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  the  taxes  imposed  upon 
foreign  companies,  are  reciprocal ;  but  it  does  not  therefore  fol- 
low that  we  shall  have  no  municipal  regulations  by  which  we 
may  protect  our  own  citizens. 

If  foreign  corporations  pursue  their  business  in  our  borders, 
it  is  only  as  a  matter  of  sufferance  and  not  of  absolute  right,  and 
therefore  they  should  be  willing  to  comply  with  our  local  laws, 
and  when  they  have  so  complied,  we  welcome  them  to  a  fair 
and  honorable  competition  with  our  own. 

The  sound  and  reliable  companies  from  other  States,  we  are 
happy  to  say,  are  almost,  without  exception,  willing  to  comply 
with  our  laws.  It  is  the  irresponsible,  bogus  companies,  from 
abroad,  whose  character  at  home  will  not  bear  inspection,  and 
whose  business,  therefore,  languishes  there,  who  desire  in  this 
irregular  way  to  compete  with,  the  law-abiding  and  law-obeying 
corporations  of  our  own  and  other  States. 

The  Commissioners  believe  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the 
State,  to  provide  by  law  that  all  infractions  of  the  laws  relating 
to  insurance  by  agents  of  foreign  companies  doing  business  in 
this  State,  as  well  as  delays  in  making  the  annual  returns,  should 
be  prosecuted  by  the  Commissioners. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  the  duty  of  the  Board  is  completed  in 
case  of  violation  of  the  law  when  the  fact  is  by  them  reported  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  that  officer  is  then 
required  to  report  the  same  to  the  Attorney-General. 

It  would  seem  to  be  a  more  direct  as  well  as  more  effective 
course,  to  require  those  officers  having  especial  charge  of  insu- 
rance matters,  and  who  would  be  therefore  cognizant  of  all  the 
facts  in  each  case  to  be  charged  with  the  full  enforcement  of  the 
law. 

In  the  matter  of  returns,  there  is  much  delay,  arising  from 
the  fact  that  at  the  time  the  returns  should  be  made,  the  State 
Treasurer,  with  whom  they  are  filed,  has  little  or  no  time  to 
attend  to  them,  and  consequently  days  and  weeks  run  on  before 
the  proper  returns  can  be  received. 

Were  the  returns  made  directly  to  the  Commissioners,  the 
Treasurer  would  be  relieved  from  much  labor  and  care,  and  a 
greater  degree  of  promptness  would  be  secured. 

Of  the  129  returns  due  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  Novem-

feer  last,  76  were  delinquent,  being  received  at  various  times, 
from  November  16th  to  December  23d,  the  fines  for  which  delin- 
quencies, if  collected,  would  amount  to  the  sum  of  $136,300. 
This  sum  being  so  unreasonably  large,  the  penalty  instead  of 
securing  promptness,  only  operates  as  a  relief  from  any  respon- 
sibility for  delay. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  law  be  so  changed  that 
the  fine  shall  be  fixed  at  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  and  every 
day's  neglect  to  make  the  required  returns. 

The  following  foreign  insurance  companies  having  failed  to 
comply  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  have  been  notified  to  discon- 
tinue business  here,  and  consequently,  if  acting  at  all,  they  are 
doing  so  illegally  ;  and  the  Commissioners  consider  it  their  duty 
to  caution  the  public  against  making  any  farther  engagements 
with  them,  viz. : — 

Bridgeport  Fire  and  Marine,  of  Bridgeport,  Conn. 
Great  Western,  of  New  York. 
Mercantile  Mutual,  of  New  York,  and 
Phoenix,  of  Hartford,  Conn. 

The  Fireman's  Insurance  Company  of  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  and  the  United  States  Life  Insurance  Company  of 
New  York,  have  withdrawn  their  agencies  and  are  not  now 
doing  business  in  this  State. 

A  complete  list  of  all  foreign  companies  and  their  agents 
duly  authorized  to  transact  business  here,  will  be  found  in  the 
tables  attached  to  this  Report. 


Whether  we  consider  the  amount  of  capital  invested,  the 
amounts  at  risk,  the  amount  of  losses  paid,  or  the  great  reliance 
placed  by  our  people  in  insurance, — from  whatever  point  it  may 
be  viewed, — the  business  of  insurance  must  be  acknowledged 
one  of  the  most  important  in  the  State. 

With  more  than  five  hundred  millions  of  dollars  at  risk — 
about  nine  times  the  capital  of  all  the  Banks  in  Massachusetts — 
paying  out  for  losses  sustained  in  a  single  year  an  amount  equal 
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to  one-tenth  part  of  the  Bark  capital  of  this  State,  the  impor- 
tance of  these  institutions,  and  the  influence  of  their  good  or 
ill  action  upon  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  State  cannot 
be  denied,  and  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  surround  them  with 
such  checks  and  guards  as  shall  secure  good  and  not  ill-man- 
agement, cannot  be  questioned  or  overlooked.

The  Commissioners  have  thus,  in  compliance  with  law,  made 
such  suggestions  as  in  their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Com- 
monwealth in  this  matter  require. 

Where  we  have  seen  errors  in  management,  or  failures  to 
comply  with  law,  we  have  promptly  noticed  them,  and  required 
immediate  correction ;  and  it  is  our  duty  as  well  as  pleasure  to 
say,  that  almost  without  exception,  our  suggestions  have  been 
always  heeded  and  complied  with. 

We  believe  that  as  a  whole,  there  is  no  class  of  men  in  our 
State  more  entitled  to  the  protection  and  the  fostering  care  of 
the  law  and  the  liberal  support  of  the  community  than  that  con- 
nected with  the  management  of  our  insurance  companies. 

The  faults  so  often  charged  against  them  we  believe  to  be 
more  than  otherwise  owing  to  the  imperfection  of  a  system  not 
yet  reduced  to  the  certainty  of  a  science,  and  more  especially 
to  the  difficulties  arising  from  the  irregular  competition  to 
which  we  have  before  alluded. 

As  this  competition  is  removed,  as  can  only  be  done  by  law, 
and  the  system  perfected,  as  it  will  be  in  time,  these  complaints 
will  gradually  be  relieved.

To   the   Honorable    Senate  and  House   of  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled. 

The  Insurance  Commissioners  have  the  honor  to  submit  to 
the  legislature  their  Fourth  Annual  Report  in  regard  to  the 
various  insurance  companies,  domestic  and  foreign,  over  which 
they  are  required  by  law  to  exercise  a  certain  supervision. 

The  year  ending  with  October  31, 1858,  to  which  the  appended 
statistics  apply,  was,  on  the  whole,  and  especially  as  compared 
with  its  predecessor,  one  of  remarkable  prosperity  to  the  marine 
and  fire  insurance  companies  chartered  by  the  authority  of  this 
Commonwealth.  No  company  has  been  obliged  by  excessive 
losses  to  close  its  doors,  and  but  few,  as  will  appear  by  the 
returns,  have  failed  to  realize  a  handsome  profit  over  that  of 
investment  on  the  capital  hazarded,  or  a  return  of  a  part  of 
the  premium  where  the  business  has  been  conducted  on  the 
mutual  plan. 

The  following  comparison  of  the  risks  outstanding  on  the 
first  of  November  in  each  of  the  years  last  past,  and  of  the 
losses  paid  in  each  year  then  terminated  will  illustrate  the 
occasion  for  these  remarks.

Assuming  the  risks  outstanding  on  the  first  of  November  to 
represent  the  average  amount  of  property  covered  by  insur- 
ance in  each  year,  there  was  a  decrease  of  risks  in  1858  of 
$6,705,327,  or  1.41  per  cent.,  while  the  decrease  of  loss  was 
$1,195,485,  or  19.34  per  cent.  Hence  the  net  decrease  of  loss 
was  17.93  per  cent.  The  aggregate  of  fire  risks  decreased  in 
1858  only  $485,006,  or  .13  per  cent.,  while  the  aggregate  loss 
decreased  34.08  per  cent.,  making  a  net  decrease  of  loss  of 
33.95  per  cent.  In  the  Mutual  Fire  Companies  the  decrease 
was  $209,618,  or  more  than  one4ialf.  This  has  been  particu- 
larly fortunate  for  the  smaller  mutual  fire  companies,  as  it  has 
enabled  them,  in  a  great  degree,  to  escape  assessments  on  pre- 
mium notes,  a  measure  which  is  too  apt  to  be  fatal.  In  1857 
thirteen  of  these  companies  were  obliged  to  assess  premium 
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notes  to  the  amount  of  $ 98,238.15,  and  one  other  company 
assessed  2  per  cent,  on  such  notes,  the  amount  of  the  notes 
not  being  stated  in  the  return.  In  1858  only  five  companies 
assessed  to  the  amount  of  127,099.89,  and  in  one  or  two  of 
these  cases  the  assessment  does  not  appear  to  have  been  required 
to  meet  actual  losses. 

Yet  that  even  five  millions  of  dollars  per  annum  should  be 
sacrificed  to  the  devouring  elements  by  a  million  of  people, 
boasting  so  much  of  science  and  civilization  as  we  do,  is  rather 
a  reproach  to  us.  And  it  deserves  serious  consideration 
whether  this  immense  waste  of  wealth  is  not  partly  the  result 
of  our  system  of  insurance,  which  at  best  only  serves  to  dis- 
tribute, not  to  prevent  loss.  The  very  prompt  and  unquestion- 
ing payment  of  losses,  to  which  stock  companies  especially  are 
prone,  presents  a  strong  temptation  to  the  restless  and  dishonest 
to  sell  off  unproductive  property  to  underwriters.  In  the  pres- 
ent state  of  the  arts  of  navigation  and  pyrotechnics,  it  is  easy 
to  sink  a  ship  or  burn  a  warehouse  without  much  risk  of  detec- 
tion or  personal  harm.  And  the  loss  does  not  rest  ultimately 
on  the  capital  of  the  insurers,  for  they  transfer  it  to  the  should- 
ers of  the  insured  by  raising  their  premiums.  The  premiums 
once  being  raised,  so  as  to  allow  dishonesty  to  gain  its  end  at 
the  expense  of  fellow  policy-holders,  a  certain  amount  of  that 
bane  of  society  can  vegetate  and  flourish,  from  year  to  year, 
securely,  without  depriving  insurance  capitalists  of  their  profits. 
Mutual  insurance  seems  rather  less  liable  to  this  disease,  yet 
young  and  small  mutual  offices,  which  are  too  often  essentially 
stock  offices  without  stock,  in  their  over  eagerness  to  secure  busi- 
ness, are  liable  to  be  overwhelmed  by  dishonest  applicants  for 
insurance,  against  whom  it  is  impossible  to  guard  by  the  most 
painful  multiplication  and  particularity  of  conditions  in  the 
policy,  while  such  conditions  are  liable  to  ensnare  and  occasion 
injury  to  the  honest.  The  only  available  safeguard  against  the 
vampyres  that  prey  upon  insurance  offices  seems  to  be,  capacity, 
experience  and  ceaseless  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  officers  who 
manage  their  business.  When  this  is  united,  as  in  well-estab- 
lished mutual  offices,  with  the  inability  to  shift  the  burden  of  loss 
to  other  shoulders,  we  have  the  safest  and  cheapest  form  of  insur- 
ance, and  even  then,  in  the  case  of  fire  insurance,  the  aggregate 
losses  by  fire  may  be  increased  by  it,  for  it  is  a  pretty  reason- 
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able  opinion,  if  not  demonstrated  by  statistics,  that  a  dispropor- 
tionate share  of  fires  must  originate  with  insured  property,  by 
the  necessary  effect  of  any  increase  of  security  upon  human 
vigilance.  A  sense  of  security,  however,  is  worth  some  sacri- 
fice, and  those  who  cannot,  on  account  of  the  carelessness  of 
insured  neighbors,  feel  it  while  insuring  themselves,  have  their 
remedy  in  getting  others  to  share  their  risk,  or  in  other  words, 
paying  a  premium  of  insurance. 

These  considerations  are  of  the  more  practical  importance  at 
the  present  time,  because  with  a  favorable  tide  in  the  business 
of  insurance,  comes,  of  course,  a  strong  tendency  to  create 
new  companies.  Unless  the  applicants  for  authority  to  found 
such  companies  can  give  the  legislature  satisfactory  guarantees 
that  they  will  bring  into  the  field  capacity  and  experience  equal 
to  that  employed  by  the  already  established  companies,  what 
right  has  it  to  expect  any  thing  but  a  harvest  of  dishonest  fires 
and  shipwrecks  as  the  consequence  of  granting  their  requests  ? 
It  would  be  easy  for  us  to  demonstrate  that  a  wisely  managed 
stock  office,  without  increasing  its  nominal  capital  a  dollar,  can 
double  or  quadruple  its  business  without  impairing  the  safety  or 
value  of  its  insurance.  Therefore  it  is  not  true  that  more  capi- 
tal stock  is  required.  It  is  true  that  stock  companies  must  not 
divide  their  profits  before  they  have  earned  them.  And  it  may 
be  true  that  more  laborers  and  more  talent  may  be  desirable  in 
this  field.  A  bona  fide  subscription  of  a  sufficient  amount  of 
capital  stock  to  be  actually  paid  in,  is  the  best  guarantee  that 
such  labor  and  talent  will  be  placed  at  the  service  of  the  public. 
Of  mutual  fire  companies  we  have  already  sixty-nine,  pretty 
fairly  dispersed  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Many  of  them 
are  really  too  small  to  make  their  policies  worth  the  premium 
when  compared  with  larger  companies,  considering  the  tardi- 
ness and  difficulty  with  which  assessments  are  collected,  and 
the  damage  they  always  do  to  the  credit  and  business  of  the 
company.  Rather  than  to  allow  the  creation  of  new  companies 
on  this  plan,  it  seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  wise  to  encourage 
the  union  of  those  already  formed.  If  mutual  fire  insurance 
could  be  conducted  by  a  metropolitan  company,  with  branches 
to  accommodate  all  the  smaller  cities  and  large  towns,  and  the 
compensation  of  all  the  executive  officers  could  be  made  partly 
to  depend   on   the  favorable  termination  of  the  risks  taken, 
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and  not  at  all  on  percentage  commissions,  a  sort  of  compensation 
which  seems  at  present  to  have  the  effect  of  making  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  funds  of  a  company  adhere  to  the  hands  of  agents,  it 
seems  to  us  that  the  people  would  get  insurance  of  a  better 
quality  and  at  a  lower  price.  Of  course,  such  an  arrangement 
could  only  be  brought  about  by  an  application  to  the  legislature 
from  an  agreement  or  convention  of  the  already  chartered  com- 
panies. But  in  the  absence  of  any  such  arrangement,  we  think 
it  should  be  the  policy  of  the  legislature  to  foster  already  estab- 
lished companies  by  discouraging  the  creation  of  new  ones,  and 
to  this  end  the  law  should  be  restored  requiring  a  larger  amount 
of  subscription,  before  any  company  shall  issue  policies. 

It  is  supposed  by  some,  that  the  legislature  has  done  its  whole 
duty  when  it  has  well  provided  for  the  protection  of  the  policy- 
holder against  a  failure  of  the  company  to  pay  in  case  of  loss. 
But  there  are  evidently  two  parties  to  be  protected  against  dis- 
honesty, and  perhaps  the  more  difficult  problem  of  the  two,  is 
to  protect  the  company  against  fraudulent  policy-holders,  and 
by  solving  this  first,  the  other  may  probably  be  more  easily  and 
effectually  solved.  The  inability  of  a  great  part  of  the  compa- 
nies that  have  failed  to  pay  their  honest  losses  has  arisen  from 
their  previous  payment  of  fraudulent  ones.  So  far  as  can  be 
judged  from  the  returns,  which  it  must  be  confessed  are  not 
conclusive  on  the  point,  losses  appear  to  have  been  settled 
during  the  past  year  with  all  desirable  promptitude.  In  regard 
to  the  mutual  fire  companies,  the  unpaid  losses  and  claims  at 
the  close  of  each  of  the  two  past  years  were  as  follows  : —

In  printing  the  answers  of  the  several  companies  to  the  ques- 
tions contained  in  the  schedules  appended  to  chapter  252  of  the 
Acts  of  1856,  we  have  departed  from  the  practice  of  our  prede- 
cessors in  office  of  reproducing  each  return  in  form,  and  have 
made  a  tabular  abstract  of  the  answers,  throwing  into  separate 
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remarks  a  variety  of  details  that  could  not  easily  be  embraced 
in  the  tabular  form.  This  arrangement  seemed  preferable,  as 
being  more  convenient  for  consultation  and  more  condensed, 
without  omitting  any  information  whatever  that  throws  any 
light  on  the  standing  of  the  companies.  This  abstract,  we 
believe,  contains  notice  of  all  the  companies  that  have  legally 
done  any  business  in  the  Commonwealth  during  the  year  or  are 
now  doing  it,  except  the  "  Dorchester  Fire,"  a  company  char- 
tered by  chapter  17  of  the  Acts  of  1858,  with  a  capital  stock  of 
$50,000.  The  capital  was  paid  in  full,  and  the  company  was 
authorized  by  us  to  commence  issuing  policies  on  the  13th  of 
January,  1859. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  companies,  generally  among 
those  least  thoroughly  established,  in  different  parts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, have  been  visited  by  us,  and  more  or  less  thoroughly 
examined.  But  as  neither  the  state  of  the  appropriation  for 
sustaining  the  expenses  of  the  commission,  nor  the  public  inter- 
ests, seemed  to  demand  more  extensive  visitation,  we  have 
confined  our  labors  chiefly  to  other  portions  of  our  duty,  and 
especially  to  an  investigation  of  the  affairs  of 

THE   LIFE   INSURANCE    COMPANIES. 

The  significance  of  what,  in  obedience  to  chapter  177  of  the 
Acts  of  1858,  we  have  attempted  to  do  in  regard  to  these  com- 
panies, may  be  more  clearly  and  generally  understood,  if  we 
bestow  a  few  remarks  on  the  elementary  principles  of  the 
subject. 

Life  insurance  differs  widely  from  fire  and  marine  insurance 
in  some  points,  and  requires  different  rules  of  proceeding.  Like 
them,  it  presents  great  opportunities  for  fraud,  and  like  them, 
nevertheless,  it  seems  to  be  a  necessity  of  modern  society.  It 
is  the  complement  of  our  system  of  general  education.  In  the 
old  order  of  things  a  man's  estate  or  source  of  income,  if  of  any 
considerable  magnitude,  was  usually  of  such  a  nature  that  not 
much  of  it  could  be  buried  with  him.  It  remained  behind  to 
nourish  his  heirs.  But  since  the  more  general  diffusion  of 
knowledge  and  machinery  has  multiplied  the  men  whose  minds 
solely  are  their  estates,  and  very  productive  ones  too,  the  bread 
of  the  fatherless  is  too  often  buried  with  the  father.  And  it  is 
not  the  laborer's  crust  that  is  taken  so  suddenly  from  the  child's 
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mouth,  but  the  provender  of  princes.  The  handle  of  a  switch 
pointing  a  few  degrees  in  the  wrong  direction,  may  not  only 
extinguish  a  constellation  of  the  lights  of  society,  but  precipitate 
a  score  of  families  from  affluence  to  destitution.  Though  mate- 
rial wealth  has  increased  at  equal  pace  with  general  knowledge, 
yet  it  is  now  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception,  that  young  men 
set  out  in  life  with  very  little.  Their  patrimony  of  it  they  have 
invested  in  mental  culture.  If  they  are  to  have  families,  they 
must  either  wait  single  till  by  their  industry  they  have  accumu- 
lated funds,  or  run  the  risk  of  leaving  destitute  the  helpless 
beings  whose  support  they  have  assumed.  Here  life  insurance 
comes  to  their  aid,  by  guaranteeing  at  once,  in  case  of  death,  a 
sufficient  fund  to  sustain  the  widow  and  orphans.  This  it  does 
in  consideration  of  a  moderate  annual  payment,  to  be  continued 
for  a  term  of  years  or  for  life.  To  the  young  man  whose  income 
is  somewhat  more  than  adequate  to  the  unavoidable  current 
expenses  of  a  family,  the  life  insurance  company  say :  "  If  Nature 
bids  you  marry,  and  only  Poverty  forbids,  obey  Nature,  and  we 
will  take  care  of  Poverty.  Do  it  now,  in  your  prime,  and  let 
the  next  generation  inherit  from  you  all  the  strength  and  genius 
which  the  best  conditions  will  allow."  The  savings  bank  says : 
"  No,  my  friend,  the  voice  of  Nature  is  premature  and  impru- 
dent. You  had  better  wait  a  few  years — half  a  dozen  at  least." 
So  say  all  the  other  means  and  institutions  for  the  accumulation 
of  capital,  and  consequently  leave  the  general  happiness,  not  to 
speak  of  the  good  order  and  good  morals  of  society,  greatly  in 
the  lurch.  Life  insurance  possesses  exclusively  the  power  of 
creating  at  once  an  adequate  provision  against  the  destitution 
of  dependants  in  case  of  death.  The  value  of  this  function 
needs  no  eloquence  of  ours  to  illustrate  it. 

Life  Insurance  Companies  are  enabled  to  serve  this  high 
purpose  by  applying  to  the  natural  laws  of  human  life  certain 
mathematical  principles,  which  are  by  no  means  so  recondite  or 
incomprehensible  as  is  generally  supposed.  Neither  are  the 
laws  or  chances  that  govern  the  exit  of  human  generations  so 
uncertain  or  capricious  as  they  would  seem.  If  we  take  any 
individual  life,  we  may  be  reasonably  certain  that  it  will  close 
at  some  time  within  a  century  from  the  date  of  its  birth. 
Within  that  limit  its  duration  may  be,  to  our  means  of  knowl- 
edge, quite  fortuitous.  But  if  we  take  a  thousand  persons,

starting  in  life  together,  or  alive  at  a  given  age,  nothing  is 
more  certain  in  nature  than  that  their  natural  deaths  will 
occur  in  a  series  not  differing  very  widely  from  that  of  any 
other  thousand  persons  alive  at  the  same  age,  and  under 
similar  circumstances.  In  other  words,  no  two  thousands  of 
persons,  of  equal  age  and  similarly  situated,  will  be  found  to 
differ  very  materially  either  in  their  aggregate  vitality  or  in  the 
programme,  so  to  speak,  by  which  that  vitality  is  expended.  It 
would  be  impossible  for  a  congress  of  physiologists  to  select  one 
hundred,  much  less  a  thousand  lives,  of  equal  age,  possessed  of 
so  nearly  equal  vitality  that  they  should  all  live  to  a  certain 
age  and  die  together.  Their  failure  would  be  attributed  to  the 
uncertainty  of  life,  but  it  would  illustrate  the  certainty  of  life 
insurance.  Nature,  in  all  her  works,  studies  graduation,  but 
in  her  finest  she  also  studies  to  conceal  it.  The  scales  of  a  fish 
overlap  each  other  by  visibly  regular  intervals.  The  feathers 
of  a  bird  overlap  too,  but  by  an  adjustment  that  escapes  notice 
and  defies  measurement.  One  human  generation  steals  away 
after  another,  in  lives  of  such  varied  length  as  apparently  to 
laugh  at  the  idea  of  law,  the  father  often  living  as  heir  to  the 
son,  and  nearly  one-half  the  race  dying  before  it  reaches  matu- 
rity. The  population,  always  renewing  itself,  sinks  away  as 
imperceptibly  and  unaccountably  to  the  careless  beholder  as  a 
river  running  across  a  sandy  plain,  or  the  water  from  the  pulp 
that  is  made  to  flow  over  the  seive  of  a  paper  machine.  Yet 
careful  observation  on  any  considerable  number  of  lives  never 
fails  to  discover  footprints  of  adjustment  and  a  remarkable 
approach  to  what  may  be  represented  by  that  miracle  of  mathe- 
matics and  pride  of  nature,  a  curve.  No  one  induction,  though 
it  extended  to  a  hundred  thousand  lives,  would  be  of  much 
authority  as  a  revelation  of  the  ultimate  life-curve  at  which 
nature  aims.  It  would  doubtless  have  more  or  less  anomalies, 
vibrations  and  zigzags  in  its  line.  But  multiplied  inductions, 
being  found  to  agree  in  the  main,  must  correct  each  other,  and 
establish  with  sufficient  certainty  the  limits  of  that  zodiac  which 
comprehends  the  decrements  of  life  for  the  various  classes 
of  population.  Observations  on  the  population  of  particular 
localities,  and  of  entire  nations,  on  annuitants  who  have  the 
strongest  pecuniary  motive  to  live,  and  who  have  often  been 
selected  for  their  strength  of  vitality,  and  on  insured  lives  that 
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have  an  almost  equally  strong  pecuniary  motive  to  die  promptly, 
have  resulted  in  scales  of  decrement  differing  so  little  from 
each  other  and  from  a  regular  curve,  that  one  must  be  pro- 
foundly skeptical  not  to  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  perfectly 
graduated  scale,  curve  or  law,  which  nature  works  after  as  her 
pattern  or  type. 

With  the  final  cause  of  this  fact,  which  may  be  regarded  as 
one  of  the  most  interesting  discoveries  of  modern  science,  we 
have  nothing  to  do  here.  We  only  wish  to  get  it  duly  recog- 
nized as  a  good  reason  why  the  risk  on  an  insured  life  or  on 
a  thousand  lives,  should  be  viewed  differently  from  that  on  an 
insured  house  or  on  a  thousand  houses.  There  is  a  basis  for 
valuation  in  the  one  case  which  does  not  exist  in  that  of  the 
other.  Though  by  studying  the  statistics  of  conflagration  we 
may  somewhat  enlighten  our  judgment  as  to  the  ratio  of  loss 
that  may  be  expected  to  accrue  on  a  given  large  number  of  fire 
risks,  so  as  to  be  able  to  fix  a  reasonable  premium  for  insuring 
against  it,  yet  no  carefulness  or  persistence  of  observation  has 
ever  been  able  to  discover  any  traces  of  a  law  in  regard  to  the 
occurrence  of  destructive  fires.  They  are  preventible  on  the 
one  hand  up  to  the  limit  of  non-occurrence  ;  they  are  possible 
on  the  other  up  to  the  entire  destruction  of  whatever  is  com 
bustible,  and  they  range  pretty  freely  and  fortuitously  between 
these  limits.  The  probabilities  in  regard  to  them  are  always 
changing  with  time,  place  and  circumstances.  Therefore  it  is 
that,  leaving  dishonesty  out  of  consideration  in  both  cases,  fire 
insurance  can  never  possess  the  certainty  and  stability  which 
belongs  to  life  insurance. 

For  the  purpose  of  valuing  the  policies,  the  data  of  whiclf 
have  been  returned  to  this  office  under  the  law  of  last  year, 
we  have  thought  proper  to  adopt,  as  probably  the  fairest 
expression  of  the  mortality  which  may  be  expected  to  prevail 
among  insured  lives  in  this  country,  the  following  scale,  which 
supposes  100,000  to  be  alive  at  the  age  of  ten,  and  gives  the 
number  living  and  dying  each  year  thereafter  till  the  vitality  is 
exhausted. 

This  particular  expression  for  the  law  of  mortality  was 
deduced  from  the  experience  of  seventeen  of  the  best  established 
English  companies,  and  though  possessing  no  special  authority 
as  a  result  of  scientific  induction,  being  remarkably  well  grad-

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uated  and  corresponding  with  other  observations  in  both  hemis- 
pheres, and  especially  with  the  experience  of  insured  lives  in 
this*  country,  so  far  as  that  has  been  observed,*  it  may  as  well 
be  assumed  for  the  law  itself  as  any  other.  The  difference 
between  the  various  rates  of  mortality  adopted  by  different 
companies  is  probably  of  less  practical  importance  than  the 
difference  between  the  rates  of  interest  assumed  as  certain  to  be 
realized  on  the  investment  of  money.  A  very  large  part  of  the 
immense  sums  promised  to  be  paid  in  the  distant  future  is  to 
be  produced  by  the  accumulation  of  interest,  and  the  premium 
being  fixed  at  the  outset  and  unalterable,  it  will  make  a  life  or 
death  difference  with  the  company  whether  six  per  cent,  interest 
is  always  to  be  received  on  investments,  or  the  rate  is  to  fall 
occasionally  or  permanently  to  four  or  three  per  cent.  If  the 
interest  is  to  be  more,  the  premium  may  be  less,  and  if  it  is  to 
be  less  the  premium  must  be  more.  The  only  safety  is  to 
assume  the  rate  of  interest  so  low  that  the  profits  on  investments 
may  always  exceed  it,  and  to  divide  at  short  intervals  the  sur- 
plus that  may  result  from  the  excess.  The  English  companies 
are  generally  afraid  to  assume  a  rate  higher  than  three  per 
cent.,  and  some  assume  as  low  as  two  and  one-half.  The 
American  companies  generally  deem  it  safe  to  assume  four  per 
cent.,  and  that  is  the  rate  according  to  which  we  have  made  the 
valuation  of  which  we  are  about  to  give  the  results. 

Having  made  these  two  assumptions,  first  of  a  scale  of  the 
decrease  of  life,  and  second  of  a  rate  of  annual  interest,  the 
application  of  these  assumptions  to  the  business  of  life  insurance 
is  not  difficult  of  comprehension,  though  somewhat  laborious  in 
practice  ;  and  the  results,  when  arithmetically  correct,  are  just 
as  nearly  sure  to  be  right  as  the  joint  assumptions  are  to  be 
true,  and  no  surer.  The  business  may  be  made  safer  than  the 
assumptions  are  true,  because  the  peril  of  bankruptcy  lies  only 
on  the  side  of  assuming  too  high  a  rate  of  interest  and  too  low  a 
rate  of  mortality,  or  in  other  words,  too  slow  a  decrease  of  life. 

*  By  the  investigations  of  the  very  able  and  industrious  Actuary  of  the 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York,  by  far  the  largest  in  this 
country,  it  appears  that  its  experience  for  fifteen  years  corresponds  more 
nearly  with  the  English  "  Actuaries'  Rate,"  or  "  Combined  Experience,"  the 
scale  we  have  given  above,  than  it  does  with  any  other,  not  excepting  that  on 
which  its  premiums  were  calculated.  The  same  appears  to  be  true  in  regard 
to  the  "  Mutual  Benefit,"  another  of  the  largest  companies  in  America. 
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In  the  paragraphs  that  follow  we  do  not  propose  to  exhibit 
or  explain  the  numerical  processes  that  are  most  convenient  in 
actual  practice,  or  to  give  results  accurate  to  the  remotest 
decimal,  but  to  explain  the  relation  of  premium  to  insurance 
in  a  way  that  will  be  more  generally  intelligible,  presenting 
with  more  distinctness  the  application  of  the  simple  principles 
that  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  the  various  formulas,  however 
complicated. 

The  mathematical  key  of  life  insurance  is  the  same  as  that 
which  unlocks  the  mystery  of  the  stability  of  a  gambling  bank, 
to  wit :  that  the  value  of  a  chance  or  probability  may  be 
expressed  by  a  ratio  or  fraction,  certainty  being  expressed  by 
unity.  For  example :  By  the  above  scale  of  mortality,  of 
55,973  persons  that  have  completed  the  age  of  60,  only  35,837 
will  live  to  complete  the  age  of  70.  As  it  is  presumed  that 
each  individual  of  the  former  number  has  as  good  a  chance  of 
being  one  of  the  latter  as  another,  the  chance  of  a  person  at 
the  age  of  60  living  to  be  70,  is  as  35,837  is  to  55,973,  or 
"tiff "3  °f  1  '  ^na^  faction  of  the  certainty.  One  dollar  payable 
certain  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  is  worth,  assuming  interest  at 
four  per  cent,  per  annum,  about  67 J-  cents,  but  if  it  be  payable 
only  on  condition  that  a  person  now  aged  60  be  alive  to  pay  it, 
it  is  worth  only  that  part  of  67  J  cents  which  is  expressed  by 
f  iff I"'  ^ne  probability  of  his  being  alive.  In  short,  it  is  worth 
tfff  J  X  67 1  =  43^  cents.  Hence,  plainly,  if  a  person,  on 
reaching  the  age  of  60,  agrees  to  pay  a  premium  of  one  dollar 
at  the  beginning  of  each  year  that  he  lives,  to  find  the  present 
value  of  that  contract  to  the  company  that  is  to  receive  it,  we 
must  add  to  the  dollar  he  pays  down,  the  present  worth  of 
every  other  dollar  which  he  has  any  chance  of  paying,  multi- 
plied by  the  fraction  which  expresses  the  chance  of  his  living 
to  pay  it.  The  sum  is  the  present  value  of  an  annual  premium 
of  one  dollar,  commencing  at  once,  by  a  person  aged  60,  or 
what  a  company,  apart  from  the  question  of  expense  or  profit, 
could  afford  to  pay  for  it.  But  the  payer  of  an  annual  premium 
does  not  usually  ask  for  a  sum  down,  and  if  he  did,  would  not 
get  it  without  giving  ample  security  to  fortify  his  promise  of 
paying  the  annuity.  He  only  asks  that  the  company  should, 
at  the  close  of  the  year  in  which  he  dies,  pay  a  certain  sum  to 
his  heirs,  provided  he  continues  to  pay  the  annual  premium  or 
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annuity  during  his  life  ;  and  the  question  is  what  the  company 
can  afford  so  to  pay  him.  To  ascertain  this,  let  us  inquire  what 
is  the  value  of  one  dollar  to  be  paid  by  the  company  in  any 
particular  year,  provided  a  person  aged  60  dies  in  that  year, 
for  example,  at  the  age  of  TO.  Of  55,973  persons  alive  to 
complete  60  years,  2,327  will  die  in  the  eleventh  year  after 
that,  or  between  70  and  71,  therefore  the  chance  of  any  person 
alive  at  60  dying  in  the  eleventh  year  after  that,  is  as  2,327  to 
55,973,  or  it  is  -g^-gyV  °f  unity  or  certainty.  Now  the  value  of 
one  dollar  payable  certainly  at  the  end  of  the  eleventh  year,  at 
four  per  cent.,  is  about  65  cents,  hence  the  chance  of  having 
to  pay  it  at  that  particular  time,  is  now  the  same  to  the  com- 
pany as  -525392y73  X  65,  about  two  cents  and  seven  mills,  or  to  be 
more  exact,  it  is  $0.027005.  The  chance  of  having  to  pay  the 
dollar  in  every  other  year  in  which  the  death  may  happen,  by 
the  table,  being  valued  in  the  same  way,  the  sum  of  all  these 
values  will  obviously  be  what  it  is  worth  to  insure  one  dollar  to 
a  person  aged  60,  payable  at  the  close  of  any  year  in  which  he 
may  die,  that  price  or  premium  to  be  paid  at  once.  For,  in 
insuring  a  sum  whenever  the  death  may  happen,  the  company 
takes  all  the  chances ;  and  it  must  take  them,  not  in  the  aggre- 
gate or  lump,  but  as  they  are  distributed  by  the  table.* 

In  Tables  II.  and  III.,  we  have  completed  both  the  processes 
above  described.  Table  II.  gives  the  present  value  of  the  chances 
of  receiving  an  annual  premium  of  one  dollar,  commencing  at 
once,  from  a  person  aged  sixty,  which  is  the  present  value  of  a 
life  annuity  at  the  same  age  increased  by  unity  ;  and  Table  III., 
in  a  similar  way,  gives  the  present  value  of  one  dollar  insured 
on  the  life  of  a  person  at  the  same  age.  Now,  since  at  the  same 
age  the  amounts  insured  must  be  proportioned  to  the  premiums, 
if  1.59943  paid  down  will  insure  $1,  then  $10.4147  paid  down 
will  insure  $17.3744.     But  $10.4147  is  the  present  value  of  an 

*Two  tables  of  mortality  may  give  the  same  "  expectation  "  of  life  at  the 
same  or  different  ^ages,  and  yet  require  different  premiums  of  insurance  in 
either  case,  owing  to  the  different  effects  on  the  question  of  compound  inter- 
est of  different  distributions,  along  the  scale,  of  the  same  aggregate  of  vitality. 
In  spite  of  the  pains  which  the  Society  for  the  Diffusion  of  Useful  Knowledge 
has  taken  to  elucidate  this  truth,  there  are  writers  on  Life  Insurance  who 
still  continue  to  commit  the  blunder  of  deriving  the  premium  of  insurance 
from  the  "  expectation  of  life."

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annual  premium  of  $1.     Therefore  an  annual  premium  of  $1 
will  insure  $17.3744. 

And  if  $17.3744  is  insured  [by  an  annual  premium  of  $1, 
then  proportionally  $100  will  be  insured  by  an  annual  premium 
of  $5.7556.  This  is  what  is  called  the  net,  or  mathematical 
premium,  to  which  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  expenses  and 
possible  deviations  in  the  actual  experience  from  the  two  funda- 
mental assumptions,  all  companies  add  more  or  less  of  what  is 
called  "  loading,"  commonly  25  per  cent,  on  the  net  premium. 

If  the  expenses  are  within  the  "  loading,"  and  the  vitality  of 
the  insured  so  exceeds  that  of  the  assumed  law  as  to  make 
the  losses  less  from  year  to  year,  it  is  plain  there  must  accrue  a 
surplus  of  funds,  even  should  interest  not  be  realized  beyond 
that  of  the  assumed  rate.  But  if  at  the  same  time  the  interest 
on  investments  amounts  on  the  whole  to  six  or  seven  per  cent., 
while  the  assumption  at  the  basis  of  the  premium  is  four  per 
cent.,  (and  with  some  companies  in  this  country  it  is  as  low  as 
three  per  cent.,)  there  must  be  a  quite  rapid  accumulation  of 
surplus.  This  surplus,  in  the  case  of  mutual  companies,  belongs 
to  the  insured  from  whose  premiums  it  has  accrued,  and  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  paid  by  each  multiplied  into  its  time.  If 
it  should  not  be  divided,  but  continue  accumulating  till  those  who 
were  the  first  contributors  to  it,  and  for  that  reason  probably 
are  most  largely  interested,  have  dropped  away  by  death,  or  by 
the  lapse  or  surrender  of  policies,  a  wrong  will  be  done,  which, 
though  not  so  frightful  as  bankruptcy,  may  be  as  extensive  in 
its  transfer  of  property  from  the  hands  of  its  owners  to  those  of 
strangers.  The  liability  to  this  over  accumulation  grows  out  of 
the  necessity  of  a  very  large  accumulation  of  funds  beyond  the 
losses  during  the  early  years  of  any  company.  Even  a  stock 
company  must  not  divide  the  whole  excess  of  its  premiums  over 
current  losses,  but  reserve  a  large  part  to  accumulate  at  interest, 
otherwise  it  does  in  effect  divide  its  capital. 

To  illustrate  the  necessity  of  this  large  accumulation,  we  will 
suppose  a  case  of  1,000  persons  at  the  age  of  30  insuring  each 
other  for  life  to  the  amount  of  $1,000  each,  by  the  net  annual 
premium  of  $1.6972  per  cent.,  which  is  that  due  to  the  age  by 
the  actuaries'  rate,  at  four  per  cent.  Table  IV.  gives,  to  the 
nearest  whole  number,  the  deaths  that  will  occur  each  year,  the 
number  that  will  survive  to  pay  premium  the  next  year,  the 
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premium  paid  each  year,  the  interest  that  accrues  from  it  and 
the  balance  of  funds  invested,  the  fund  increased  by  the  interest 
and  premium  of  the  year  and  ready  to  pay  the  loss  at  its  close, 
and  the  loss  that  must  be  deducted  before  carrying  balance  to  next 
year.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  fund  goes  on  accumulating 
for  thirty-four  years,  and  not  till  after  that  period  do  the  losses 
begin  to  exceed  the  income.  If  new  business  had  been  added 
from  year  to  year,  the  fund  would  have  been  somewhat  longer 
in  reaching  its  maximum,  and,  the  accession  of  new  members 
continuing  to  make  good  the  recession  of  the  old  ones,  it  would 
then  maintain  its  high  level.  It  will  be  perceived  from  the 
footings  that  the  aggregate  income  does  not  prove  quite  equal 
to  meet  the  million  of  dollars  insured,  but  four  of  the  longest 
livers  are  left  in  the  lurch,  two  of  them  having  to  be  content 
with  the  premiums  they  themselves  pay  after  the  bankruptcy, 
which  is  owing  to  the  neglect  of  fractions  making  the  mortality 
a  little  greater  than  that  of  the  table,  while  the  premium  is 
derived  exactly  from  that  of  the  table.  If,  all  other  conditions 
being  the  same,  we  had  made  the  losses  payable  in  the  middle  of 
the  year  in  which  they  occurred  instead  of  at  the  end,  the  effect 
on  the  accumulation  would  have  been  such  that  the  deficiency 
of  the  fund  would  have  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  55th  instead 
-of  the  64th  year  of  the  experiment,  and  would  have  amounted, 
supposing  the  premiums  all  paid  through,  to  $43,641.  Where 
compound  interest  is  concerned  time  is  emphatically  money. 

From  what  we  have  said  it  will  sufficiently  appear,  we  think, 
that  every  mutual  life  insurance  company  is  exposed  to  two 
opposite  dangers,  over-accumulation  on  the  one  hand,  by  which 
the  earlier  members  may  be  defrauded  to  enrich  the  later  ones, 
and  excessive  dividends,  by  which  the  earlier  members  are 
benefited  to  the  injury  of  the  later,  and  perhaps  to  the  bank- 
ruptcy of  the  company.  By  what  chart  and  compass  can  the 
company  safely  find  its  way  between  the  rocks  of  Scylla  and 
the  whirlpool  of  Charybdis  ? 

Not  to  enter  into  the  discussion  of  minor  points,  it  is  plain 
from  the  example  we  have  given  in  Table  IV.,  that  a  company 
cannot  safely  suffer  its  fund  to  fall  below  a  certain  mathemati- 
cal requirement  of  the  two  assumptions,  supposing  them  to  be 
well  taken.  If  we  divide  the  fund  there  given  for  any  year,  by 
the  number  of  policies  then  in  force,  we  find  the  share  of  the

accumulation  which  belongs  to  each  policy.  For  example,  at 
the  end  of  the  20th  year,  age  49,  the  fund  is  $215,908.  From 
this  deduct  the  loss  then  due  of  $12,000,  and  add  the  premium 
of  the  next  year,  $13,679,  and  we  find  that  the  21st  year  (the 
age  of  50)  begins  with  a  fund  of  $217,587,  and  has  806  policies 
in  force.  If  we  divide  the  fund  by  the  number  of  policies,  the 
shares  of  each  will  be  nearly  $269.96,  which  is  the  net  value  of 
the  policy  immediately  after  its  21st  premium  is  paid,  as  thus 
computed.  Computed  exactly  it  would  be  $270.27,  and  the 
fund  at  the  time  should  be  806  times  $270.27,  or  $217,837. 
Now  as  in  actual  practice  the  policies  are  of  different  dates  and 
on  persons  of  different  ages  the  net  value  of  each  must  be  found 
separately,  and  it  is  found  perhaps  as  readily  as  otherwise  by 
finding  the  present  value  of  a  life  annuity  which  is  equal  to 
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the  difference  of  the  net  premium  for  the  age  when  the  policy 
was  taken  and  the  net  premium  for  the  age  at  the  date  when 
the  valuation  is  made,  or  the  present  age  of  the  insured.  This 
is  what  it  would  cost  to  reinsure  the  life  according  to  the 
fundamental  assumptions,  already  referred  to,  expenses  being 
out  of  the  account.  The  sum  of  these  reinsurances,  or  in  other 
words,  the  net  value  of  all  the  policies,  is  the  mathematical 
measure  of  the  company's  matured  liability  to  its  policy- 
holders— below  which  it  cannot  allow  its  available  assets  to 
sink  and  be  true  to  the  aforesaid  fundamental  assumptions. 
Prudence  would  seem  to  dictate  that  it  should  keep  them 
always  somewhat  above  this  line.  But  if  the  accumulated  fund 
ever  rises  very  considerably  above  it,  the  policy-holders  have  a 
good  right  to  require  that  the  surplus  should  be  divided,  and 
not  held  for  the  benefit  of  future  members  who  will  have  con- 
tributed nothing  to  produce  it.  It  may  well  be  supposed  that 
the  "loading  "  of  the  future  premiums  will  take  care  of  future 
expenses,  as  that  of  the  past  has  of  the  past,  and  therefore  the 
future  net  premium  will  keep  good  the  fund  for  net  reinsurance. 
In  order  to  have  a  common  standard,  of  known  authority, 
by  which  to  compare  the  standing  of  the  various  companies 
that  do  business  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  Act  of  1858  (chap- 
ter 177)  required  each  company  to  return  to  this  office  on  the 
loth  of  November,  the  data  necessary  for  a  net  valuation  of 
each  of  its  policies  in  force  on  the  1st  of  that  month,  as  well  as 
the  usual  annual  statement  of  its  other  liabilities  and  its  assets 
on  that  day.  It  was  made  our  duty,  by  the  same  Act,  to  com- 
pute the  value  of  these  policies.  We  have  attended  to  this 
duty  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Fourteen  companies  forwarded 
to  us,  duly  attested,  the  required  data  of  42,502  policies,  being 
all  which  were  believed  by  them  to  be  in  force  on  the  day 
specified.  The  shortness  of  the  time  allowed  for  the  work  of 
valuation  has,  much  to  our  regret,  caused  a  delay  of  several 
weeks  in  the  publication  of  this  Report,  a  delay  which  will  not 
probably  occur  in  future  years,  because  the  valuation  from  data 
already  in  the  office  may  be  made  in  advance,  and  only  the 
new  policies  returned  will  have  to  be  valued  after  the  15th  of 
November,  and  the  valuation  of  the  old  ones  to  be  corrected  by 
marking  off  those  that  have  ceased  to  be  in  force.  The  data  of 
policies  have  been  placed  in  permanent  volumes  under  tl 
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of  "Life  Insurance  Registry,"  so  arranged  that  any  policy  can 
readily  be  found  by  its  number,  and  against  it  are  blank  spaces 
proper  to  receive  its  computed  value  for  several  successive 
years.  Any  holder  of  a  policy  in  one  of  these  companies,  by 
knowing  the  number  of  his  policy  and  consulting  this  registry, 
may  learn  what  is  his  equitable  share  in  the  reserved  fund  of 
the  company,  what  he  would  lose  by  allowing  his  policy  to  be 
forfeited  for  non-payment  of  premium,  and  what  he  ought  in 
equity  to  receive  in  case  of  its  surrender.  If  the  registry  and 
annual  valuation  be  properly  kept  up  from  year  to  year,  these 
books  will  show  the  value  of  life  in  the  combined  experience  of 
the  companies,  and  what  each  company  gains  by  the  forfeiture 
of  policies — a  point  of  great  social  importance  on  which  the 
public  has  hitherto  had  very  little  light — as  well  as  the  actual 
and  comparative  standing  of  the  various  companies. 

Table  Y.  exhibits  the  comparative  standing  of  fourteen  com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  State,  as  gathered  from  their 
returns,  including  our  valuation  of  their  policies  from  the  data 
rendered.  The  first  column  gives  the  year  in  which  the  charter 
was  granted ;  the  second  gives  the  number  of  all  policies  of 
insurance  in  force,  or  presumed  to  be  in  force,  against  each 
company  on  the  1st  of  November ;  the  third,  the  amount 
insured  by  these  policies  ;  and  the  fourth  their  net  value,  or 
the  sum  necessary  for  reinsurance,  according  to  the  rates  of 
mortality  and  interest  adopted.  The  fifth  column  gives  the 
net  assets  returned  by  the  officers  of  the  company,  by  which  is 
meant  all  their  funds,  of  whatever  sort,  other  than  capital  stock 
or  guarantee  capital,  after  deducting  all  other  debts,  losses  and 
claims.  Among  such  debts  or  claims  we  include  all  dividends 
declared,  except  reversionary  dividends,  whether  payable  abso- 
lutely or  at  the  "  discretion  of  the  directors."  The  reversion- 
ary dividends,  being  really  so  much  insured  for  life  by  the 
payment  of  a  single  premium,  are  included  in  the  amount 
insured,  in  the  third  column,  and  their  present  value  is 
included  in  the  present  value  of  the  policies.  The  sixth 
column  shows  the  ratio  of  the  net  assets  to  the  net  value  or 
liability  of  the  company  on  the  policies.  In  the  seventh  column 
it  is  aimed  to  show  the  income  of  each  company  the  past  year, 
from  premiums  and  interest  of  funds  that  have  arisen  from 
premiums.     But  it  is  not  possible  in  all  cases,  from  the  returns, 
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to  distinguish  with  exact  certainty  such  interest  from  that 
which  has  accrued  on  guarantee  capital  or  capital  stock.  The 
eighth  and  ninth  columns  give  the  expenses  of  the  year  and 
their  ratio  to  the  revenue  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  in  all  cases  the  net  assets  are,  as 
they  should  be,  larger  than  the  present  liability  on  the  policies, 
as  valued  at  four  per  cent.,  while  so  far  as  can  be  judged  from 
the  returns,  the  interest  realized  on  investments  has  very 
rarely  fallen  below  six  per  cent.  In  several  cases  the  surplus 
of  the  assets  is  very  marked,  and  when  it  is  not,  the  company 
either  has  ample  guarantee  capital  or  a  large  amount  of  dis- 
cretionary dividends  held  in  reserve. 

The  only  purely  stock  company  exhibited  in  Table  Y.,  is  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital.  It  was  chartered  in  1818,  with  a 
capital  stock  *of  $500,000,  and  powers,  which  have  since  been 
defined  and  modified,  that  enable  it  not  only  to  transact  all 
business  connected  with  life  insurance,  but  to  manage  estates 
in  trust,  and  deal  in  real  estate,  to  advantage.  As  its  life  busi- 
ness was  burdened  by  its  charter  with  the  obligation  to  pay 
over  yearly  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  one-third  of 
the  net  profits  thereon,  and  its  other  business  was  left  free  from 
any  such  obligation,  it  does  not  appear  ever  to  have  sought 
with  much  avidity  to  enlarge  the  former.  Besides  its  policies 
of  insurance  on  lives,  it  has  outstanding  73  annuities,  payable 
mostly  to  persons  of  great  age,  to  the  amount  of  $11,516  per 
annum.  We  have  estimated  the  present  value  of  72  of  these 
annuities,  on  the  1st  of  November,  on  the  same  assumptions 
applied  to  life  policies,  at  the  sum  of  $63,317.14.  One  of  $10 
could  have  no  value  according  to  our  table  of  mortality,  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  due  having  already  exceeded  the  age  of 
100  years.  Deducting  the  value  of  the  annuities  from  the 
excess  of  the  assets  over  the  capital  stock,  leaves  $18,320.65, 
which  we  have  carried  into  the  table  against  the  reinsurance  of 
its  life  policies.  The  income  of  this  company  from  its  premi- 
ums last  year  was  $2,881.50.  Its  expenses  on  life  business  are 
not  given,  but  cannot  be  large. 

It  deserves  to  be  remarked  in  regard  to  the  New  England 
Company,  that  since  it  returned  the  amount  of  its  assets  in 
November,  it  has  made  a  dividend  payable  immediately  in  cash 
or  by  a  reversionary  addition  to  the  policy,  at  the  option  of  the 
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policy-holder,  of  $335,763.  Diminishing  the  net  assets  by 
this  sum,  their  ratio  to  liabilities  would  be  reduced  to  $146 
per  cent. 

The  Union  Mutual  Life,  of  Augusta,  Me.,  replies  to  the 
question  as  to  the  amount  of  declared  dividends  due,  "  Nothing 
due  for  dividends,"  and  yet  against  the  question  as  to  the  mode 
of  paying  dividends,  which  it  answers  are  "  paid  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  directors,"  it  carries  out  the  sum  of  132,093.  If 
this  sum  had  stood  against  the  former  question  without  any 
disclaimer,  we  should  have  deducted  it  from  the  assets  as  above 
explained.  Supposing  it  to  be  returned  as  surplus  to  the  policy- 
holders, the  ratio  of  remaining  assets  to  liabilities  in  this  com- 
pany would  be  $146.55  per  cent. 

The  general  comparison  we  have  made  in  Table  V.,  may 
enable  the  officers  of  companies  better  to  judge  whether  it  is 
safe  or  proper  for  them  to  pay  presumed  surplus  as  dividend  or 
retain  it.  Public  opinion  has  been  too  unenlightened  to  oblige 
the  directors  of  these  institutions  to  follow  any  particular  rule 
for  avoiding  over-accumulation,  and,  left  to  themselves  entirely, 
they  seem  in  numerous  cases  to  have  attempted  to  take  two 
courses  at  once — on  the  one  hand  endeavoring  to  attract  busi- 
ness by  declaring  large  dividends,  and  on  the  other  to  provide 
for  safety  by  not  paying  them  for  a  long  time  if  at  all.  Not  to 
speak  of  other  faults,  this  plan  has  the  double  disadvantage  of  not 
being  either  decided  in  its  tendency  or  intelligible  to  the  public. 

There  are  two  general  plans  adopted  for  avoiding  over-accu- 
mulation. One  is  to  diminish  the  assets,  and  the  other  to 
increase  the  liabilities.  The  former,  when  the  surplus  is  fairly 
divided  among  those  who  have  contributed  to  produce  it,  is  a 
very  plain  and  satisfactory  process,  as  well  as  perfectly  safe,  if 
not  carried  beyond  the  right  mark.  The  latter,  which  seems  to 
have  grown  out  of  the  desire  to  divide  and  hold  on  at  the  same 
time,  a  feeling  nearly  as  old  as  life  insurance  itself,  is  not  so 
plain  and  attended  with  some  difficulties.  According  to  this 
plan,  when  a  mutual  company  finds  itself  in  possession  of  much 
more  than  enough  to  reinsure  its  risks,  or  in  other  words,  to 
meet  its  matured  liability  on  them,  it  increases  that  liability  at 
once  by  persuading  or  compelling  its  members  to  insure  more, 
the  additional  sum  insured  being  that  of  which  each  member's 
share  in  the  dividend  is  the  single  premium,  at  his  present  age. 
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So  far  as  the  members  are  concerned,  if  they  do  not  want  the 
ready  money  and  do  want  the  additional  insurance,  this  would 
be  all  very  well,  provided  the  company  gave  an  independent 
policy,  but  it  attaches  the  addition  to  the  policy  already  in  force 
which  is  conditioned  on  the  punctual  payment  of  its  annual 
premium.  If  that  premium  should  be  paid  punctually  for 
twenty  years,  and  one  payment  be  then  omitted,  not  only  the 
policy  would  be  forfeited,  but  the  additional  insurance,  though 
fully  paid  for  by  what  was  the  same  as  cash,  and  now  increased 
in  value,  would  go  to  nothingness  with  it.  The  absurdity  of 
having  the  forfeiture  of  an  annual-premium  insurance  work  the 
forfeiture  of  one  on  which  the  premium  has  all  been  paid  down, 
is  too  flagrant  to  need  dwelling  on,  yet  it  is  the  practice  in 
several  of  the  companies  doing  business  in  this  State.  The 
excuse  offered  for  this  palpable  injustice  is,  that  every  insuree 
is  made  aware,  before  taking  his  policy,  that  such  is  the  condi- 
tion of  forfeiture,  both  of  it  and  all  the  additions  that  may  be 
made  to  it.  If  a  person  in  such  circumstances,  commencing  a 
life-long  experiment,  does  not  misunderstand  the  conditions  of 
the  policy,  he  may  misunderstand  his  own  strength,  and  may  be 
very  unwise  in  piling  up  penalties  to  be  visited  years  hence  on 
his  want  of  punctuality.  Why  should  the  company  invite  him 
to  do  it  ?  In  regard  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  original  policy  itself 
by  non-payment  of  premium,  we  shall  have  more  to  say  by  and 
by,  but  in  regard  to  new  single  premium  insurance,  or  rever- 
sionary dividend,  whether  liable  to  forfeiture  or  not,  if  impera- 
tive upon  the  company,  at  the  option  of  the  insured,  it  involves 
the  absurdity  of  insuring  without  selection.  The  worst  lives 
only  will  choose  reversions,  and  this  must  tend  to  injure  the 
company.  Only  where  it  is  compulsory  on  all  the  members  to 
accept  reversionary  dividends,  will  the  average  vitality  of  the 
members  be  secured  for  this  class  of  insurance,  and  even  in  that 
case,  if,  as  is  sometimes  supposed,  the  beneficial  effect  of  selec- 
tion wears  out,  it  must  be  worse  for  the  company  than  to  return 
the  surplus.  It  is  true  that  by  this  sort  of  addition  to  the 
policy,  while  the  liability  to  forfeiture  is  not  much  diminished, 
the  company  will  gain  much  more  if  it  takes  place.  Ought 
that  to  be  a  motive  with  an  institution  which  claims  to  be  rather 
philanthropic  than  mercenary  ? 
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The  companies  that  have  resorted  to  this  plan  of  avoiding 
surplus  or  preserving  the  proper  relation  of  assets  to  liabilities, 
and  the  sums  they  have  added  to  the  amount  insured  by  annual 
premium,  are  as  follows  : —

Here  is  an  aggregate  of  more  than  three  millions  of  dollars  of 
insurance  for  which  the  companies  have  been  paid  in  full,  every 
dollar  of  which  is  liable  to  be  forfeited  by  the  non-payment  of 
premium  on  other  insurance  !  The  present  value  of  this  insur- 
ance has  been  carefully  calculated  by  us,  but  has  not  been  kept 
distinct  from  that  of  the  policies  to  which  it  is  attached.  It 
probably  exceeds  one  million  of  dollars.  Except  in  the  case  of 
the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York,  it  is  all 
attached  to  whole  life  policies.  The  State  Mutual  acknowledges 
in  its  return  an  indebtedness  of  $4,250.17  for  "  dividends  upon 
temporary  assurances."  It  was  not  noticed  till  after  the 
appended  Abstract,  where  it  should  have  appeared,  was  in  type, 
that  this  was  not  attached  to  the  temporary  policies  as  rever- 
sionary. It  has,  however,  been  deducted  from  the  assets  before 
placing  the  net  amount  in  Table  V.  The  reversionary  dividends 
of  the  Mutual  Life,  to  the  sum  of  $13,853.67,  are  attached  to 
endowment  policies,  and  are  payable  with  the  policy.  To  the 
sum  of  $41,657.07,  they  are  attached  to  term  policies,  and 
though  cast  as  reversionary,  or  at  single  premium  for  the  whole 
life,  are  payable  at  death  only  in  case  the  death  takes  place 
within  the  term  for  which  the  life  is  insured  in  the  policy.  To 
illustrate  :  suppose  the  holder  of  a  seven  year  policy,  which  has 
two  years  yet  to  run,  is  entitled  to  $84.85,  as  his  share  of  cash 
surplus.  The  company,  instead  of  paying  it  to  him  in  cash, 
adds  $200  to  his  policy,  his  age  now  being  40,  and  $200  being 
the  amount  which  a  single  premium  of  $84.85  will  insure, 
payable  whenever  death  occurs.  But  he  must  forfeit  this  paid 
up  policy  of  $200  by  not  dying  within  two  years  !     This  may  be 
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no  fault  of  his,  for  perhaps  he  cannot  help  living.  It  may  be 
considered  a  trifling  or  impertinent  question,  but  why  should 
not  the  company  either  pay  the  $200  whenever  the  death  occurs, 
having  received  the  full  value  for  that  insurance,  or  else  give 
him  the  value  of  $81.85  in  insurance  for  the  remaining  portion 
of  his  term  ?  This  would  require,  for  a  single  temporary  pre- 
mium similarly  loaded  with  their  life  premium,  an  addition  to 
the  policy  of  $3,872.84.  It  is  very  true,  and  only  fair  to  say, 
that  this  company's  practice  is  somewhat  better  than  its  principle, 
for  if  at  the  close  of  the  term  policy  the  holder  takes  out  a  new 
policy  for  the  whole  life^ — which  we  suppose  he  may  do  if  his 
health  is  sufficiently  good — the  company  will  add  to  it  the 
reversionary  dividend  attached  to  the  former  policy. 

We  have  been  the  more  particular  to  call  attention  to  the 
extreme  case  of  these  reversionary  dividends,  in  the  hope  of 
attracting  more  attention  to  the  general  question  of  the  forfeit- 
ure of  life  policies  by  failure  to  pay  the  periodical  premium  at 
the  time  specified  in  the  policy.  As  we  have  already  shown,  a 
mutual  life  insurance  company  partakes  of  the  nature  of  a 
savings  bank.  Money  is  deposited  to  be  returned  certainly,  but 
at  an  uncertain  time.  Therefore,  taking  one  policy  with 
another,  there  must  be  a  long  process  of  accumulation,  and  the 
annual  premium  on  a  life  policy,  taken  at  any  age,  must  be 
much  larger  than  is  exhausted  in  paying  for  the  insurance  of 
any  one  of  its  earlier  years.  Hence  at  the  close  of  any  year, 
when  the  premium  of  the  next  year  is  due  and  not  paid,  there 
is  always  in  the  hands  of  the  company  a  balance  which  it  has 
not  earned.  If  the  insured  pays  his  premium  before  the  last 
minute  of  grace  expires,  the  balance  continues  to  be  his,  and 
his  insurance  is  kept  good ;  but  if  he  does  not,  his  balance  goes 
to  the  company,  by  the  conditions  of  the  policy  and  the  law  of 
the  land.  He  may  have  paid  his  premiums  regularly  for  ten 
years  and  have  several  hundreds  of  dollars  in  the  general  fund, 
and  yet  because  one  hundred  is  not  paid  to-day,  he  may  lose  it 
all,  and  what  is  worse,  if  he  dies,  his  widow  may  receive  neither 
the  amount  insured  nor  the  value  of  his  policy.  It  would 
hardly  be  deemed  fair  to  have  one's  note  protested  in  a  bank 
where  he  had  funds  deposited  to  several  times  the  'amount  for 
the  express  purpose  of  paying  it.  Turning  from  the  literal  con- 
ditions of  the  policy  to  the  reason  and  equity  of  it,  we  shall  see 
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that  the  analogy  is  sound,  and  that  a  policy  ought  not  to 
become  void  for  non-payment  of  premium  till  the  sum  already 
paid  has  been  exhausted  in  temporary  insurance,  or  in  other 
words,  till  the  policy  has  no  longer  any  value,  and  nothing 
should  be  forfeited  but  the  right  to  reinstate  it.  It  would  be 
penalty  enough — if  penalty  is  necessary  to  secure  punctuality — 
to  have  it  placed  at  the  option  of  the  company  whether  the 
policy  should  be  restored  to  its  character  of  a  whole  life  policy 
by  the  payment  of  the  back  premium  and  interest,  after  having 
sunk  to  that  of  a  temporary  policy  by  an  omission  of  payment. 

We  do  not  think  it  would  be  a  law  impairing  the  just  obliga- 
tion of  contracts,  but  quite  the  contrary,  which  should  enact 
that  hereafter  any  policy  issued  by  any  company  chartered  by 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  after  lapse  for  non-payment 
of  premium,  should  nevertheless  be  good  against  the  company 
in  case  of  death,  should  that  event  occur  before  the  value  of  the 
policy,  at  the  time  the  last  premium  was  due,  should  be 
exhausted  in  temporary  insurance — the  value  of  the  policy  and 
the  term  of  the  temporary  insurance  to  which  it  shall  entitle 
to  be  determined  by  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, allowing  25  per  cent,  of  loading  on  the  net  tem- 
porary premium.  For  example,  in  the  Registry  in  this  office, 
of  policies  in  force  against  the  New  England  Company,  policy 
number  2,893  was  issued  Jan.  2,  1850,  to  a  person  then  aged 
50,  insuring  for  life  15,000.  Its  net  value,  as  appears  by  the 
registry  on  the  1st  of  November  last,  was  $1,027.01.  On  the 
2d  of  January  last,  when  the  premium  was  due  and  before  it 
was  paid,  the  value  had  diminished  to  11,016.68.  If  the 
insured  then  paid  the  premium  of  the  company,  $235,  he  paid, 
as  compared  with  the  net  premium  adopted  for  this  valuation, 
$56.12  as  the  "  loading  "  for  expenses,  or  23.88  per  cent,  of  his 
premium,  and  the  balance,  $178.88,  went  to  increase  the  value 
of  his  policy,  which  became  at  once  $1,195.56.  When  the 
next  year's  premium  becomes  due,  Jan.  2,  1860,  the  policy 
will  have  diminished  in  net  value  by  $61.36,  the  net  cost  of 
the  year's  insurance,  which  the  company  has  earned,  and  it 
will  be  then  worth  $1,134.20.  Should  the  holder  fail  to  pay 
the  $235  of  annual  premium  that  day,  he  will  forfeit  to  the 
company  the  $1,134.20,  and  if  he  dies  the  day  after,  his  heirs 
will  not  have  any  legal  claim  to  one  cent  of  the  $5,000.     The 
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officers  of  the  company,  as  we  all  know,  if  the  insured  should 
seasonably  request  them,  would  do  every  thing  in  their  power 
to  prevent  the  lapse,  and  would  not  refuse  to  lend  the  amount 
of  the  premium  on  the  pledge  of  the  policy.  And  after  the 
lapse  they  would  allow  the  policy  to  be  reinstated,  if  the  health 
should  be  good.  But  they  are  under  no  legal  obligation  to  do 
this,  and  should  the  holder  for  any  reason,  or  the  want  of  it 
allow  the  payment  to  be  omitted  and  be  overtaken  by  death, 
the  officers  would  not  feel  themselves  at  liberty,  however  much 
disposed  to  do  it,  to  pay  either  the  loss  or  the  value  of  the 
policy  at  the  time  of  the  lapse,  though,  having  been  over-paid  by 
the  "  loading"  for  the  expenses,  the  company  has  no  more 
right  in  equity — apart  from  the  letter  of  the  contract — to  hold 
the  net  value  of  the  policy  after  refusing  to  pay  the  loss,  than 
it  has  to  rob  the  house  of  the  deceased  of  an  equal  sum. 
Regarding  the  $1,134.20  as  the  gross  or  "loaded"  single 
premium  for  a  person  60  years  of  age,  it  is  sufficient  to  insure 
$5,000  on  his  life  for  the  term  of  six  years  and  twelve  days,* 

*  This  will  appear  by  recurring  to  Table  III.  The  sum  of  $1,134.20  is 
equivalent  to  a  net  premium,  of  $907.36,  with  a  loading  of  25  per  cent.  As 
$5,000  is  to  the  net  single  premium,  $907.36,  for  the  time  it  will  insure 
$5,000  at  the  age  of  60,  so  is  $1  to  the  net  single  premium  required  to  insure 
$1  for  the  same  time  on  the  same  life,  that  is  to  $0.181472.  The  sum  of  the 
contingent  present  values  of  $1,  in  the  last  column  of  the  table,  for  six  years? 
is  .175292,  and  for  seven  years  it  is  .204183,  showing  that  $0.181472  will 
insure  one  dollar  for  more  than  six  years  and  less  than  seven.  As  the  whole 
difference  between  the  premium  for  seven  years  and  the  premium  for  six  years 
is  to  the  excess  of  the  given  premium  over  the  latter,  so  is  365  to  the  days 
of  excess  over  six  years  of  insurance  very  nearly.     In  this  case 

.204183  —  .175292  :  .181472  —  175292  ::  365  :  12.43 
therefore  $1,134.20  is  sufficient  to  insure  the  holder  of  the  policy  for  six  years 
and  twelve  days,  and  pay  rather  more  for  expenses  than  was  paid  before  the 
lapse. 

There  are  far  more  cases  of  hardship  from  the  forfeiture  of  policies,  and 
more  hard  earned  money  is  wrenched  from  its  proper  owners,  than  the  public 
is  aware  of.  This  class  of  misfortunes,  for  obvious  reasons,  does  not  court 
publicity.  The  following  paragraph  from  the  New  York  correspondence  of 
the  Boston  Journal,  whether  accurately  corresponding  to  the  facts  of  the  case 
or  not,  will  serve  our  purpose  to  show,  not  the  common  result,  but  the  common 
complexion  of  these  cases  and  their  relation  to  the  common  sense  of  justice  : 

"  One  of  our  large  hearted  merchants  is  a  leading  and  influential  director  in 
one  of  the  mutual  life  insurance  companies.  One  day  this  case  came  to  hss 
knowledge.     One  of  those  who  had  insured  for  years  in  his  company  died, 
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and  the  company,  not  returning  the  value  of  the  policy,  would 
be  no  loser  by  paying  the  85,000,  should  death  occur  at  any 
time  within  that  term.  What  we  would  most  earnestly  recom- 
mend is,  that  the  company  should  be  obliged  by  law  to  do  it. 
Let  the  failure  to  pay  the  premium  as  stipulated  only  release 
the  company  from  the  obligation  to  insure  beyond  the  time  and 
amount  already  paid  for.  Apart  from  the  consideration  of 
justice  to  the  insured,  we  believe  policies  under  a  legal  provis- 
ion of  this  kind  would  be  greatly  preferred,  and  would  attract 
business  to  the  companies  issuing  them.  Profits  caught  by  the 
trap  of  forfeitures  frighten  away  ten  times  their  amount,  deter- 
ing  the  most  prudent  people  from  running  the  hazard  of  life 
insurance. 

The  synopsis  in  Table  Y.  includes  all  the  business  of  the 
companies  named  therein,  except  the  annuities  issued  by 
four  companies  to  a  trifling  amount,  and  which  appear  in  the 
Abstract.  Of  the  insurance  on  life,  a  part  consists  of  policies 
for  definite  short  terms  of  from  six  months  to  fourteen  years, 
and  some  of  such  temporary  insurances  coupled  with  endow- 
ment, or  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  the  policy  to  the 
insured  himself,  in  case  he  survives  the  term.  The  latter 
are  called  endowment  policies,  and  present  the  double  attrac- 
tion of  providing  for  dependents  in  case  the  insured  should 

He  had  been  rich.  He  was  poor  in  the  close  of  life.  It  was  the  old  story  of 
fortune  and  poverty.  He  paid  the  premium  as  long  as  he  could,  and  when 
he  could  not  buy  bread  he  could  not  keep  his  policy  alive.  And  a  month  or 
two  before  he  died  he  failed  to  pay,  and  the  benefit  of  years  was  lost  to  his 
family.  This  gentleman  found  the  family  in  want — a  mother  with  several 
children  completely  destitute.  He  took  charge  of  the  funeral.  He  made  pro- 
vision for  the  present  comfort  of  those  born  to  wealth  and  trained  to  affluence. 
He  took  the  policy  and  presented  it  to  the  company.  He  told  the  story  of 
the  man  of  fallen  fortunes,  referred  to  the  books  of  the  company  to  show  how 
much  he  had  paid,  and  told  the  directors  that  he  ceased  paying  only  when  he 
had  nothing  to  give.  The  corporation  was  unmoved  !  "  Business  was  busi- 
ness. A  contract  was  a  contract.  Had  he  paid  the  last  premium  all  would 
have  been  well.  The  case  was  hard ;  but  it  must  take  the  course  of  thousands 
of  others."  And  the  request  to  allow  the  policy  was  denied.  The  gentleman 
who  presented  the  policy  arose  and  addressed  the  meeting.  He  told  them  if, 
under  the  circumstances,  the  sum  mentioned  in  that  policy  was  not  allowed, 
his  connection  with  that  company  would  end  from  that  hour.  He  showed  the 
great  wrong  to  be  done  and  the  great  principle  of  right  involved — the  claims 
of  the  widow  and  the  cry  of  the  fatherless.  He  prevailed.  The  policy  was 
allowed.  The  sum  of  $12,000  was  given  into  his  hands.  He  carried  the  glad 
news  to  the  broken-hearted  woman — doubly  sorrowful  for  her  children's  sake. 
There  was  joy  in  that  dwelling  that  night ;  and  the  blessing  of  those  ready  to 
perish  came  down  on  the  head  of  that  good  man  who  had  proved  himself  a 
friend  indeed.  For  once  it  seemed  that  a  corporation  had  a  soul !

be  cut  off  during  his  active  years,  and  providing  against 
dependence  in  case  he  should  reach  old  age.  If  the  public 
were  better  aware  of  these  advantages,  this  class  of  policies 
could  not  fail  to  become  more  popular,  and  especially  if,  as  is 
the  case  in  Belgium,  they  were  better  adapted  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  laboring  class,  by  allowing  the  premium  to  be 
paid  monthly.  The  business  done  by  the  various  companies 
in  temporary  insurance  is  reported  for  the  first  of  November  as 
follows  :  —

*  The  largeness  of  this  reinsurance  is  owing1  to  the  value  of  dividends 
attached  to  the  policies.  They  were  returned  as  reversionary  or  payable  at 
death,  and  the  Commissioners  did  not  discover  till  the  valuation  was  completed, 
that  they  were  payable  only  in  case  the  death  occurred  within  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Had  they  been  valued  on  the  correct  understanding  of  the  company's 
liability,  the  amount  would  probably  have  been  about  $15,000  less.

It  will  be  perceived  from  the  abstract  and  appended  details, 
that  in  the  case  of  several  of  the  life  insurance  companies,  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  assets  consists  of  premium  notes 
secured  by  pledge  of  the  policy,  but  not  in  such  proportion,  it 
is  believed,  in  any  case  as  to  endanger  the  solvency  of  the  com- 
pany. It  would  be  easy  to  show  by  the  aid  of  Table  IV.,  that 
premium  notes  taken  by  a  company  whose  expenses  are  not 
above  the  average,  to  the  amount  of  not  more  than  half  the 
gross  premium,  and  bearing  an  interest  above  4  per  cent,  on 
that  assumed  as  certain,  must  be  the  safest  if  not  the  most  pro- 
ductive possible  investment.  The  only  exception  to  this  would 
occur  if  a  company  were  to  insure  at  what  are  called  unin- 
surable ages.  The  only  valid  objection  to  the  practice  is  on  the 
side  of  the  insured,  that  it  tends  to  attract  the  benefits  of  in- 
surance too  much  to  the  early  part  of  the  life,  and  load  its  bur- 
dens too  much  on  the  latter  part.  It  lias  however  the  con- 
side  rable  advantage  of  very  nearly,  in  practice,  righting  the 
wrong  of  the  forfeiture  of  policies,  of  which  we  have  com- 
plained, for  the  premium  notes  will  generally  fall  but  a  little 
short  of  the  value  of  the  policies,  and  in  case  of  a  lapse,  as  they 
are  not  equitably  owed  to  the  company,  they  are  not  very  likely 
to  be  collected.  The  all-cash  companies  ought  to  advocate  the 
passage  of  the  law  we  have  proposed,  to  make  themselves  equal 
in  this  respect  to  the  part-note  companies. 

*  This  includes  the  present  value  of  dividends,  reversionary  or  deferred,  to 
the  amount  of  $13,853.67,  which  are  payable  with  the  policy. 
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Two  foreign  life  insurance  companies  that  have  for  some 
years  maintained  agencies  in  this  Commonwealth,  have  made 
the  other  returns  required  by  chapter  252  of  the  acts  of  1856, 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  abstract,  but  have  not  furnished  the  data 
requisite  for  the  valuation  of  their  policies  as  required  by  sec- 
tion 10  of  said  chapter,  and  by  chapter  177  of  the  Acts  of  1858. 
These  are  the  "  International,"  of  London,  and  the  "  American 
Mutual,"  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  We  have  no  means  of 
determining  the  exact  amount  insured  by  these  companies  on 
lives  of  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  but  it  .probably  does  not  vary 
Jar  from  three-quarters  of  a  million  of  dollars  by  each  company, 
and  the  premiums  paid  to  both  by  citizens  of  Massachusetts 
probably  amount  to  about  $50,000  per  annum.  The  delin- 
quency in  regard  to  returns  has  in  neither  case  been  the  fault 
of  their  general  agents  here.  The  assets  and  the  security  of 
the  International  being  apparently  ample,  and  the  authorized 
representative  of  the  company  in  this  country  having  assured 
us  that  its  failure  to  comply  with  the  law  was  the  result  of  a 
misunderstanding  of  its  requirements,  and  particularly  of  the 
amount  of  the  additional  tax  required,  and  that  the  company 
being  now  set  right  on  that  point,  would  lose  no  time  in  fur- 
nishing the  required  data,  we  have  taken  the  responsibility  of 
waiving  immediate  steps  for  exacting  the  penalty,  on  condition 
that  the  agents  shall  take  no  new  risks  till  the  required  data 
are  forthcoming,  and  the  result  of  a  valuation  on  them  proves 
the  company  to  be  in  a  sound  condition.  Those  who  contem- 
plate getting  their  lives  insured  in  this  company,  unless  they 
possess  more  conclusive  information  than  our  files  can  furnish, 
would  do  well,  in  our  opinion,  to  await  the  same  proof.  It  does 
not  follow  that  the  strength  or  discretion  of  a  life  insurance 
company  is  beyond  question  because  it  is  English.  In  1857 
there  were  159  life  insurance  companies  in  existence  under  the 
creative  authority,  rather  than  the  providential  superintend- 
ence, of  the  British  parliament,  and  nearly  all  relying  for 
public  favor  rather  upon  the  authority  of  great  and  particularly 
"  noble  "  names,  than  upon  a  frank  and  conclusive  exposition 
of  their  affairs.  In  the  manifestoes  of  most  of  them,  numerical 
bragging  has  always  been  carried  to  a  high  pitch  of  extrava- 
gance. At  the  same  time  it  was  the  fact  that  since  1844,  no 
less  than  one  hundred  and  six  companies,  which  had  been  char- 
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tered  by  the  same  authority,  and  had  operated  from  little  or 
no  time  up  to  sixty-five  years,  had  ceased  to  exist,  with  more 
or  less  loss  to  the  insured,  and  in  many  cases  entire  frustra- 
tion to  the  hopes  of  widows  and  orphans,  either  by  transfer  of 
their  policies  to  other  companies,  intervention  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  or  explosion  as  unmitigated  swindles.  Sound  com- 
panies in  this  country  welcome  the  most  thorough  scrutiny,  and 
why  should  not  English  companies  do  so,  before  they  claim  our 
confidence  ? 

The  American  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  New 
Haven,  Connecticut,  chartered  in  1847,  returns  the  amount 
insured  by  it  as  "  estimated  "  at  $5,000,000,  and  to  the  ques- 
tion of  "  net  value,"  it  replies :  "  From  the  best  estimate  we 
can  make,  we  could  transfer  all  existing  policies  to  a  reliable 
company  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $37,500."  If  this  be  true, 
its  net  assets,  though  but  $  162, 212. 98,  must  be  amply  sufficient. 
But  it  is  stated,  apparently,  not  as  the  result  of  any  calculation 
or  investigation  whatever,  but  of  wholesale  conjecture,  and  is  to 
us  entirely  incredible.* 

A  comparison  of  this  company  with  others  of  the  same  age 
and  amount  at  risk,  would  incline  one  to  believe  that  no  other 
company  would  be  justified  in  taking  its  contracts  off  its  hands 
for   the   whole   amount    of    its    assets.     In    other   words    the 

*  As  the  basis  of  a  guess  at  what  a  "reliable  company"  would  do,  we 
would  remark  that,  on  the  assumptions  taken  by  this  company  in  establishing 
its  premiums,  to  wit :  the  Carlisle  table  of  mortality  and  six  per  cent,  interest, 
a  policy  for  $5,000,000  which  had  run  five  years — half  the  age  of  this  com- 
pany— on  a  life  aged  thirty  at  the  start,  would  require  $159,360  to  reinsure 
it — by  the  same  mortality,  at  four  per  cent,  it  would  require  $180,901.  A 
policy  of  the  same  amount,  having  run  the  same  time,  on  a  life  aged  40  at  the 
start — an  average  supposition  which  probably  more  nearly  represents  the 
company's  business — would  by  the  Carlisle  table,  at  6  per  cent.,  require 
$220,721  to  reinsure  it,  and  by  the  same,  at  4  per  cent,  $301,427.  The 
assumptions  we  have  adopted  would  require  $248,145  to  reinsure  the  same 
policy  if  taken  at  30,  and  $383,965  if  taken  at  40.  The  lower  reinsurance  at 
the  same  rate  of  interest,  by  the  Carlisle  table,  is  owing  not  so  much  to  the 
greater  vitality  of  that  table  in  the  aggregate,  as  to  its  abnormal  distribution 
on  the  scale.  The  tenacity  with  which  the  English  Life  Companies  adhere  to 
the  Carlisle  Table  of  Mortality  perhaps  arises  from  the  fact  that  it  is  the  most 
profitable  table  to  sell  annuities  by  to  parties  beyond  the  age  of  40,  and  more 
especially  to  those  advanced  in  the  decline  of  life.  By  the  same  token  it 
should  not  be  selected  as  the  basis  of  insurance  on  lives  in  their  prime. 
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probability,  judging  from  the  returns  it  makes,  seems  to  be  that 
according  to  the  rule  of  valuation  which  we  have  applied  to  the 
other  companies,  its  accumulation  has  not  kept  pace  with  its 
liabilities.  An  actual  valuation  might  reveal  some  peculiarity 
in  its  business  and  relieve  it  of  the  suspicion  of  deficient 
accumulation.  Out  of  regard  to  the  venerable  gentleman  who 
has  stood  at  its  head,  and  whose  name  has  been  its  chief  tower 
of  strength — a  name  dear  to  the  whole  world  for  his  noble  zeal 
and  eloquence  in  the  cause  of  science  and  humanity — we  can- 
not but  hope  it  would.  We  would  not  be  understood  to  say 
that  the  error  of  this  company,  in  case  its  liabilities  should  be 
found  by  our  rules  of  valuation  to  exceed  its  assets,  is  by  any 
means  irretrievable,  or  that  the  catastrophe  of  bankruptcy  is 
not  easily  avoidable  by  proper  management  in  future  ;  but  we 
cannot  but  advise  those  who  would  insure  their  lives  to  avoid 
any  company  which  does  not  attempt  to  show,  by  decently 
exact  arithmetic,  how  its  accumulation  corresponds  with  some 
pair  of  assumptions  or  other  in  regard  to  mortality  and  interest. 
We  have,  of  course,  felt  obliged  to  take  the  steps  prescribed  to 
us,  to  have  the  law  enforced  in  this  case. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Report  of  this  commission;  nine  foreign 
fire  insurance  companies  have  complied  with  our  laws  in  regard 
to  maintaining  agencies  here.  The  following  are  their  names 
and  the  dates  at  which  they  were  authorized  to  commence 
business.

According  to  returns  made  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver- 
general  of  the  Commonwealth,  by  the  agents  of  foreign  insur- 
ance companies,  of  the  amount  of  risks  taken  by  them,  and

The  agents  of  the  foreign  life  insurance  companies  have  not 
made  their  returns  with  uniformity,  either  in  the  past  or  in 
previous  years,  most  of  them  returning  the  whole  amount  of 
risks  taken  by  them,  and  some  only  the  amount  of  risks 
taken  during  the  year ;  and  of  those  liable  to  tax — the  agents 
of  the  International,  of  London,  only — some  have  paid  accord- 
ing to  law,  one  per  cent,  on  all  the  premiums  received,  and 
others  only  on  the  premiums  for  new  insurances.  The  want  of 
precision  in  these  returns  and  the  evasion  of  the  tax  were  not 
discovered  by  us  in  season  to  be  corrected  before  presenting 
this  Report.  These  returns  are  given  as  they  were  made.  It 
appears  by  them  that  the  whole  amount  insured  by  the  agents 
of  foreign  life  insurance  companies  in  this  State,  is  more  than 
$7,000,000,  and  that  the  premiums  collected  by  them  in  1858 
amounted  to  $181,083.92,  against  $392,514.92  in  1857.  Thus 
we  pay  to  foreign  companies  nearly  twice  as  much  for  life 
insurance  as  we  do  for  fire  and  marine,  and  we  probably  pay 
more  to  foreign  life  insurance  companies  than  we  do  to  our 
own,  and  twice  as  much  as  our  own  draw  from  abroad. 

The  assets  of  the  various  companies  as  given  by  us  in  the 
abstract,  do  not  always  exactly  correspond  to  the  answers  in 
their  returns  on  file,  because  we  have  aimed  to  give  the  market 
value,  whereas  the  cost  on  the  books  of  the  company  or  the  par 
value  is  frequently  carried  out  in  the  return. 

Section  9  of  chapter  252  of  the  Acts  of  1856,  prescribes  that 
"  No  life  insurance  company  shall  issue  policies  insuring  fire 
or  marine  risks."  This  clause  is  interpreted  by  some  to  forbid 
foreign  companies,  that  conduct  both  life  and  fire  business  at 
home,  to  conduct  either  here.  There  are  two  foreign  com- 
panies, the  "  Royal,"  and  the  "  Liverpool  and  London,"  which 
do  both  life  and  fire  business  in  England,  and  do  a  fire  business 
only  through  their  agencies  in  this  Commonwealth.     As  the 
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clause  above  cited  seems  to  us  from  its  connection  to  apply 
only  to  home  companies,  to  have  been  intended  only  to  make 
life  policies  secure  from  the  incalculable  hazards  of  fire,  as  the 
life  business  of  any  company  is  not  likely  to  impair  the  security 
of  its  fire  policies,  but  if  any  thing  the  reverse,  and  as  the  com- 
panies in  question  seem  to  be  perfectly  safe  and  useful  to  our 
community,  we  have  not  felt  required  to  bring  the  question  to 
a  legal  adjudication.  Should  the  legislature  deem  us  wrong  in 
this  conclusion,  we  would  recommend  that  it  make  our  duty 
plainer,  by  the  requisite  legislation.

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

In  the  Report  in  relation  to  Insurance  Companies,  which  we 
had  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  previous  to  your  adjournment, 
it  was  stated  that  the  International  Life  Assurance 
Society  of  London,  had  made  the  other  returns  required  by 
chapter  252  of  the  Acts  of  1856,  but  had  not  furnished  the  data 
requisite  for  the  valuation  of  their  policies  as  required  by  sec- 
tion 10  of  said  chapter,  and  by  chapter  177  of  the  Acts  of 
1858,  and  that  in  consequence  of  this,  the  operation  of  its 
agents  had  been  suspended  till  such  time  as  it  should  fully 
comply  with  the  law.  On  the  26th  of  May,  its  General  Agent 
filed  in  this  office  a  duly  attested  statement  of  the  data  of  all 
its  policies  outstanding  on  the  first  of  November  last.  We 
have  carefully  computed  the  indebtedness,  or  matured  liability, 
of  the  society  on  each  policy,  at  that  date,  according  to  the 
"  combined  experience,"  or  Actuaries'  Rate  of  Mortality, 
assuming  interest  at  4  per  cent,  per  annum.  Changing  Ster- 
ling into  Federal  money  at  11.84  to  the  pound,  the  results  of 
our  valuation  are  as  follows  : —

The  sum  of  $1,683,256,  be  it  understood,  is  the  minimum 
which  the  society  ought  to  have  had  on  hand,  on  the  1st  of 
November,  1858,  as  the  accumulation  from  premiums  received, 
beyond  losses,  annuities,  dividends  and  expenses  paid  out.  The 
future  probable  premiums,  discounted  at  4  per  cent.,  with  a 
proper  allowance  for  future  expenses  and  contingencies,  will  be 
insufficient  to  meet  all  the  payments,  near  and  far,  on  the 
various  contracts,  by  the  sum  of  $1,683,256,  and  its  interest 
at  4  per  cent,  per  annum  till  it  is  exhausted.  An  insurance 
company  which  issues  whole-life  policies,  either  at  single  or 
equal  annual  premiums,  is  in  fact  a  savings  bank,  which  takes 
money  in  trust  for  a  certain  purpose  and  to  be  drawn  out  at 
certain  times  contingent  in  detail,  but  calculable  as  to  the 
average.  It  is  not  faithful  to  that  trust,  if  it  does  not  reserve 
from  division,  or  appropriation  as  profits,  at  least  the  net  value 
of  its  policies,  calculated  at  the  minimum  of  interest  on  its 
investments.  This  is  the  imperative  law  of  life  insurance, 
demonstrated  by  theory  and  confirmed  by  experience,  and  no 
company  can  violate  it  and  escape  ultimate  bankruptcy,  unless 

#  At  the  annlial  meeting  of  the  shareholders  in  London,  May  11,  1859,  the 
total  assets,  on  the  30th  November  1858,  were  stated  to  have  been  $962,545. 
If  this  is  to  be  taken  as  the  correct  amount,  instead  of  that  in  the  return  to 
this  office,  it  makes  the  condition  of  the  company  better  by  $90,928, 
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it  be  by  some  course  of  successful  gambling  and  trickery.  Any 
company,  situated  like  the  one  under  consideration,  which  has 
let  a  million  of  dollars  too  much  leak  through  its  sieve,  must 
either  seasonably  replace  the  funds,  or  its  policy-holders  must 
be  defrauded  by  it  to  that  amount.  They  may  be  frightened 
into  forfeiting  their  policies  at  once,  and  in  that  case  their  loss 
is  immediate  and  certain.  Or  they  may  go  on  putting  more 
money  into  the  sieve,  and  in  that  case  their  loss  will  be  more 
remote  and  greater.  If  policies  should  be  at  once  forfeited, 
having  the  aggregate  net  value  of  about  eleven  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  this  society  would  be  placed  by  that  good 
luck  in  a  sound  condition,  with  business  to  a  very  respectable 
amount  left.  Wisdom  enough  to  render  this  possible  is  con- 
tained in  its  policies  as  in  most  life  insurance  contracts. 
They  are  usually  bets  in  regard  to  the  punctuality  of  the  peri- 
odical premiums,  in  which  the  party  insured  stakes  the  value 
of  his  policy,  whatever  it  may  become,  on  his  paying  each 
instalment  promptly,  and  the  company,  on  its  part,  stakes  noth- 
ing. If  the  policy-holders  become  doubtful  of  the  ultimate 
solvency  of  the  company,  they  will  be  strongly  inclined  to 
forfeit  their  stakes,  and  through  this  ingenious  species  of  gam- 
bling a  life  insurance  company  may  absolutely  enrich  itself  by 
the  badness  of  its  credit !  We  would  be  far  from  saying  that 
the  gentlemen  who  have  the  direction  of  the  International 
Life  Assurance  Society,  either  in  this  country  or  in  England, 
have  any  such  intention.  The  manner  in  which  the  data  of 
their  policies  were  finally  placed  before  us  demonstrates  that 
the  ultimate  authority  at  the  parent  office,  in  London,  is  honest 
enough  to  face  a  rigid  investigation.  They  have  probably  been 
misled  by  the.way  in  which  their  executive  officers  have  mis- 
represented their  affairs.  From  what  we  know  of  the  character 
and  means  of  some  of  them,  we  are  not  without  the  hope  that 
the  shareholders  will,  on  learning  the  true  state  of  the  case, 
either  repair  the  accumulation  or  do  justice  to  each  policy-holder 
by  equitable  surrender  or  re-insurance.  In  this  hope,  we  would 
strongly  advise  policy-holders,  especially  those  whose  policies 
have  attained  considerable  value,*  not  to  allow  them  to  be  for- 

*  By  consulting  the  Life  Insurance  Registry  in  this  office,  the  value  of  any 
policy  issued  prior  to  November  last  may  be  found,  if  its  distinctive  number  be 
known. 
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feited  by  the  non-payment  of  premium,  till  it  is  known  that  the 
responsibility  of  the  shareholders  will  not  make  good  the  defi- 
ciency of  the  fund.  Those  who  have  heretofore  paid  a  part  of 
their  premium  in  notes  will  have  the  advantage  in  case  of  for- 
feiture, because  premium  notes  in  the  hands  of  such  a  company 
will  not  be  easily  collectable.  For  the  same  reason  any  one 
having  occasion  to  pay  premium  had  better  give  his  note  for  as 
large  a  part  of  it  as  he  can,  till  the  society's  assets  are  made  to 
bear  the  proper  ratio  to  the  aggregate  value  of  the  policies. 

The  London  Directors  ought  not  to  flatter  themselves  that  we 
have  been  unduly  severe  in  our  estimate  of  their  indebtedness. 

The  rate  of  mortality  we  have  appealed  to  as  the  standard  is 
that  derived  from  the  experience  of  the  best  English  offices, 
and  the  rate  of  interest  assumed,  four  per  cent.,  is  hardly 
exceeded,  if  exceeded  at  all,  by  the  average  interest  of  their 
assets.  Had  we  been  as  severe  with  them  as  with  our  Ameri- 
can offices,  we  should  have  valued  their  -policies  at  three  per 
cent.,  which  is  not  so  much  below  the  interest  they  actually 
receive  as  four  per  cent,  is  below  that  received  on  this  side  of 
the  water.  Had  we  valued  at  three  per  cent.,  their  indebted- 
ness would  probably  appear  about  $160,000  more  than  by  the 
rate  we  have  adopted.  Valued  by  the  same  rules  applied  to 
the  American  companies  their  net  assets  bear  the  ratio  of  36.1 
per  cent,  to  their  present  liability,  while  the  American  com- 
panies average  125.96  per  cent.,  and  the  lowest  has  $  103.55  to 
each  $100  of  its  liability.  If  the  International  has  a  sufficient 
reserve,  our  American  companies  reserve  more  than  three  times 
as  much  as  they  ought,  or  perhaps  considering  the  difference  of 
interest,  nearly  four  times  as  much.  Moreover,  the  Interna- 
tional appears  in  our  valuation  somewhat  better  than  it  should, 
by  having  returned  to  us  its  American  policies  at  £1  for  every 
$5.  For  example,  a  policy  given  here  for  $5,000  is  returned 
to  us  for  XI, 000,  whereas  if  it  were  to  become  a  claim  we  sup- 
pose it  would  require  £  1,033  to  settle  it. 

It  is  not,  perhaps,  within  our  province,  if  we  had  the  means 
of  doing  it,  to  account  for  the  disappearance  of  more  than  a 
million  of  dollars  from  the  treasury  of  this  institution,  beyond 
what  has  been  legitimately  withdrawn  by  mortality  or  absorbed 
by  necessary  expenses.     Yet  it  may  be  proper  to  see  how  far 
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documents  on  file  in  this  office  go  to  corroborate  or  debilitate 
the  conclusion  we  have  arrived  at  above. 

This  company  was  chartered  by  Act  of  Parliament,  in  1837, 
as  the  "  National  Loan  Fund  Life  Assurance  Society,"  with  a 
guarantee  capital  stock  of  =£500,000  in  50,000  shares  of  X10 
each.  Nearly  all  the  capital  seems  to  have  been  subscribed 
at  the  start,  but  only  about  <£50,000  appears  ever  to  have 
been  paid  in.  By  another  Act  of  Parliament,  which  received 
the  royal  assent  July  2,  1855,  the  name  was  changed  to 
"  The  Inter-National  Life  Assurance  Society,"  and  this  Act 
has  been  deposited  in  this  office  as  its  charter.  This  Act 
of  Parliament  makes  each  and  every  stockholder,  past  and 
present,  liable  to  the  last  farthing  of  his  property,  for  every 
claim  against  the  company,  except  such  as  may  have  been 
incurred  since  he  ceased  to  be  the  proprietor  of  any  stock. 
A  claim  is  made  recoverable  by  suit  against  any  one  who  was 
proprietor  of  guarantee  stock  at  the  time  the  policy  was  issued, 
and,  if  recovered,  the  defendant  must  look  to  the  society 
to  be  reimbursed.  There  was  also  filed  at  the  same  time  a 
copy  of  the  original  "  deed  of  settlement "  made  in  1837,  a 
printed  octavo  of  sixty-six  pages.  The  parties  to  this  deed, 
who  had  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  and  paid  21.  5s.  on 
each  share  subscribed  by  them,  are  thus  described  therein. 
"  Of  the  first  part,  Sir  Burges  Camac,  of  Pall  Mall  East,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  Knight,  a  colonel  in  her  majesty's 
army :  John  Elliotson,  of  Conduit  Street,  Hanover  Square,  in 
the  said  county,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  and 
of  the  Royal  Society  ;  Charles  Farebrother,  of  Lancaster  Place, 
Waterloo  Bridge,  in  the  said  county,  esquire,  one  of  the  alder- 
men of  the  city  of  London  ;  Hunter  Gordon,  of  Lincoln's  Inn, 
in  the  said  county,  esquire,  Barrister  at  law  ;  and  Robert  Hol- 
lond,  of  Pall  Mall,  in  the  said  county,  esquire,  of  the  second 
part :  and  George  Lungley,  of  Boxford,  in  the  county  of  Surrey, 
esquire  ;  Kenneth  Francis  Hislop  Mackenzie,  of  King's  arms 
Yard,  Coleman  Street,  in  the  said  city  of  London,  merchant; 
John  Rawson,  of  Ash  Grove,  Halifax,  in  the  county  of  York, 
esquire  ;  and  Joseph  Thompson,  of  Cheapside,  in  the  said  city 
of  London,  merchant;  of  the  third  part:  and  Thomas  Lamie 
Murray,  of  Hill  Street,  Berkeley  Square,  in  the  said  county  of 
Middlesex,  esquire,  of  the  fourth  part." 
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The  deed  also  enumerates  and  describes  the  officers  of  the 
society  thus : — 

"  The  following  persons  shall  be  the  first  and  present  officers 
of  the  society,  that  is  to  say :  the  said  Thomas  Lamie  Murray, 
Sir  Burges  Camac,  John  Elliotson,  Charles  Farebrother,  Hunter 
Gordon,  Robert  Hollond,  George  Lungley,  Kenneth  Francis 
Hislop  Mackenzie,  John  Rawson,  and  Joseph  Thompson,  shall 
be  the  first  and  present  Directors  ;  and  the  said  Thomas  Lamie 
Murray  shall  be  their  first  and  present  chairman,  and  the  first 
and  present  chairman  of  the  Society  ;  Charles  Wheatston,  Esq., 
Professor  of  Experimental  Philosophy  in  the  King's  College, 
London,  shall  be  the  first  and  present  Auditor;  the  said  John 
Elliotson  and  Edmund  Sheppard  Symes,  Esq.,  of  Hill  Street, 
Berkeley  Square,  aforesaid,  shall  be  the  first  and  present  Phy- 
sician and  Surgeon ;  Wesley  Stoker  Barker  Woolhouse,  of 
Sutton  Street,  Belvedere-road,  Lambeth,  in  the  county  of  Sur- 
rey, Esq.,  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society,  shall  be 
the  first  and  present  Actuary ;  Messrs.  Wright  and  Company, 
of  Henrietta  Street,  Covent  Garden,  shall  be  the  first  and 
present  London  Bankers ;  William  Milbourne  James,  of  Lin- 
coln's Inn,  Esq.,  barrister  at  law,  shall  be  the  first  and  present 
Standing  Counsel;  Messrs.  Webber  and  Bland,  of  Bedford 
Row,  shall  be  the  first  and  present  London  Solicitors  ;  and 
Nicholas  Sadlier,  of  Tipperary,  and  John  Sadlier,  of  Lower 
Gardiner  Street,  Dublin,  gentlemen,  the  first  and  present  Solic- 
itors of  the  Society  in  Ireland ;  Ferdinand  Ferguson  Camroux, 
gentleman,  shall  be  the  first  and  present  Secretary  of  the 
Society  ;  and  Messrs.  Farebrother  and  Lye,  of  Lancaster  Place, 
aforesaid,  the  first  and  present  *  Valuators  on  behalf  of  the 
Society,  of  Leasehold  Properties  and  Interests." 

What  could  be  more  ominous  of  a  high  percentage  of  expense 
than  such  an  array  of  professional  talent,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
financial  genius  included  in  the  list,  destined  as  it  was  to  a 
remarkable  development  before  our  day  ?  The  deed  still  further 
indicates  a  high  style  of  expensiveness  by  actually  settling  on 
Thomas  Lamie  Murray,  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  twenty-eight 
years,  and  for  his  natural  life  if  he  should  live  longer  than  that 
term,  as  a  perquisite  over  and  above  any  salary  or  compensation 
lie  might  receive  as  chairman  or  director,  five  per  cent,  per 
annum  of  the  "net  profits."  This  was  in  addition  to  bs.  per 
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share  on  all  the  shares  of  capital  stock  subscribed  for,  which 
was  also  settled  upon  him  in  consideration  of  his  services  and 
"  the  preliminary  expenses "  attending  the  formation  of  the 
society,  ("  except  the  expenses  of,  and  attending  the  prepara- 
tion of,  this  deed  of  settlement,"  which  must  have  been  some- 
thing handsome,  or  so  ponderous  a  document  would  not  have 
deemed  them  worth  excepting.)  The  deed  moreover  provides 
that  during  the  pendency  of  Mr.  Murray's  claim  to  five  per  cent, 
of  the  "  net  profits,"  he  could  not  (if  alive,  we  suppose,)  be 
extruded  from  his  seat  in  the  "  Court  of  Directors,"  even  by  a 
vote  of  the  society,  that  is,  of  the  stockholders,  appointing 
another  director  in  his  place.  How  much  Mr.  Murray's  salary 
as  chairman  of  the  court  of  directors  was,  does  not  appear  from 
any  document  in  our  possession  ;  but  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  society  in  May,  1851,  he  said,  in  reply  to  the  question  of  a 
shareholder,  "  that  although  by  the  deed  the  directors  were 
allowed  $7,500  for  their  expenses,  they  had  seldom  drawn  more 
than  16,000  or  $7,000,  and  that  included  his  own  salary  as 
chairman.  The  new  directors  would  only  be  allowed  the  usual 
fee  of  one  guinea  whenever  they  might  be  present  at  the  board ; 
and  as  for  travelling  expenses,  the  society  would  not  pay  those 
expenses  except  they  had  been  specially  summoned  to  town  on 
business  of  the  society.  No  doubt,  however,  the  number  of 
policies  which  they  would  be  the  means  of  effecting  would  com- 
pensate ten  times  over  for  any  increase  in  the  expenses  which 
their  fees  would  create,  (hear,  hear,)  &c."  This  was  said  on 
the  occasion  of  electing  five  additional  directors  and  an  addi- 
tional auditor,  and  appears  to  have  settled  the  objections  on  the 
score  of  the  expense  of  sucll  an  increase  of  the  official  staff. 
The  object  of  adding  directors  out  of  town  was,  "  to  exercise  a 
local  influence,"  and  it  is  plain  enough  that  the  chairman  would 
and  always  did  get  the  lion's  share  of  the  $6,000  or  $7,000. 
By  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  society  we  learn  that 
the  debt  contracted  in  its  formation,  which  the  society  was 
congratulated  on  just  then  having  "  eliminated,"  and  which  we 
suppose  included  what  was  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Murray  on  the  5s. 
per  share  arrangement,  amounted  to  £21,000,  or  $101,640. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  may  be  remarked,  that  the  annual 
reports  of  late  years  constantly  congratulate  the  society  on  the 
diminution  of  the  expenses  for  "  the  present  year"    It  appears, 
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therefore,  that  the  annual  expenses  have  been  continually 
decreasing  till  in  1858  they  amounted  to  only  $87,011.00,  or 
20.7  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  from  premiums  and  interest  exclu- 
sive of  that  on  guarantee  stock !  This  is  perhaps  sufficient  to 
indicate  the  style  of  expensiveness  which  must  have  been  main- 
tained from  the  first,  and  especially  during  the  chairmanship  of 
Thomas  Lamie  Murray.  That  gentleman,  though  so  firmly  and 
profitably  settled  on  the  society,  appears  to  have  resigned  his 
place  as  chairman  voluntarily,  in  1852,  assigning  as  his  reason, 
the  exigencies  of  his  health,  and  boasting  magnificently  of  the 
success  of  his  unremitting  labors  "  for  the  last  fifteen  years,"  as 
"Founder  of  the  Society."  Cotemporaneously  with  this  letter 
of  resignation,  was  published  the  report  of  an  investigating 
committee  of  three  shareholders,  which,  after  laying  on  a 
general  and  liberal  coat  of  whitewash,  closes  significantly  as 
follows: — 

"  We  are  imperiously  called  upon,  in  all  fidelity  to  admit,  that  considerable 
defect  has  evidently  hitherto  existed  in  the  want  of  proper  discipline  and 
regularity  of  system  in  carrying  forward  the  extensive  and  important  opera- 
tions of  the  society. 

"  We  cannot  close  our  report,  without  referring  with  infinite  satisfaction,  to 
the  beautiful  and  admirably  systematic  manner  in  which  the  large  and  important 
American  Branch,  as  well  as  that  of  Scotland,  has  been  conducted  and  carried 
on  ;  and  finally,  we  heartily  congratulate  you  in  common  with  ourselves,  upon 
the  clear  course  of  increased  success  now  open  to  the  society,  and  the  happy 
results  which  cannot  but  follow  the  recent  alterations  that  have  taken  place.

This  committee  of  investigation  does  not  seem  to  have  directed 
its  attention  at  all  to  ascertain  the  liabilities  of  the  society, 
but  only  to  find  whether  the  report  of  the  directors  was  cor- 
rect as  to  the  amount  and  security  of  the  assets  ;  and  it  reported 
that  the  said  report  was  correct,  "  with  the  exception  of  some 
comparatively  (as  to  the  whole)  immaterial  assets."  For  the 
liabilities  of  the  society  on  its  policies,  the  directors  and  share- 
holders appear  to  have  relied  always,  with  un doubting  confi- 
dence, on  the  reports  of  their  Actuary.  These  were  made  annu- 
ally, as  appears,  till  1854,  at  which  time  it  was  decided  to  have 
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them  only  once  in  five  years,  probably  to  save  the  great  expense 
of  preparing  one  every  year,  for  we  notice  in  that  of  1851,  the 
Actuary  says  he  had  "  been  engaged  upon  the  same  for  the 
last  four  months."  From  the  three  specimens,  viz.,  those  of 
1851,  '52  and  '53  on  file  in  this  office,  we  are  ourselves  of 
opinion  that  nothing  could  be  lost  or  endangered  by  their 
infrequency.  They  are  well  worthy  of  careful  study,  but  being 
substantially  alike  in  construction,  principle  and  result,  we  may 
learn  all  from  one.  We  give  that  of  1852  in  full,  for  the  sake 
of  illustration. 

MR.  WOOLHOUSE'S  REPORT. 

"  London,  May  10, 1852. 

"  Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I  beg  to  lay  before 
you  the  leading  results  of  my  annual  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the 
National  Loan  Fund  Life  Assurance  Society.  Daring  the  past  year  880 
policies  have  been  issued,  covering  assurances  to  the  extent  of  £427,815,  and 
yielding  premiums  to  the  amount  of  £14,628  3s.  9d.  per  annum. 

"  The  claims  paid  during  the  year  amount  £26,627  15s.  Qd.,  the  expected 
claims,  according  to  the  table,  being  £28,267.  The  total  claims  paid  from 
the  commencement  of  the. society  to  the  end  of  the  year  amount  to  £163,343 
being  £11,792  less  than  the  expectation. 

"  From  the  end  of  the  year  up  to  the  present  time,  666  policies  have  been 
issued,  exhibiting  a  considerable  increase  upon  the  corresponding  issue  of 
previous  years ;  and  the  income  of  the  society  arising  from  premiums  on 
policies  is  now  £73,690  17s.  per  annum,  and  the  corresponding  amount  of 
assurances  is  £2,333,122. 

"  The  position  of  the  affairs  of  the  society  calculated  up  to  December  1st, 
1851,  stands  thus  : —

"  From  this  balance  I  would  recommend  the  sum  of  £87,024  3s.  8d.  to  be 
reserved  for  future  profits,  and  one-third  of  the  remainder,  after  making  a 
further  reserve  of  about  18  per  cent,  of  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  extin- 
guishing the  sum  put  down  for  preliminary  expenses,  will  enable  you  to 
declare  to  policy-holders  a  cash  bonus  of  15  per  cent.,  and  a  reversionary 
bonus,  in  addition  to  the  sums  assured,  varying  according  to  age,  &c,  from  22 
to  52  per  cent,  on  the  premiums  of  policies  on  the  profit  scale,  and  of  five 
years'  standing ;  and  to  the  proprietors  a  bonus  of  3^  per  cent,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  interest  of  5  per  cent. 
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"  Presuming  upon  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  here  given,  I  cannot 
conclude  without  alluding,  in  terms  of  congratulation,  to  the  complete  elimina- 
tion of  the  preliminary  expenses,  an  item  which  has  stood  against  the  society 
as  a  liability. 

"  As  stated  in  my  last  year's   report,  the   reserved  portions  of  the  divisible 
surplus  will,  in  future  years,   accumulate   in   the  formation  of  an  additional 
guarantee  fund,  and  give  increased  stability  to  the  society. 
I  am,  gentlemen,  your  most  obedient  servant,

We  will  not  undertake  to  say,  positively,  that  concealment 
was  the  worm  in  this  bud.  Yet  we  are  at  a  loss  to  conceive  for 
what  purpose  such  a  bud  could  have  been  produced,  if  not  to 
conceal  the  ravages  of  some  worm  among  the  assets.  By  an 
ingenious  method  of  mixing  up  possessions  and  expectations,  a 
few  hatched  chickens  with  a  great  many  unhatched,  and  totally 
ignoring1  all  future  expenses,  the  Actuary  makes  out  the  society 
blessed  with  a  balance  of  more  than  half  a  million  of  dollars  of 
clear  profit,  of  which  the  inevitable  Mr.  Thomas  Lamie  Murray's 
five  per  cent,  would  be  the  snug  little  sum  of  $27,509.35.  It  is 
true  that  the  Actuary  recommended  a  very  liberal  share  of  his 
balance  "to  be  reserved  for  future  profits,"  which  was  quite 
gracious  and  thoughtful  in  him,  seeing  that  the  entire  assets  of 
the  society  at  that  time,  other  than  paid  up  capital,  amounted 
only  to  £74,888.  It  would  not  be  easy  even  for  a  Fellow  of  a 
Royal  Astronomical  Society  to  make  a  present  profit  of  £113,675 
10s.  10c?.  out  of  the  latter  sum.  So  the  society  wisely  agreed 
to  reserve  for  future  profits  even  something  more  than  the 
difference  between  its  net  assets,  or  $362,457,  and  Mr.  Wool- 
house's  balance  in  its  favor  of  $550,187.  It  concluded,  in  fact, 
to  diminish  its  actual  assets  only  by  dividing  up  between  the 
shareholders,  policy-holders,  and  Mr.  Murray,  the  modest  sum 
of  $128,991 !  Very  diffident  this,  after  the  splendid  revelation 
of  the  balance  sheet. 

But  let  us  see  what  would  be  the  effect  of  analyzing  the  gross 
sums  on  the  two  sides  of  this  balance,  and  making  an  allowance, 
as  Mr.  Woolhouse  in  all  three  of  his  reports  before  us  is  careful 
not  to  do,  for  future  expenses.  By  the  statement  filed  in  this 
office  by  the  Directors  in  October,  1852,  and  sworn  to  in  London 
on  the  12th  of  August,  1852,  we  are  informed  that  the  entire 
assets,  including  capital  paid  in,  amounted  to  £125,725 17s.  3d., 
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and  by  the  Directors'  Report  of  May,  1853,  we  are  also  informed 
that  the  paid  up  capital  on  the  1st  of  December,  1852,  was 
£50,837  15s.  If  we  deduct  the  former  sum  from  .£1,114,591 
7s.  Id.,  we  have  £988,865  9s.  10d.,  which  is  Mr.  Woolhouse's 
valuation  of  the  present  worth  of  all  the  future  premiums 
payable  on  the  policies.  Deducting  £50,837  15s.,  the  paid  up 
capital,  from  £1,000,915  16s.  3d.,  we  have  £950,078  Is.  3d., 
as  his  valuation  of  the  present  worth  of  the  sums  assured.  To 
this  he  should  have  added  the  present  value  of  the  probable 
expenses  and  sums  to  be  divided  to  policy-holders  and  share- 
holders. A  provision  is  made  for  expenses  and  dividends  by 
adding  to  the  mathematical  premium  what  is  called  a  loading, 
which  in  case  of  the  premiums  of  the  International  is  33  per 
cent.,  when  the  policy-holder  participates  in  profits,  and  20  per 
cent,  when  he  does  not.  What  then  can  be  fairer  than  to 
assume  that  20  per  cent,  of  the  future  premiums  may  be  con- 
sidered loading,  and  will  be  used  up  otherwise  than  by  paying 
the  ultimate  claims  on  the  policies  ?  The  present  value  of  this 
loading  will  of  course  be  equal  to  one-fifth  of  the  present 
value  of  the  gross  premiums.  We  may  therefore  reconstruct 
the  balance  sheet  thus : —

Such  a  difference  does  it  make  whether  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany of  thirteen   years'  standing,  which  inaugurated  its  lofty 
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style  of  expenditure  by  spending  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
before  it  was  born,  shall  or  shall  not  take  into  account  future 
expenses  !  This  unfavorable  balance  simply  means  that  at  that 
time,  by  a  net  valuation,  the  society's  indebtedness  on  its  poli- 
cies was  $160,977  more  than  all  its  assets,  including  guarantee 
capital.  It  means  that  the  net  value  of  its  policies  at  that  time 
was  about  $769,490,  while  its  net  assets  were  $362,457,  or 
47  cents  to  the  dollar,  and  we  should  naturally  think  no 
one  could  have  known  this  better  than  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Astronomical  Society  who  had  labored  four  months  over  the 
figures. 

Regarding  it  only  as  the  prophecy  of  common  sense  that  future 
expenses  and  dividends  should  be  about  the  same  as  the  past, 
our  insurance  laws  since  1854  have  required  a  net  valuation,  in 
order  to  compare  the  assets  of  a  life  insurance  company  with  its 
liabilities.  From  1854  to  1858,  every  life  insurance  company 
doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth  was  required  annually  to 
return  the  net  value  of  all  its  policies  outstanding  on  the  1st 
of  November,  as  well  as  the  amount  insured  and  the  assets. 
Under  this  law  the  International  returned  its  assurances  on  the 
1st  of  December,  1855,  as  $12,206,680,  and  the  "  computed" 
"  present  net  value  "  of  all  its  policies  as  $166,065  !  While  its 
total  assets  were  $855,506.58.  It  is  a  legitimate  subject  of 
marvel  that  any  educated  Actuary  should  suppose  such  a  state- 
ment not  too  good  to  be  true. 

A  candid  consideration  of  the  documents  on  file  in  this  office, 
and  of  others  which  have  been  offered  and  rejected  as  unsatis- 
factory, compel  us  to  conclude  that  there  are  parties  connected 
with  the  parent  office  in  London,  who  have  endeavored  to 
deceive  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  and  have  succeeded  in 
deceiving  a  large  body  of  respectable  shareholders  in  England, 
making  them  believe  that  the  society  has  been  earning  large 
profits  while  it  has  really  been  squandering  sacred  funds,  and 
that  receiving  handsome  dividends  out  of  the  premiums  for  the 
use  of  a  guarantee  capital  which  should  long  since  have  become 
needless,  is  a  perfectly  legitimate  business.  We  well  know 
that  the  gentlemen  who  have  acted  as  the  "  Local  Board  of 
Directors  "  in  New  York,  of  "  the  American  Branch," — where 
$100,000  of  the  assets  are  invested — are  many  of  them  of  the 
highest  respectability  and  of  such  responsibility  that  they  could 
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probably  make  up  the  deficiency  of  the  society's  funds  them- 
selves and  still  remain  rich.  We  cannot  but  hope  that  when 
they  become  aware  of  the  real  state  of  the  case  they  will  at 
least  use  their  powerful  influence  to  protect  from  loss  and 
relieve  from  all  anxiety,  the  hundreds  of  persons  among  us 
who  have  taken  policies  from  this  society  on  the  strength  of 
such  names,  rather  than  from  any  conviction  of  their  own  of 
its  merits. 

The  General  Agent  of  the  International  Assurance  Society 
of  London,  having  now  fully  complied  with  our  statutes,  both 
as  to  returns  and  the  payment  of  the  taxes,  which  were  reported 
as  delinquent,  there  is,  in  our  opinion,  no  law  to  prevent  the 
society  from  operating  further  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  in 
this  opinion  we  believe  we  are  fully  sustained  by  that  of  the 
Commonwealth's  legal  adviser.  If  the  company  in  question 
had  been  chartered  in  this  Commonwealth,  we  have  no  doubt 
that  the  Supreme  Court,  on  proper  application,  would  either 
compel  the  stockholders  to  repair  the  fund  or  wind  up  with  an 
equitable  division.  We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  some 
further  legislation  is  necessary  to  protect  our  citizens  against 
the  operations  of  Foreign  Life  Assurance  Companies,  which  are 
in  a  condition  similar  to  that  of  the  International,  and  would 
recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  requiring  such  as  do  not  pos- 
sess sound  assets  equal  to  the  net  value  of  all  their  policies, 
before  doing  any  further  business  in  this  Commonwealth  to 
deposit  in  trust  with  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General,  to  be 
held  for  the  benefit  of  policy-holders  who  are  citizens  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  always  thereafter  to  keep  so  deposited,  cash 
investments  of  the  sort  prescribed  in  chapter  252,  section  14, 
of  the  Acts  of  1856,  equal  to  the  net  value  of  all  the  policies 
held  by  said  citizens,  and  requiring  the  General  Agent  to 
furnish  annually  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  a  duly 
attested  statement  of  the  data  of  all  such  policies.
